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PREFACE. 


NE of the moſt intereſting Parts of 

Church Hiſtory, and which has 
uſually the moſt Influence both on the 
Faith and on the Lives of Chriſtians; is 
that which ſets before their Eyes the Won- 
ders of God in the Lives and Deaths of 
his Saints. The ſacred Penmen, inſpired 
by the Holy Spirit, ſet the firſt Example 
of this Kind of Writings : and many of 
the holy Fathers, and other learned and 
godly Men in all Ages, have copied after 
them, by publiſhing the Acts of the Mar- 
tyrs, of other more eminent Saints of 
God, whom the divine Grace has lighted 
up in every Age, and ſet upon the Can- 
dleſtick of his Church as ſo many Lights 
to enlighten all that dwell in God's Houſe, 
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by the Splendor of their Works; to ani- 
mate them to walk in their glorious Foot- 
ſteps; and to inflame them with an hea- 
venly Ardor to ſerve and love, with their 
whole Hearts, the God of all the Spirits 
of the Juſt; whoſe Love alone can make 
Saints. 

But as the Multitude of theſe holy Mar- 
tyrs, and theſe other Saints, who have il- 
luſtrated the Church of Chriſt, by their 
Lives and by their Deaths, has been ex- 
ceeding great; and withal the Acts of a 
great Number of them have been written 
at large, ſo as to fill many more Volumes 
than the Generality of Chriſtians can either 
have the Means to procure, or the Leiſure 
to read: there have been ſet forth from 
time to time Abridgments of their Acts, 
giving a ſhort Account of what was moſt 
remarkable in the Lives and Deaths of 
theſe . Chriſtian Heroes, that the Faithful, 
by reading theſe Abridgments, might find 
every Day Leſſons for the Conduct 'of their 
own Lives, in order to arrive at the ſame ; 
happy End by an Imitation of their Vir- 
tues. This was the Original of Martyro- 
logies and Menologies ; of which there 
has been publiſhed in the Church of God 
a great Variety; ſome more general; others 

con- 
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containing only the Saints of particular 
Nations, or particular Orders of Reli- 
gious; for the Edification of the Faithful 
of that Nation, or the Religious of that 
Order. 1 ö | 
Amongſt thoſe that were ſet forth for 
particular Nations, there was a Britiſp Mar- 
tyrology, - publiſhed about one hundred 
and fifty Years ago, by Mr. John Wil/on, 
an Engliſh Prieſt, (who lived abroad in the 
Loo Countries) under the Title of The Eng- 
l:/h Martyrologe, containing a Summary of the 
Lives of the glorious and renowned Saints of 
the three Kingdoms, England, Scotland, and 
Ireland : which, if the Performance had 
been anſwerable to the Title, might have 
diſpenſed with us from thinking of pub- 
liſhing the following Sheets; ſince the 
Work which'we promiſe would have been 
already done to our Hands. But this Wri- 
ter, beſides omitting the greater Part of the 
Saints of the Scots Calendar (which he ne- 
ver ſaw) and almoſt all the Saints of Jre- 
land, has been guilty of many groſs Miſ- 
takes in Hiſtory with regard to thoſe he 
has commemorated, - and generally been 
very unhappy in the choice of the Mate- 
rials he has made uſe of, omitting what 
would have been moſt edifying in the Sum- 
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mary he gives of the Lives of thoſe Ser- 
vants of God, and inſiſting chiefly on cer- 
tain marvellous Events, for the moſt- part 
deſtitute of any ſufficient Authority to ſup- 
port them. | 
Wherefore we thought it would not be 
diſagreeable to our Countrymen, more e- 
ſpecially to as many of them as are Lovers 
of Britiſh Antiquities, or Friends to ancient 
Piety, to fee a more accurate Britiſh Mar- 
tyrology; which might take in the Gene- 
rality of the Saints of all the three Nations, 
iving a ſhort Account of their Virtues 
(here their Acts were known) and leaving 
out all that was apocryphal in their Hiſto- 
ry; which is what we have endeavoured 
to aim at in the following MEMORIAL; 
concerning which it may be proper to ac- 
quaint our Readers, 1ſt. That we have not 
here given the Title of Saints to any but 
ſuch as we found in poſſeſſion of it, either 
in our Britiſp Calendars, or in the Names 
of our Churches and Pariſhes, or other 
ancient Monuments, teſtifying the religi- 
ous Veneration formerly paid them by our 
Anceſtors. 2dly. That if we have given 
a place in this Memorial to ſome other holy 
Perſons who have not been thus enrolled 
amongſt the Saints, it was not to beſpeak 
| | them, 
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them, or give any Sanction to, any public 
Veneration of them, till the Church Id 
be pleaſed to declare them Saints, but 
merely as Hiſtorians, to record their Names 
with ſomething of their Virtues, as In- 
ſtances of ancient Britiſh Piety. 3dly. 
That with regard to many of our Saints, 
we have been able to give no more than 
their bare Names; becauſe their Acts, if 
ever written, are long ſince loſt: and as to 
others, we have ſometimes been forced to 
join Numbers together in one Commemo- 
ration; becauſe their very Names are at 
preſent unknown. 4thly. That as to the 
appointing our Britiſb Saints their reſpec- 
tive Days throughout the Year, where our 
Calendars, or other Monuments, gave us 
Light, we have generally endeavoured to 
follow it > but where we could not find 
the Days, on which they were formerly 
honoured, we have commemorated them 
on ſuch other Days, as otherwiſe might 
have been vacant: and thus we have not 
let ſo much as one Day in the Year paſs 
without commemorating one or more 
Saints, or other Servants of God, illuſtri- 
ous for Chriſtian Piety. Laſtly, That as 
to thoſe, who have preached the Faith of 
Chriſt in our Iſlands, or have otherwiſe 
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promoted the Converſion of our-Anceſtors, 
though themſelves no Britons ; we have 
alſo given them a Place amongſt our Britiſb 
Saints, on account of their Labours a- 
mongſt us: as we have done alſo to ſome 
tew others, who have had particular Con- 
nections with Great Britain; or whoſe Bo- 
dies have been tranſlated hither ; and from 
hence ſhall one Day be called forth to meet 
the Lord of Glory, and to live with him,

Jan. 1. A T London, the Commemoration of 
| the holy Biſhop Thean, whoſe 

Name ſtands the firſt in the Catalogue of the 
ancient Biſhops of that City. He is ſaid to have 
held his See in the Church of S. Peter's, Corn- 
hill, and to have lived in the Time of King Lu- 
cius. See Abridgment of Dugdale's Monaſticon, 
p. 331. Alſo a Commemoration of the other 
holy primitive Prelates of the ſecond and third 
Century, who were the Fathers and Founders

Remember, ſays the 
Apoſtle, your Prelates, who have ſpoken to you the 
Mord of God: whoſe Faith follow ; conſidering the 
End of their Converſation. Teſus Chriſt the ſame

With theſe we may join the 
Britifh Biſhops, who flouriſhed in the Beginning 
of the fourth Century; of whom Eborius of York,

Jan. 2. At London, the Commemoration of 
the holy Confeſſors Elan and Medwyne; who 
(according to divers *Hiſtorians and ancient Re- 
cords) being ſent to Rome by King Lucius to the 
holy Pope Eleutherius, to deſire Miffionaries from 
thence who might receive him and his People 
into the Church of Chriſt, returned home ſo well 
inſtructed in the Chriſtian Faith, as to become 
both eminent Teachers, and great Saints. El- 
van is ſaid to have been the ſecond Biſhop of Lon- 
don, and to have converted many of the Druids 
or heatheniſh Prieſts to the Faith of Chriſt, In 
a little Iſland, on the Eaſt fide of Angleſey, the 
Commemoration of St. Oriol, whoſe Church 
and Monaſtery are mentioned in Tanner's Notitia 
Monaſtica, p. 699. 


Jan. 3. At Avallonia, now Glaſtenbury, the 
Commemoration of the apoſtolick Miſſionaries 


Fagan and Dwywan, or Deruvian, honoured by

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the ancient Britons amongſt their primitive Saints. 
They are called by the Leſſons of the Roman 
Breviary, May 26, Fugacius and Damianus ; and 
are there ſaid to have been ſent by S. Elautherius 
the Pope for the Converſion of the Britons, which 
they happily effected. The Antiquities of Glaſ- 
tenbury further inform us, that S. Fagan and 8. 
Deruvian, in their Progreſs through Britain, vi- 
ſited the Solitude of Avalloma, and found there 
the Old Church, ſuppoſed to have been built by 
S8. Joſeph of Arimathea ; and that they there ap- 
pointed twelve of their Diſciples to lead a mona- 
ſtical, or eremitical Life, in the Neighbourhood 
of that holy Church : which Number of twelve, 
they ſay, was kept up by ſucceſſion till the days of

Jan. 4. In the Territory of Litchfield, the 
Commemoration of many holy Martyrs, faid to 
have been maſſacred there, under Diocletian : 
whoſe mangled Bodies that City bears in her 
ſcutcheon; and from them takes her name: 
Litchfield being the ſame as Campus Cadaverum, 
or the Field of dead Bodies, Theſe Martyrs are 
ſuppoſed to have been Citizens of Verulam, lately 
converted to the Chriſtian Faith by the means of 
the ſame holy Eccleſiaſtick who converted 8. Al- 
ban ; who upon occaſion of the Martyrdom of this 
Saint, flying from the Heat of the Perſecution, 
were overtaken at the Place, where Litchfield 
now ſtands ; and all there ſlain, to the Number, 
as ſome Authors affirm, of about one thouſand 

Perſons: who having thus waſhed their Robey 
in the Blood of the Lamb, live now with him. for 
ever, On this Day is alſo commemorated in

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Wilſon's Martyrology, S. Cromack, Confeſlor, il- 
luſtrious for Sanctity amongſt the Scots. 


ws 5. In the Abbey of Nefiminſter the De- 
polition of S. Edward, King and Confeſſor, re- 
nowned for the Innocence and Sanctity of his 
Life, and his virginal Purity, which he preſerv- 
ed, by a rare Example, even in the State of Ma- 
trimony. God made him alſo illuſtrious by the 
Gift of prophetick Light, and many Miracles; 
as well in giving Sight to the Blind, as in heal- 

Evil and other Diſeaſes, Obiit 
anno 1066. At Veęſiminſter the Commemora- 
tion alſo of bleſſed Sebert, the firſt Chriſtian King 
of the Ea/t-Saxons ; who firſt built the Church 
of S. Peter there, which ſome ſay was then con- 
ſecrated by the Apoſtle himſelf, [See Dugdale's 
Monaſticon, vol. I. p. 55.] He paſſed to a better 


life anno 616; and lies buried in the ſouthern 


part of the choir ® of the Abbey Church, 


Jan. 6. The Epiphany, or Manifeſtation of our 
Lord: the Chriſtmas Day of all the Churches of 
the Gentiles. - At the Abbey of S. Peter and 8. 


Paul near Canterbury (commonly called 8. Au- 


ftin's) the Commemoration of bleſſed Peter, Diſ- 


ciple of S. Gregory the Great, and firſt Abbat of 
that Monaſtery, by the Appointment of S. Au- 
gu/tin our Apoſtle : who after a moſt. Saint-like 


Adminiſtration of his Charge, being ſent over 


to France, about ſome eccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs, anno 
607, was caſt away upon the Coaſt of Boulogne.

At Leſtingham in Yorkſhire, the De- 
poſition of S. Ced, Biſhop of Londen, Brother of 
S. Chad of Litchfield, and Diſciple of the great 8. 
Aidan of Lindisfarne, in whoſe Steps he walked, + 
by a cloſe Imitation of all his Virtues; for no- 
thing of this World did he value or regard, but 
wholly conſecrated himſelf to divine Love, and 
to the Service of the Souls of his Neighbours. 
His firſt apoſtolick Labours were dedicated to the 
Converſion of the Midland Enghfh : after which, 
he was ſent to the Province of the Eaft-Saxons, 
whom he brought over to the Faith of Chrift. 
He founded, for the training up his Converts in 
Chriſtian Perfection, the Monaſteries of Itbhan- 
cheſter and Tilbury in Eſſex ; laying the Founda- 
tions of them by forty Days Faſting and Prayer : 
as he did afterwards in founding, at the Deſire 
of King Edilwald, a Houſe of Saints at gy"

From whence he himſelf happily paſſed to the 
Mountain of Eternity, anno 664.

In the 
Solitude of Sirach, not far from Glendarchy, in 
Scotland, the Depoſition of S. Filan, or Foilan, 
Abbat, greatly honoured of old, both in North 
Britain and Ireland. Obiit anno 703. Aberdeen 
Breviary. Alſo in Scotland, the Commemora- 
tion of S. Kentigerna, Widow, ſaid to have been 
Mother of S. Filan.

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an. 10. At Canterbury, the Depoſition of S. 
Adrian, Abbat of the Monaſtery of S. Peter and 
S. Paul (commonly called S. Auſtin's) who being 
ſent over into England by Pope Vitalian, in the 
Company of S. Theodore the Archbiſhop, anno 
669, befides preaching every where, and inſtruct- 
ing the People, throughout the Land, tn all the 
Rules of a Chriſtian Life, and the right Way of 
eternal Salvation, opened in Kent an excellent 
School of all good Learning, and Chriſtian Piety, 
in which he trained up many Saints; and 
brought ſuch happy Days amongſt us, as Eng- 
land had never known before. - departed, to 
our Lord in a good old Age, Jan. . anno 710.

Egwin, the third Biſhop of that See, and Foun- 
der of the famous Monaſtery of our Lady of 
Eveſham : who thro' many Labeurs, Trials and 
Tribulations, made his way to the Kingdom of 
God anno 717, and was buried in. his Monaſte- 
ry of Eveſham, William of Malm 1. 4. de 

ontif. Ang. &c, Alſo at York the I ranflation 
of the Body of S. William Archbiſhop of that 
See, whoſe Relicks were taken up (on occaſion 
of the many illuſtrious Miracles wrought at his 
Tomb) tranſlated and enſhrined anno 1284. 
The Memory of which Tranſlation was ſolemn- 


ly 
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ly kept in the Dioceſe of York, on the Sunday 
within the Octave of the Epiphany. Mi ſale 
Eboracenſe. 


Jan. 12. At Weremouth in the Biſhoprick of 
Durham, the Depoſition of St. Bennet Biſcop, 
Abbat, Founder of the ſiſter Churches and Mo- 
naſteries of S. Peter and S. Paul at Weremouth 
and Farrow ; where he trained up many excel- 
lent Religious; and amongſt the reſt, the great 
S. Bede : who has left us in writing the Lives of 
his Maſter, and the other firſt Abbats of the 
Monaſteries by him eſtabliſhed. He departed to 
our Lord, after being purified by a long and te- 
dious Illneſs (which he qualified by divine Me- 
ditations) anno 690, and was buried in S. Pe- 
ters Church: from whence his Body was tran- 
ſlated to Thorney Abbey anno 970. Alſo at the 
Abbey of Rievale or Ridal: in Yorkfhire, the De- 
ones of bleſſed Helred, Abbat, illuftrious for 

arning and Sanctity. He was a cloſe Imitator 
of his holy Father the great S. Bernard, both in 
his Manner of Writing, and in his Way of 
Living. Obiit anno 1166. 


Jan. 13. At Glaſgow in Scotland, the Feſti- 
vity of 8. Kentigern, alias Mungho, Biſhop and 
Confeſſor. He was of the Royal Blood of the 
Kings of the Cumbrian Britons, who then inha- 
bited the South-weſt of Scotland: and was 
brought up from a Child by S. Servanus, in his 
Monaſtery of Culroſs. Being afterwards made 
Biſhop of that Province, he imitated both the 
Labours, and the Lives of the Apoſtles ; and 
by his Preaching and Miracles brought over in- 

numer- 
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numerable Souls to God. He alſo greatly pro- 
moted monaſtick Diſcipline, as well in his own 
Country, where he gathered together at Glaſ- 
goto, a numerous congregation of devout Bre- 
thren, living according to the Form of the pri- 
mitive Church; as in North-Wales, where he 
ſettled himſelf, (when forced from home by the 
Perſecution of the Wicked) and founded the 
famous Monaſtery of Llan Eluy (now S. Aſaph's) 
where he was fpiritual Father to 965 Brethren; 
to whom he allotted their different Functions, 
of the active or contemplative Life; according 
to their Capacities and Diſpoſitions; regulating 
alſo their Hours both of the Night and Day in 
ſich Manner as never to ſuffer the divine Of- 
fice to be diſcontinued; but that ſome or other 
of them ſhould be always ſinging in the Church 
the Praiſes of God, At length being recalled to 
his former See, after many more Years of Apoſto- 


lick Labours, he entered into the Joy of the Lord, 


anno 601: and was buried at Glaſgow, where the 
great Church, nowth@Cathedral, was dedicated 
in his Name, See his Atts in John of Tinmouth, 
in Uſher's Antiquities, &c. | 


Jan. 14. At Clynnoc Vawr, in Caernarvon- | 


ſhire, the Commemoration of S. Beuno or Ben- 
notu, Abbat, of whom there is ample mention in 
the Acts of 8. Menefrede, and in the Leſſons of 
the Sarum Breviary. He was of a moſt no- 
ble Extraction, in Powrs-Land, Couſin Ger- 
man by the Mother to S. Kentigern; and an ar- 
dent Lover of God from his Childhood. After 
retiring from the World, and dedicating himſelf 


to a religious Life; he was for his Merit ad- 


vanced 
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vanced to the Prieſtly Dignity ; and by found- 
ing divers Churches and religious Communities, 
very much advanced the Glory and Kingdom of 
his Lord. His laſt Foundation was, after his de- 
parture from S. Venefrede, the famous Mona- 
ſtery of Chnnoc Vawr anno 616, From whence 
he was called to the Land of the Living about 
the Year 623. Chnnoc Vawr was afterwards 
given to the Bernardin Monks; and a new 
Church built there, one of the nobleſt in ales, 
under the Invocation of S. Beuno but his Body 
continued in the old Church. See Dugdale's Mo- 
naſticon, vol. 2. Alſo in the Ifle of Enlly 
( Bardſey) the Commemoration of the Man of 
God, Laudatus (Lowdhad) firſt Abbat of a 
holy Congregation eſtabliſhed in that Ifland ; and 
nearly allied both to S. Beuno and to S. Kenti- 
gern. Alſo at Llan-Ennian Vrenin, the Com- 
memoration of holy Enzon Bhrenin, King of 
Cumbria, who not long before the Foundation 
of Chynnoc Vawr by S. Beuno, leaving his Roy- 
alty, built a Church in that Country, which 
was afterwards called by his Name; where he 
ſpent the remainder of his Days in God's Love 
and Service. See concerning theſe Saints Mr. 
Vaughan, an Author well acquainted with the 
Antiquities of his Country, quoted in Dr. Gib- 
ſen's Cambden, p. 825. 


Fan. 15. At Roſmede in the County of Va- 
ter ford, the Feſtivity of S. Mida or Ita, Virgi 
and Abbeſs, of the Royal Blood of the Mo- 
narchs of Ireland; who leaving all for Chriſt, 
by a conitant Attention to divine Love, and a 
perpetual Recollection in God, arrived at fo high 

a Per- 
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a Perfection in all Virtues, as to become, next 
to 8. Brigide, the moſt illuſtrious of all the Wo- 
men Saints of Ireland. Obiit anno 569. Ada 
apud Bollandum. In Cormoall the Commemo- 
ration of S. Daye, whoſe Church or Chapel at 
the Town of S. Daye, was in former Times a 
Place of great reſort for Devotion. [ England's

Fan. 16. At Peronne in Picardy the Depoſi- 
tion of S. Furſey, Abbat, of Royal Ir: Blood, 
who from his very Childhood conſecrated his 
whole Heart to Divine Love; and as he grew up, 
laboured with all his Power to impart to his 
Brethren, both by his Preaching and his Life, 
thoſe bright Flames which were enkindled in his 
own Breaſt ; being animated thereto by certain 
heavenly Viſions, related at large in his ancient 
Acts. After having won many Souls to God in 
his own Country (where he could no longer en- 
dure the Crowds that were continually flowin 
in upon him) he came over to Britain; an 

reached Chriſt with great Zeal, and no leſs 
ruit, in the Province of the 175 Avigles ; 
where alſo he founded the famous ery of 
Burghcaſile in Suffalk. At length paſſing over 
into France, after eſtabliſhing there the Abbey 
of Lagney, going to make another Foundation 
at Peronne ; he was called from thence to a bet- 
ter Life, anno 650. His Body was found in- 
corrnph four and twenty Years after his Death; 
and depoſited in the Church of Peranne, which 
is dedicated to God in his Name. S. Bede, I. 3. c. 
19. Likewiſe in Ireland the Feſtivity of 8. 
Nennidhius, Abbat, Father and Teacher of 
many 
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many Saints, whom he trained up in his Mona- 
ſtery, in an Ifle of the Lake of Erne. At Tin- 
mouth the Depoſition of S. Henry, Hermit, who 
following a Divine Call, leaving Denmark his 
native — with all his worldly Friends, 
and whatever he ſeemed to poſſeſs; embraced a 
Life of wonderful Auſterity and Sanctity, in the 
Iſle of Cocket, near the Coaſt of Northumberland : 
which he continued for a long Space of Years, 
till his-dying Day ; ſuffering, for a great Part of 
the Time, a moſt loathſome and painful Ulcer 
in the Knee; which even ſwarmed with Ver- 
min; but hindered him not from ſtill working 
for his poor Living, and perpetually praiſing 
God, with a moſt remarkable Alacrity : till he 
arrived at laſt at the end of all his Sufferings, 
and the happy beginning of a Repoſe and Life, 
that never ends, Jan. 16, anno 1127, He was 
buried in the Church of our Lady at Tinmouth, 
near the Body of S. To King and Martyr, 
His Acts in Capgrave, &c. 1 


Jan. 17. At Menſtrey in the Iſle of Thanet the 
Commemoration of the Royal Virgin S. Mil- 
„ Siſter to the Saints Mildred and Milburge, 
and a cloſe follower of their Purity and Sanctity. 
Alſo the Commemoration of S. Mereſin Brother 
to theſe Saints: whoſe eminent Piety in a tender 
Age, has entitled to a Share in the Glory of 
the Saints. To whom we may apply that of the 
Wiſe Man, Wiſd. iv. 13, 14. Being made perfect 
in a ſhort Space, ww up a long Time for his 
Soul pleaſed God : Wherefore he haſtened to bring 
him out from the midſt of Iniquities. Theſe Saints 


flouriſhed in the Seventh Century. In Pu 
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the Commemoration of S. Kenan, Confeſſor, re- 
nowned for Sanctity in the ſixth Century. | 


Fan. 18, In Britain the Feſtivity of S. Dei- 
cola, Abbat, Diſciple of S. Columban ſays the Ro- 
man Martyrology on this Day. He followed that 

reat Saint from Ireland into Britain, and from 
Sritain into France and Burgundy, where he 
founded the Abbey of Lutra (Lure) and eſta- 
bliſhed it in great Perfection. In the latter Part of 
his Life, he retired to a private Oratory to pre- 
pare himſelf by continual Prayer and divine 
Contemplation for a happy Eternity, into which 
he entered in the former Part of the ' ſeventh 
Century. See his Life by Chifflet. Tis re- 
lated of this Saint, that he always ſmiled : and 
that being aſked, the Reaſon, .he returned this 
Anſwer ; I ſmile becauſe no man can take away 


my God from me, There were alſo two other 


holy Men, of the Name of Deicala or Dicul, of 
the ſame Iriſb Nation; who flouriſhed in En- , 

2/and in the ſeventh Century.: the one a Com- 
panion and Diſciple of S. Furſey, to whom he 
committed the Care of his Monaſtery at Burgh- 
ca/?l:, when he betook himſelf to an eremitical 
Life, in the Company of his Brother 8. Ln, 
S. Bede, I. 3. c. 19. The other Abbat of Baſe- 
ham in Suſſex, when 8. H/ilfrid came to preach 
Chriſt to the South Saxons. S. Bede, I. 4. c. 13. 


Fan. 19. At Vorceſter the Feſtivity of 8. 
Lolſtan, who from an humble Monk was, by 
compulſion, made Biſhop of that See; which he 
adminiſtered worthily of a Succeſſor of the Apo- 


ſtles. His preaching, like that of the * 8 
Wits 


dur Lord in a good old Age, anno 1095. On 


above three hundred Monks, and Converter ot 
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without the Pomp of ſecular Learning, or hu- 
man Eloquence, carried with it an UnQtion of 
the Spirit, which made its Way into the moſt 
hardened Hearts : the more becauſe his Life was 
a continual Sermon, and a perpetual Prayer. He 
had alfo a particular Talent in bringing Souls to 
God in the Sacrament of Penance, which at- 
tracted to him, from all Parts of the Kingdom, 
ſuch Penitents as had not the Courage to declare 
their Sins to any other. He had the Charity of 
a Father to all ; more eſpecially to the Poor, 
and was generally loved by all, as a Father, He 
built the Cathedral of Worcęſter; and went to 
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the ſame Day in Finland the 3 of 8. 
Henry an Engliſh Man, Biſhop of Lyſal, and 
Apoſtle of Finland. * He ſettled and confirmed 
Swedeland as yet young in the Faith, (faith obrn 
Magnus, in the Lives of the Archbiſhops of 
Upſal) and brought it over from the filth of the 
Sins, with which it was defiled, to the Works 
of Chriſtian Piety: he inſtructed the Nation, 
er before, both in divine and human 
aws: he helped King, Eric to become a Saint, 
& c.“ He converted to the Chriſtian Faith a great 
Part of Finland; which alſo received his Blood, 
anno 1151. He has a Place in the Swedifb 
Breviary. | 


Jan. 20. At Fotwer in the County of Vaſt- 
meath, the Feſtivity of 8. Fechin, Abbat, Founder 
of divers Churches and Monaſteries, Father oi

he was taken to our Lord, in the Time of the 

reat Mortality anno 664. Alfo at Tegh Mo- 
; in the County of Cort, the Feſtivity of 8. 
Molacus, Confeſſor, Patron of that Church. Alſo 
in the Monaſtery of S. Calumtille in the Iſle of 
Hy, the Martyrdom of 8 Blathmac Abbat, and 
his Companions, put to Death by Daniſh Pirates, 
in hatred of their Faith, towards the beginning 
of the ninth Century. Their Paſſion was writ- 
ten by Walafridus Strabo, a learned Abbat of 
the ſame Century : by which it appears that 
Blathmac was a Saint from his Childhood ; and 
had long been ambitious of the Happineſs of dy- 
ing for Chriſt; and therefore he met with Joy 
that Death, which was to unite him with his 
true Life for evermore, 


Jan. 21. In Stoedeland the Commemoration 
of S. Ulfrid or Walfred, an Apoſtolick Preacher 
of the Engliſh Nation, and one of thoſe to 
whom under God, Swedeland ſtands indebted 
for the Faith of Chriſt. He ſuffered Martyr- 
dom there at the Hands of the Infidels, about the 
Year 1028, In Scotland the Feſtivity of S. Vi- 
min, Biſhop, marked in the Aberdeen Breviary to 
have paſled to a better Life anno 715. At the 
Monaſtery of S. Michael in Tierarche on the 
Confines of Haynault, the Feſtivity of S. Malcallan 
firſt Abbat of that Community, and of that of Na- 
25r in the Territory of Liege: a Man of admir- 
able Sanity. Of whom thus writes Flodear- 
dus a cotemporary Hiſtorian. * Anno 978, the 
Man of God Malcallan, an Iriſhman by Nation, 
(Jan. 21) left this tranſitory Life, which he 
hated; and happily began to live * 
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Lord, whom in his life Time he had continu- 
ally ſerved” | 


os 22. At Wilton the Comemoration of 
holy Brithwald, Biſhop, eminent for the Sanc- 
tity of his Life, and his prophetic -Spirit, of 
whom a moſt honourable mention is made in the 
Leſſons of S. Eduard the Confeſſor, in the Ro- 
man Breviary. Obiit anno 1007. At Hertland 
Abbey in Devonſhire the Commemoration of 8. 
Ne#an, Confeſſor, Patron of that Church and 
Monaftery. In Cornwall the Commemoration of 
S. Juſt Confeſſor, held heretofore in great Vene- 
ration amongſt the Corniſh Britons, as appears 
by the Places which to this Day bear his Name,. 


Fan. 23. At Rumſey in Hampſhire the Com- 
memoration of S. Eifleda or Elfreda, a noble 
Virgin, trained up in the Diſcipline of Chriſt, 
by S. Merwenna ; and third Abbeſs of the Mo- 
naſtery of facred Virgins at Rumſey. She flou- 
riſhed in all SanQity in the tenth Century. Her 
Body was enſhrined in the Church of the bleſ- 
ſed Virgin at Rumſey, together with that. of 
her Miſtreſs S. Merwenna. Where alſo a Num- 
ber of other Saints repoſed in our Lord. Saxon 
Manuſcript; At Calcaria (now - Tadcafter) in 
Yorkſhire the Commemoration of holy Hein, 
Virgin and Abbeſs, ſaid to have been the firſt 
Woman amongſt the Northern Engliſh, that 
conſecrated herſelf to our Lord, in the Life and 
Habit of a Nun, being dedicated to God by 
S. Aidan. She firſt founded the Monaſtery of 
Hartlepool (of which S. Hilda was afterwards 
Abbeſs) and then the Monaſtery of (ors * 
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from whence ſhe paſſed to the happy ſociety of 
the ſaints, ſome time in the ſeventh century. S.

Jan. 24. At Llancarvan three miles from 
Cowbridge in Glamorganſhire the feſtivity of S. 
Cadoc abbat ; ſon of S. Gundleus prince of that 
country, by Gladuſa, daughter of Braghan, or 
Brecan, who gave name to Brecknockſhire, and 
was the father of four and twenty children, all 
ſaints. Cadoc following the example of his fa- 
ther, left his earthly principality, for the love of 
Chriſt, and put himſelf under the diſcipline of 
S. Tathai in the ſchool of all good learning and 
piety, which he had lately opened at Caer-Gwent- 
in Monmouthſhire : till having learnt of this great 
maſter the ſcience of the ſaints, he laboured to 
impart the ſame to many others, by the founda- 
tion of the ſchool and monaſtery of Llancarvan, 
one of the molt celebrated of all Britain; where 
he trained up many faints : and as he had al- 
ways lived the life of the ſaints himſelf, fo he 
died the death of the ſaints; ſometime in the 
former part of the ſixth — At Beneven- 
ventum in Italy the feſtivity of S. Sophias, called 
alſo Cadoc, a noble Briton, who going abroad 
into /taly was for his eminent merits made bi- 
ſhop of Beneventum, and ended his days by 
martyrdom. At Llancarvan alſo the commemo- 
ration of the holy abbat Ellenius diſciple and ſue- 
ceſſor of S. Cadic, who no way degenerated 
from the virtues of his maſter, 


Jan. 25. The converſion of S. Paul, the a- 
poſtle and general —_— of all the churches of 
the 
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of the Gentiles: who alſo, as ſome authors af- 
firm, perſonally preached in Britain, In the 
monaſtery of S. Hilda at Streanſball (now Whitby): 
in Yorkſhire, the commemoration of holy Trum- 
wine biſhop of the Picis, who being expelled his 
ſee, when that nation ſhook off the Engliſb yoke, 
ſpent the remainder of the days of his mortality 
in religious ſolitude and devotion : inſtructing in 
the mean time in the ways of true lifc, and di- 
recting the men and women ſervants of 
God, who lived in community, in the famous 
monaſtery of Streanſball, governed at that time 
by the royal Virgin Elfleda, and her mother 


queen Eanfled. He was called from hence to 


our Lord about the year 700. 


Jan. 26. In the iſle of Yeombiille (Hy) the 
commemoration of holy Ezchoid (or Eoglodius,) 
one of the twelve apoſtolick preachers, diſciples 
of S. Columkille, who accompanied this faint, 
when he came over into Britain, and joined 
their labours with his, in converting the Picłt, 
and propagating in North Britain monaſtick di- 
ſcipline. At Barking in Eſſex the commemora- 
tion of holy Torchgyth virgin, diſciple of S. Etbel- 
burga, and one of the ſuperioreſſes of that 
faintly community: who as venerable Bede re- 
lates I. 4. c. 9. was favoured with a viſion, in 
which ſhe ſaw her holy miſtreſs taken up to 
heaven: to which bl. fled place of eternal re- 
poſe, ſhe was alſo herſelf invited, after having 
been purified like gold in the furnace, with a 
courſe of long and painful infirmities, which 
exerciſed her, without intermiſſion, for the ſpace 
of nine years,

Jan. 27. In the monaſtery of Chelles the de- 
polition of 8. Bathildes = Balachild) queen of 
France, who being an Engliſb Saxon by birth, 
and carried away young into France, was for 
the beauty of her ſoul and body, advanced from 
the condition of a ſervant, to be the conſort of 
king Clouis II. to whom ſhe brought forth three 
ſons, all ſucceſſively kings of France, Clotaire, 
Childeric, and Thierry; and during their mino- 
rity governed the kingdom with great wiſdom, 


juſtice and religion, ever guiding herſelf by the 


counſel of the moſt eminent in ſanctity, amongſt 
the biſhops. She founded the famous abbeys, 
of Corby for religious men; and of Chelles for 
religious women; in which latter many noble 
Engliſb virgins, in the infancy of our Saxon church, 
conſecrated themſelves ſpouſes to Jeſus Chriſt. 
S8. Bede l. 3. c. 8. In this monaſtery alſo the 
holy queen herſelf as ſoon as her eldeſt ſon came 
to age, quitting the world, and all that the 
world is fond of, took up the ſweet yoke of 
religious obedience and humility, and there at 
length ended her days in ſanctity, anno 680, 
Her body was found uncorrupt, above a cen- 
tury after her death. She has a place both in 
the Sarum and Yor calendars Fan. 30. Some 
part of her relicks was kept in the monaſtery 
of Rumſey in Hampſhire. Saxon Manuſcript, 
of the burying places of the Exgliſb ſaints, 


Jan. 28. At Coldingham in the marches of 
Scotland, the commemoration of holy Adamnan 
an illuſtrious penitent, who touched with re- 
morſe for a fin committed in his youth con- 
demned himſelf to ſuch a 1 penance, as 
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to eat but on two days in the week; and to 
ſpend both night and day, in prayers and peni- 
tential tears, God was pleaſed to reveal to him 
the judgment by fire which conſumed that mo- 
naſtery, anno 686, in puniſhment of their irre- 


gularities. S. Bede, 1. 4. c. 25. 


Jan. 29. At Glaſtenbury, the feſtivity of 8. 
Gildas confeſſor, ſurnamed the Elder and the 
Albanian from being born in North Britain: 
who after opening publick ſchools, for training 
up ſaints, both in Britain and Ireland (where 
he regulated the liturgy, and was honoured like 
a ſecond S. Patrick) and illuſtrating both king- 
doms with his wiſdom and ſanctity; retired to 
Avallon, now Glaſtenbury; and there after ſome 
years of an eremitical life repoſed in our Lord. 
anno 512, Uſber's Antiquities, Alſo at & uy in 
Little Britain the ye of 8. Gildas the 
Younger ſurnamed Badonicus, diſciple of S. [ltu- 
tus ; and ſchoolfellow of S. Samſon and S. Paul 
de Leon, illuſtrious for his learning and holineſs 
of life, and his zealous labours in God's ſervice. 
He paſſed over into Little Britain, and there be- 
came an hermite in an iſland called Zorata : but 
many diſciples reſorting to him, he went over 
to the mountain of Kewys or Ruy, and there 
founded in their favour a famous monaſtery, af- 
terwards from him called S. Gi/dass. In the 
neighbourhood of which, he made himſelf a 
little oratory, where he devoted his ſolitary 
hours to divine love, till he was called to a 
happy eternity, anno 570. He is honoured as 
patron in the dioceſe of Vannes in Little Britain. 


In Scotland the feſtivity of S. Makwoiek biſhop, 


honoured

honoured in the Scottiſb breviaries; where his 
happy death is marked anno 720. 


Jan. 30. In North Britain the commemora- 
tion of holy Mailoc, brother to S. Gildas, the 
Albanian ; a man excellently inſtructed in the 
divine letters : who leaving his father's houſe 
and all his worldly pretenſions, built a mona- 
ſtery in a place called Luihes, where he lived 
and died in great ſanity. Alſo the commemo- 
ration of two other brothers of the ſame S. 
Gildas, Egreas and Alloecus; who with their 
ſiſter Peteona, in like manner left the world, and 
chooſing a retired place, in the furtheſt extremi- 
ty of that country, built themſeves ſeparate ora- 
tories, where by watching, faſting and fervent 
prayer, they continually tended towards their 
heavenly home; till they were called at laſt to 
the joys of the Lord, ſome time in the ſixth cen- 
tury. [See the acts of S. Gildas, publiſhed from 
an ancient manuſcript, by John de Boſco.] Alſo 
in Scotland, the depoſition of S. Macglaſtian 
biſhop, who went to our Lord anno 814. Alſo 
in the abbey of Fulden in Germany, the depoſi- 
tion of S. Amnichade an Triſh monk; who lived 
there for many years a recluſe, immured between 
ſour walls; in the exerciſes of continual prayer 
and penance. Obiit anno 1043. 


Jan. 31. In Scotland the feſtivity of S. Mo- 
doch biſhop, who has a place this day in the 
Aberdeen breviary. Alſo at Ferne in the pro- 
vince of Leinſter in Ireland, the feaſt of S. 
dan alias Maidoc biſhop : a child of prayer; 
and trained up from his youth, by the great 8. 

B 3 David 
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David of Menevia, in monaſtick diſcipline, and 
all chriſtian perfection. He afterwards founded 
divers churches and monaſteries in Ireland, and 
imparted to innumerable fouls the leſſons of per- 
fection, he had learnt from ſo excellent a maſter. - 
His chiefeſt foundation was that of Ferne, 
where he was both abbat and biſhop. He de- 
parted to our Lord in a good old age, anno 632,

Feb. 1. T Kildare in Ireland the depoſiti- 


on of S. Brigide or Bride virgin 
and abbeſs: whoſe extraordinary ſanctity and 
miracles have made her name renowned; not 
only in all our Britih churches, but in the 
whole church of Chriſt. Her feaſt is ſet down, on 
this day in the Sarum, York, and Aberdeen calen- 
dars, and in the Roman Martyrology ; where 
alſo notice is taken, that when (at the time of 
her conſecrating herſelf to God) ſhe bowed 
down her head to kiſs the dry wood, at the foot 
of the altar, it immediately grew green, in 
token of her purity. She gave a rule to religi- 
ous virgins, which was followed afterwards by 
moſt part of the nuns of Ireland. She exchang- 
ed her mortal life for a happy immortality anno 
523. Allo at Kildare the depoſition of the holy 
abbeſs Darlugdacha, the favourite diſciple, and 
ſucceſſor of S. Brigide, in the government of the 
monaſſery; who according to the prediction of 
the ſaint, was aſſociated with her in the heavenly 
Paradiſe, on that very day twelve-month, after 
the death of her bleſſed mother. 

Feb. 2. At Canterbury the depoſition cf S. 
Law- 


1. 
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Lawrence, the ſecond archbiſhop of that ſee. He 
was a diſciple of S. Gregory the Great, and next 
to S. Auguſtin the chiefeſt of thoſe apoſtolical 
miſſionaries, who brought the light of faith to 
the Engliſh nation; and by their doctrine, ſanc- 
tity and miracles brought over many thouſands 
to Chriſt. He ſucceeded S. Auguſtin in the archi- 
epiſcopal ſee, and ſtrenuouſſy laboured, ſays 8. 
Bede, I. 2. c. 4. to advance the foundations of 
the church, which he had ſeen fo gloriouſly laid; 
and ſtrove to bring this ſpiritual edifice to its 
full perfection; as well by nis frequent and holy 
exhortations, as by the continual examples of 
his godly works, &c.“ He converted king Ead- 
bald, with his people, to the faith of Chriſt, and 
to a life worthy of chriſtian piety ; and not long 
after was called to receive the reward of his la- 
bours, Feb.2, anno 619. Alſo at Kildare in Ireland 
the commemoration of B. Conlaeth ſirſt biſhop of 
that city; illuſtrious for his ſanctity and mira- 
cles: whom S. Brigid: called out of his ſolitude, 
to be the director and father of the religious 
men, who embraced her inſtitute. 


Feb. 3. At Hanbury in Huntingtonſhire, the 
depoſition of S. Wereburge virgin and abbeſs, 
daughter to Vulfhere king of the Mercians by 
his queen S. Ermenilda : and nearly allied to 
many great ſaints. She conſecrated herſelf, when 
very young, to Chriſt the ſpouſe of virgins, in 
the monaſtery of Ely, founded by her aunt, S. 
Audry : and after arriving here at great perfec- 
tion; ſhe founded for herſelf with the help of 
her uncle king Ethelred, the monaſteries of Ve- 
dun, and Hanbury; and in them 
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trained up many holy virgins, in the ways of 
perfect purity, and divine love. She died to- 
wards the cloſe of the ſeventh century, and was 
buried at Hanbury : from whence her body was 
afterwards tranſlated to Cheſter : the 4 of 
which city is dedicated to God in her name. 
Alſo in the ſame province of Mercia, the com- 
memoration of a latter 8. Wereburge, queen and 
abbeſs: who after the death of her huſband king 
Ceclred (anno 716) retiring into a monaſtery ; 


there like the holy widow Anna the prophetels, 


for the ſpace of ſixty- five years, conſtantly at- 
tended in the temple of God, ſerving night and 
day, with faſting and prayer, till her happy 
dcath, anno 782. Hoveden, This is alſo the 
day of S. Blaſius biſhop and martyr : whoſe re- 
licks were brought from Rome, by holy Pleg- 
mund archbiſhop; and enſhrined in the cathe- 
dral of Canterbury. 


Feb. 4. At Sempringham in Lincolnſhire the fe- 
ſtivity of S. Gilbert cenfeſſor, founder of the re- 
ligious order of the Gilbertins ; who formerly 
had many monaſteries in theſe kingdoms. He 
lived to be above one hundred years old ; purſu- 
ing to the end the ſaint-like courſe of life, 
which he had entred upon in his youth. Obiit 
anno 1190, and was renowned for miracles, 
both alive and dead, See an abſtract of his life 
in Dugdal:'s Monaſiicon. Alſo at Roſmeth, near 
Dunbarton, in Scotland, the feſtivity of S. Mo- 
dan abbat, honoured on this day in the Aber- 


deen breviary ; and of his brother S. Medan or 


Aidan confeſſor. Alſo in the territory of Cam- 


bray, the martyrdom of S. Luitphard, or Lie- 
phard, 
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phard, a Britiſh prelate, who returning from a 
pilgrimage he had made to Rome, was ſlain by 
certain Pagan robbers, in a wood near Cambray 
anno 642. His relicks are kept in the abbey of 
Hannaw in the ſame dioceſe. 


Feb. 5. In the territory of Glaſtenbury, the 
paſſion of S. Indractus martyr, ſon to one of 
the kings of Ireland: who leaving his country and 
friends, came over into Britain; and there in 
the neighbourhood of Giaſtenbury, led a ſolitary 
life, in great abſtinence and continual prayer, 
with ſeven other companions. Where at length 
they were all murdered, by ſome wicked men, 
in hopes of meeting with a booty. Their bo- 
dies, which the murderers had caſt into a deep 
pit, were diſcovered by a light from heaven, and 
tranſlated to the church of Glaftenbury, in the 
days of king Ina: where their feſtivity was for- 
merly kept on this day. W. Malmeſbury. Alſo in 
Cornwall the commemoration of S. Probus con- 
feſſor, in whoſe name a collegiate church was 
there formerly dedicated. See Brown Willis 
Mitred Abbeys, vol. 2. and Tanner s Notitia Mo- 


uzſtica, p. 69. 


Feb. 6. At Ardachadh in the county of Long- 
ford in Ireland the feſtivity of S. Mel, firſt bi- 
ſhop of that ſee, to which he was conſecrated 
by his uncle S. Patrick, Where after a moſt 
ſaintly life, he repoſed in our Lord anno 466. 
Alſo in Ireland the commemoration of the ſaints 
Melchu, Munis and Rioch, all Britons by birth, 
brothers of 8. Mel, nephews of S. Patrick, and 
his coadjutors in his apoſtolical labours in 1re-

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land. Alſo the commemoration of S. Macalleus 
biſhop and confeſſor, who gave the ſacred veil to 
S. Brigiae, and her companions, and was illu- 


ſtrious ſor. his ſanctity, in the fiſth century. 


Feb. 7. At London the paſſion of S. Augulus, 
biſhop and martyr, who ſuffered under Diacletian. 
At Lucca in Italy, the depoſition of S. Richard 
king and confeſſor, whoſe tomb has been illu- 
ſtrated by many miracles. He was father to the 
ſaints W/ilkbald, and Winibald, and the virgin 
S. Walburga. In Scotland the feſtivity of 8. 2 
nan biſhop. | 


Feb. 8. At Peronne in Picardy, the feſtivity of 
S. Meldanan Iriſb biſhop and confeſſor, honoured: 
as patron of that town ; where his relicks were 
depoſited by S. Furſey. Alſo in Ireland the com- 
memoration of S. Bean biſhop and confeſſor. 
Of theſe two ſaints there is ample mention in 
the life and viſions of S. Furſey : by whom, they 
were ſeen in glory; and to whom, they gave 
excellent leſſons of life, recorded in his ancient 
acts. At Stening in Suſſex the depoſition of S. 
Cuthman confeſſor; whoſe burying place is 
mark'd in the ancient Saxon Manuſcript, at Sten- 
ing, and whoſe church in that borough is men- 
tioned in Tarnner's Notitia, p. 550. 


Feb. q. At Landaff the feſtivity of S. Theliau, 
ſecond biſhop of that ſee, and principal patron 
of that dioceſe; whom the Velch for the emi- 
nence of his learning and ſanctity call the Great 
Theliau. He flouriſhed in the ſixth century; 
and had many diſciples illuſtrious for their learn-

ing and ſanctity: amongſt whom the Landaff 
regiſter names S. Hiſmael, S. Tyfbei, S. Oudoc, 
Lunapeius, Gurmaet, Cynmur, &c. Alſo at Kill- 
Attracta in the territory of Lugne in Connaught, 
the feſtivity of S. Attracta virgin, who re- 
ceived the ſacred veil from S. Patrick, and lived 
and died a great pattern of ſanctity. 


Feb. 10. At Worceſter, the tranſlation of 8. 
Wilfrid the younger, diſciple of S. John of Be- 
verley, and his ſucceſſor in the ſee of York; 
whoſe body was on this day tranſlated by S. 
Ofwald from Rippen to the cathedral of Wor- 
ceſter : together with the venerable remains of 
the holy abbats, Tilbert, Boruin, Albert, Sigred, 
and Wilden. Alſo at Aumunſter in Bavaria the 
ſeſtivity of S. Alto abbat, a Scot by nation, who 
aſter leading for ſome time an eremitical life of 
wonderful ſanctity in that neighbourhood, found- 
ed with the help of king Pippin, the abbey 
which takes name from him: where he is ho- 
noured to this day with a ſolemn office, on the 
ninth of February, as patron of that church. 


Febr. 11. In Brecknockfhire of Wales the com- 
memoration of S. Canocus confeſſor, ſon to 
Braghan a Britiſh prince, who gave name to 
Brecknock, He was the eldeſt of four and 
twenty children, all ſaints, and honoured with 
churches, erected in their name in that part 
of Britain. S. Canocus, with ſome others of his 
brethren, went over to Ireland, and there found- 
ed divers churches and monaſteries for propa- 
gating the kingdom of Chriſt, He flouriſhed in 
the fifth century. Alſo at Cluainfade, in the 
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ſouthern parts of Meath in Ireland, the feſtivity 


of S. Etchen biſhop, godſon to S. Brigide : who 


after a moſt holy life, departed to our Lord, 
full of years and good works, Febr. 11. anno 
577. Alſo at Oxford the tranſlation of S. 
Frideſwide virgin, patroneſs of that city, cele- 
brated on this day in the Sarum breviary. 


Feb. 12. At Lindisfarne, now Holy Iſland, on 
the coaſt of Northumberland, the depoſition of 
S. Ethelwald biſhop of that ſee, formerly diſci- 
ple of S. Cuthbert: Obiit anno 740. Alſo at 
the monaſtery of S. Hilda near Whitby in York- 
hire, the commemoration of holy Cedmon monk, 
who being a plain illiterate ruſtick, was ſud- 
denly favoured with a miraculous gift of divine 
poetry; which he wholly employed, to the 
praiſe and glory of the giver: to whom alſo he 
conſecrated his whole life. S. Bede, I. 4. c. 24. 


Feb. 13. At Eh, the depoſition of S. Erme- 
nilda queen, third abbeſs of that monaſtery, after 
her aunt S8. Audry, and her mother S. Sexburga, 
who had alſo both of them been queens. She 
was wife to king J/ulfhere, and after his death, 
conſecrated herſelf to God, in the aforeſaid mo- 
naſtery, of which her mother was then abbeſs. 
Where, both in obedience, and in ſuperiority 
ſhe ſhewed ſuch great examples of all virtues ; 
and both lived and died in fo holy a manner, as 
to be enrolled by our anceſtors amongſt the 
ſaints. Alſo in Glamorganſvire of Wales the 
commemoration of S. Donat confeſſor. At the 
abbey of Feſcamp in Normandy, the feſtivity of 
S. Barſorarius abbat : a native of England. Alſo

ſciple of 8. David. | 


Feb. 14. At Dormundcaſter in the neighbour- 
hood of Peterborough, the commemoration of 
S. Kyneadride and S. Kyneſwide virgins, daughters 
of king Penda, and {ters of Peoda, Wulfhere, 
Ethelred and Merowald kings of the Mercians : 
who from their tender years wholly dedicated 
themſelves to divine love, in perfect continency, 
and all other obſervances of religion, and kept 
their glorious reſolution to their old age. Vil- 
liam of Malmeſbury, I. 4. de pontif. Who adds 
that the younger [S. Kyneſwide] was tle. 
happy as to induce the young king Offa, the 
Eaſt Saxon, to whom ſhe had, againſt her will, 
been promiſed in marriage, to embrace in like 
manner a ſingle life; and even to leave his 
kingdom for the love of Chriſt. Which grace 
ſhe is ſaid to have obtained, by the interceſſion 
of the queen of virgins, 


Feb. 15. At Vexoto in Swedeland the depoſi- 
tion of S. Sigefrid biſhop, apoſtle of Swedeland. 
He was archdeacon of York, and ſent into Stwe- 
den, in the days of king Eared; where by his 
preaching and labours, he converted many thou- 
ſands, and eſtabliſhed the chriſtian faith. He 
went to our Lord, anno 1002. Alſo in Swede- 
land the commemoration of the ſaints Sunaman, 
Unaman and Wiaman, nephews of S. Sigefrid, 
and coadjutors in his apoſtolical labours; in the 
courſe of which, they were ſlain by certain 
wicked men; and have deſerved to be honoured 
among the martyrs,

the commemoration of S. Finan : who from a 
monk of Hy, was made ſecond biſhop of that 
ſee; and greatly promoted the kingdom of Chriſt, 
amongſt the northern Engliþh., He repoſed in 
our | Sept. 10. anno 661.

Alſo the 
1 commemoration of holy Brandubh, a biſhop of 


the province of Leinfler;, who reſigning his 
biſhoprick, put himſelf under the diſcipline of 
S. Fintan; and as the ſaint had promiſed, was 
called to our Lord, ſoon after the deceaſe of his 
holy abbat, anno 603. In Ireland alſo the com- 
memoration of S. Corpreus biſhop and S. Dymma 
eonfeſſor, who flouriſhed in the fourth century. 


Feb. 18. In the monaſtery of Feppingbam 
amongſt the Midland Engh/h the commemora- 
tion of holy Diuma firſt biſhop of the Mer- 
cians, (ordained by S. Finan of Lindisfarne) 
who after bringing over, in a great meaſure, 
that province to the faith of Chriſt, repoſed in 
our Lord anno 650. Alſo the commemoration 
of the holy prieſts Adda and Betti, co-adjutors 

of biſhop Diuma, in his apoſtolick labours, — 
e 
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the converſion of the Mercians : as alſo of the 
holy prelates Kellach, Trumhere, and Jaruman; 
who ſucceeded in the biſhoprick of the Mercians; 


and were all of them ſtrenuous labourers, in the 


vineyard of the Lord. In Ireland the feſtivity of 
S8. Culan biſhop. 


Feb. 19. In Northumberland the commemora- 
tion of S. Balther, prieſt of the church of Lin- 
disfarne, and anchoret ; who concluded a faintly 
life with a happy death, anno 756. Our hifto- 
rians relate, that Analaf the Dane, having burnt 
the church of this ſaint, anno 951, was there- 
upon ſtruck by God, and carried off by a ſud- 
den death. Alſo the commemoration of S. Bi- 
frid goldſmith, afterwards anchoret of Lind:s- 
farne; cotemporary with S. Balther. The bo- 
dies of theſe two ſaints, after the Daniſh deva- 
ſtations, were tranſlated to Durham, anno 1040. 


Feb. 20. In the iſle of Thanet, the depoſition 
of S. Mildred a royal virgin, and abbeſs of 
Menſtrey, highly honoured by our anceſtors for 
the eminence of her ſanctity ; as two churches 
in the city of London, and many other monu- 
ments abundantly teſtify, She flouriſhed in the 
ſeventh century. In Yorkſhire the commemora-- 
tion of S. Ronald; of whoſe pariſh, ſee Browne 
Willis, Mitred abbies, vol. 2, p. 295. In TIre- 
land the feſtivity of S. Olcanus biſhop; a Briton 
by birth; and a diſciple of S. Patrick; illuſtrious 
for his ſanctity and miracles, Uſher, p. 492. 


Feb. 21. At Haſelborough in Dorſetſbire the 


commemoration of S. Ulrick or Wulfricꝭ prieſt 
I and 
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and recluſe ; who led a life of wonderful auſte- 
rity and ſanctity, in a little cell near adjoining 
to the church of that place, where alſo he was 
greatly favoured with ſpiritual gifts, and ſtupen- 
dous miracles, Obiit Feb. 20, anno 1154. His 
life was faithfully written by John prior of Ford 
his cotemporary; followed by Matthew Paris 
and other hiſtorians, At Athelinghay the memory 
of the holy abbat, John the Saxon, preceptor 
to king Aelfred, and affiſtant in reſtoring both 
learning and piety, in the Engh/h nation. 


Feb. 22. At the abbey of S. Peter's in Ghent, 
the feſtivity of S. Gudwal a Britiſb biſhop, re- 
15 nowned for ſanctity, Whoſe body was carried 
i ſi over to France at the time of the Daniſh devaſta- 
if 14 tions; and at length, on this day, tranſlated to 
bd |; Ghent anno 959. In Cornwall the commemo- 
If" ration of S. Allan confeſſor, who formerly illu- 
ſtrated that province with his ſanctity; and has 
left his name to the place, where his body re- 
poſes, in expectation of a happy reſurrection. 


Feb. 23. At Wenlock in Shropſhire the feſtivity 
of S. Milburge virgin and abbeſs, marked on this 
day in the Roman a She was daugh- 
ter of Merotuald a Mercian prince, by S. - 
memberga, of the blood royal of Kent ; and was 
ſiſter to S. Mildred and S. Milwitbe. She was 
from her childhood an ardent lover of Chriſt; 
to whom alſo ſhe preſented many virgin ſpouſes, 
whom ſhe trained up for him, in her monaſtery 
of HYenlock. Her body was found in a vault of 
her church, anno 1101; i. e. above four hun- 
dred years after her death; and being taken 


up; 
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up, yielded a moſt odoriferous exhalation, which 
perfumed the whole church; and was the in- 
ſtrument of God, for the working of many great 
miracles; as William of Malmeſbury, who wrote 
about the ſame time, has left upon record, l. 4, 
de Pontif. 2 


Feb. 24. At Canterbury the depoſition of 8. 
Ethelbert, the firſt chriſtian king of the Enghfh 
nation; renowned for his royal munificence, and 
love of religion; who aſter a life worthy of a 
truly chriſtian prince, exchanged his earthly dia- 
dem for a heavenly crown, anno 616, and was 
buried in the church of the monaſtery of S. 
Peter and S. Paul, vulgo 8. Auſtin's, which he 
had founded. The body of his devout queen 
Berta was buried in the ſame church near her 
royal conſort. At Canterbury alſo the comme- 
moration of the holy prelate Lethardus, ſpiri- 
tual director of queen Berta, who was buried 
in the ſame church, and honoured by our fore- 
fathers amongſt the ſaints. William of Malmeſbury 
de Pontif. I. 1. 


Feb. 25. At Faremoutier in Brie the comme- 
moration of S. Ercongate virgin, daughter of Er- 
combert the religious king of Kent, by S. Sex- 
burga his wife, and ſiſter to S. Ermenilda. Whoſe 
life was ſo eminently holy; as to have left be- 
hind her, in that famous monaſtery, a name 
which no length of time can ever obliterate. 
She was illuſtrious for miracles, both in her life, 
and at her death; at which time, a heavenly 
harmony was heard by the religious of that ſame 


community; and an exceeding great light was 
— ſeen 
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ſeen deſcending from heaven, and conducting 
that holy ſoul, now ſet looſe from the priſon of 
the body, to the eternal joys of her heavenly 
home, S. Bede, l. 3. c. 6. At Feſcamp in Nor- 
mandy the feſtivity of S. Frothmund an Engliſh- 
man, honoured as a martyr in the abbey of Fe, 
camp. 6 


Feb. 26. At Eychſtadt in Germany the feſtivity

| i chiefeſt of thoſe ſacred virgins, which were ſent

1 abbeſs of Heideinheim in Bavaria and after 2 
1 moſt ſaintly life, paſſed to a happy immortality, 
i | Feb. 24. anno 779. Her relicks now repoſe in 
the cathedral of Hychſtadt, to which city they 
were tranſlated eighty years after her death : 
where alſo a certain oily liquor is ſaid to diſtill

Feb. 27. At S. Decombes in Somerſetſhire the 
commemoration of S. Decuman, who leading 
there an eremitical life, was ſlain by a child of 
Belial, and honoured after his death, amongſt 
the martyrs. Alſo in the iſle of Barry, near 
the coaſt of Glamorganſhire, the commemora- 
tlon 
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tion of S. Baruck a hermit renowned for ſanc- 
tity; from whom that iſland took its name, 
Cambden, 


Feb. 28. At Worceſter the depoſition of 8. 
Ofwald biſhop of that ſee, and archbiſhop of 
York, He was one of the principal reſtorers of 
eccleſiaſtical and monaſtical diſcipline in Eng- 
land, and of chriſtian piety in general; which 
had ſuffered very much, by occaſion of the pa- 
gan Danes. His whole life was dedicated to the 
promoting the glory of God, and the ſalvation 
of his neighbour; and in pronouncing thoſe 
words on his knees, Glory be to the Father, &c. 
he gave up his ſpirit into the hands of Chriſt 
(Febr. 29 anno 992) expiring at the feet of the 
poor, which according to his cuſtom he had juſt 
then been waſhing, He was buried in he 
church of S. Mary at Worcęſter, which he him- 
ſelf had built: where he was illuſtrated by di- 
vers miracles.

March 1. T Menevia, the feſtivity of 8. 
David archbiſhop, patron of 

Wales; who was in his life time a burning and a 
ſhining light to Great Britain. Before he was 
biſhop, he is ſaid tor have founded twelve mo- 
naſteries; to which he gave an excellent rule, 
agreeable to the inſtitutes of the ancient fathers. 
After he was biſhop, he purged Britain from all 
the relicks of the Pelagian hereſy ; and greatly 
contributed to the eſtabliſhing chriſtian piety, 
and all good diſcipline, in the churches both 
of 
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of Britain, and of Ireland; as well by himſelf, 
as by the many ſaints of both nations, whom 
he had for his diſciples. He went to our Lord an- 
no 544. Alſo the feſtivity of S. Swibert the Elder, 
biſhop and apoſtle of the Friſons and Borudu- 
arians ; (Bede |. 5. c. 11. 12.) As likewiſe of 
S. Stwibert the Younger, the firſt biſhop of Wer- 
den; and one of thoſe apoſtolical preachers of 
the Engliſb nation, who were the fathers and 
founders of the churches of Chriſt amongſt the 
Germans, In North Britain, the feſtivity of S, 
Aarnan biſhop, and of S. Minnan archdeacon ; 
who are commemorated on this day, in the Aber- 
deen breviary. 


March 2. At Litchſield the depoſition of 8. 
Chad biſhop, renowned for his extraordinary 
ſanctity. He was a diſciple of the great S. Aidan 
of Lindisfarne ; and partly under his diſcipline, 
and partly in the company of S. Egbert and 
other holy ſolitaries, to whom he aſſociated 
himſelf in Ireland in the ſtudy of true wiſdom, 
he learnt with great perfection the ſcience of the 
ſaints. Returning into England, he was firſt 
made abbat of Le/lingham; and then conſe- 
crated biſhop of York: which ſee after ſome 
years he humbly reſigned to 8. Wilfrid; but 
ſoon after was obliged by S. Theodore of Canter- 
bury (who was charmed with his humility) to 
take upon him the charge of the whole province 
of Mercia and Lindſey, fixing his biſhop's ſee at 
Litchfield. As ſoon as he was made biſhop, he 
zealouſly devoted himſelf ſays S. Bede, to the 
eccleſiaſtical truth and purity ; applying himſelf 
to humility, mortification, and ſpiritual lectures; 

viſiting 
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viſiting his dioceſe (which was vaſtly extended) 
after the manner of the apoſtles on foot; 
preaching the goſpel, and ſeeking after ſouls, 
not only in towns, caſtles, and villages, but 
even in the meaneſt hutts, and in the very fields: 
for he was a true follower of S. Aidan; and en- 
deavoured to inſtruct his people, with the like 
zeal, and by the ſame methods and conduct, as 
he had learnt from his, and his brother Czdd's 
example.” He was called to the eternal reward 
of his labours March 2, anno 673; to which 
he was invited, and conducted by a company of 
heavenly ſpirits; as may be ſeen in our venera- 
ble hiſtorian, I. 4. e. 2, 3. Allo in South 
Males the feſtivity of 8. Nonna, mother of 8. 
David, and ſpiritual mother of many religious 
women. There is a church in the neighbour- 
hood of 8. Davids, which ſtill bears her name; 
and is commonly called 8. Nones. Likewiſe in 
the lower Germany the feſtivity of 8. Villeict 
confeſſor; who went over from England to 
preach the goſpel in thoſe countries; and died 
there renowned for ſanctity. 


March z. In Little Britain the depoſition of 
S. Winwalxc abbat of Tauracum, whoſe wonder- 
ful ſanctity has made his name illuſtrious, not 
only in Britain, where he was born ; but alſo 
in France and Flanders, His relicks are kept in 
the church of the famous abbey of S. Peter in 
Ghent. Alſo in South Wales the feſtivity of 8. 
Lily confeſſor, the beloved diſciple and compa- 
nion of S. David, 
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March 4. In Scotland the feſtivity of S. Adrian 
biſhop of S. Andrews, and his companions, mar. 
tyred by the Danes in the iſle of ay anno 874. 
At Litchfield the commemoration of holy Owini 
confeflor, who from Major Doms to the holy 
queen S. Audry, became an humble and labori- 
ous lay-brother, in the monaſtery of Le/tingham ; 
and made fuch progreſs in ſanCtity, as to be the 
favourite diſciple of S. Chad, whom he followed 
to Litchfield; where he was found worthy to 
hear that heavenly harmony by which S. Chad 
was invited to his eternal home, S. Bede l. iv.

March 5. In Cornwall the feſtivity of S Piran 
hermit, illuſtrious for miracles. He is ſuppoſed 
to be the ſame as is honoured in Ireland, under 
the name of Kiaran, or Keran the Eider, eſteem- 
ed the moſt ancient ſaint of that nation, and 
therefore called by the [ri the father of the 
ſaints of Jreland. At Sier-keran in Ireland the 
commemoration of S. Carthac the elder, diſciple 
and ſucceſſor of S. Xiaran, both as abbat and 
biſhop. Likewiſe in Cornwall the commemora- 
tion of diver: ſaints, natives of Ireland, who to 
withdraw themlelves further off from their 
worldly friends and acquaintance, and to conſe- 
crate the days of their mortality, in a more per- 
fect manner, to the exerciſes of a religious life ; 
came over into Cormoall; and there lived and 
died in fo great ſanctity; as to have left their 
names to the places, where their bodies lie in 
expectation of a glorious reſurrection. Theſe 
were S. Mean, 8. Erben, S. Eval, S. Nenn, 
S. Enedor, &c. &c. 

March 
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ſo eminent for the ſanctity of his life, and for 

the miracles, which God wrought by him, both 
before, and after his death, that he ſeemed to 
vie with, oreven to out-do his holy father him- 
ſelf, He paſled to a better life anno 1232. 


March 8. At Dummock in Suffolk, the depo- 
ſition of S. Felix biſhop, and apoſtle of the Eaſt- 
Angles, of whom S. Bede l. 2. c. 15. writes that 
© with the help of king Sigebert (whom he had 
converted to Chriſt) he founded churches, mo- 
naſteries and ſchools; and in a ſhort time quite 
changed the face of that nation : and according 
to the happy omen of his name (for Felix ſigni- 
fies happy) brought over the whole province 
from its former infelicity and iniquity, to the 
true faith, to the works of chriſtian juſtice, and 
to the rewards of eternal felicity. He entered 
into the joy of his Lord anno 650. His body 
after the Dani/h devaſtations was tranſlated to 
the abbey of Ramſey in Huntingtonſbire. In 
Ireland the feſtivity of S. Senan biſhop, diſciple 
of S. David; and founder of the famous mona- 
ſtery of Inys-Cathaigh, in the ſixth century. In 
Scotland the feſtivity of S. Duthacus biſhop of 
Roſs: who was illuftrious for miracles, both 


alive and dead, Obiit anno 1249. 


March q. At York the commemoration of 
bleſſed Boſa biſhop of that ſee, a man of great 
ſanctity, and humility, ſays S8. Bede |, 5. c. 3. He 
was the firſt of five prelates, all men of /ingular 
merit and ſanity, that were trained up in the 
monaſtery of S. Hilda as we learn from the 


ſame venerable hiſtorian, I. 4. c. 23. The 
other 
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other four were S. Fohn of Beverley, Hedda, 
Oftfor and Wilfrid the younger. S. Baſa went 
to our Lord anno 705. Ft 


March 10. In Scotland the depoſition of S. 
Keſſag or Mackeſſog biſhop, who flouriſhed in the 
ſeventh century; and was illuſtrious for ſanctity . 
and miracles, His relicks formerly repoſed in 
a church dedicated to God in his name at a place 
called Lus. At Wiſſenaken near Tillemont in the 
Netherlands, the feſtivity of S. Hemelin a Scottiſh © 
prieſt, who returning from a pilgrimage he had 
made to Rome, departed this life at the place 
above-named ; our Lord manifeſting his ſanctity 
by many miracles. 


March 11. In the monaſtery of Gouane, near 
the river Cluyd in Scotland, the feſtivity of 8. 
Con/iantine martyr, a Britiſb prince, who after 
the death of his queen,. being diſguſted with the 
world, reſigned his dominions to his ſon, and 
privately withdrew himſelf into Ireland; where 
unknown to any he ſerved for ſome time as a lay- 
brother in the monaſtery of 8. Carthag at Ra- 
thene; till being diſcovered, and fully inſtructed ' 
in the Holy Scriptures, he was found worthy to 
be promoted to the prieſthood ; and was ſent 
over to preach the faith amongſt the P:#s - 
many of whom he converted to Chriſt, ef 
cially in the land of Kentire; till at length he 
met with the crown of martyrdom, towards 
the end of the fixth century; and was buried in 
the monaſtery which he himſelf had eſtabliſhed

March 12, The feſtivity of S. Gregory the 
Great, biſhop of Rome: whoſe charity and zeal 
for the converſion of our anceſtors, which he 
brought about by the means of the miſſionaries 
he ſent over into Britain, has procured him the 
glorious title of Apoſtle of England. Alſo in 
Little Britain the feſtivity of S. Paul biſhop and 
confeſſor: who being born in Great Britain of 
noble parentage, retired very early from the 
world, and embraced a moſt ſaint-like life, in 
his own country : where alſo he was advanced to 
holy orders. Afterwards paſſing over into Little 
Britain, and leading there an eremitical life, 
he was at length drawn out of his ſolitude, 
and compelled to accept of the biſhoprick of 
Oxiſin, now from him called S. Paul de Leon. 
He departed to our Lord full of days, and vir- 
tues, anno 579. In Ireland the feſtivity of 8. 
Murus or Muranus abbat of Fathene, five miles 
from Derry, famous for ſanctity, in the ſeventh 
century. 


March 13. At Mayo in Ireland the feſtivity 
of S. Gerald an Engliſb Saxon, abbat of the mo- 
naſtery founded there by S. Colman of Lindiſ- 


biſhop of Mayo where there is to this day a 
church dedicated to God in his name. In this 
monaſtery of S. Gerald, our Lord was ſerved 
with ſo great perfection, that according to an- 
cient Iriſh records, quoted by Uſher, there flou- 
riſhed here of old no fewer than one hundred 

Engliſh 
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Engliſh Saxon ſaints. S. Gerald departed to our 
Lord anno 732. Alſo in Ireland the comme- 
moration of the holy men Ballon, Biriket, and 
Hubriton, brothers of S. Gerald, and cloſe imi- 
tators of his virtues: as alſo of holy Segretia 
virgin, their ſiſter, abbeſs of a religious com- 
munity of ſacred virgins founded by S. Gerald; 
and honoured in Ireland amongſt the ſaints, In 
Scotland the feſtivity of S. Kennocha virgin, ho- 
noured this day in the Aberdeen breviary. She 
went to our Lord anno 1007; and repoſes as 
to her mortal remains in the church at Kyle, 
formerly called S. Kinnocks, 


March 14. In Ireland the commemoration of 
S. Mochoemac or Pulcherius abbat, diſciple of the 
great S. Comgall, and very illuſtrious for ſanctity. 
Obiit anno 655. At Abernethi in Scotland, the 
memory of S. Brigide virgin and abbeſs: whoſe 
relicks were honoured of old in the collegiate 
church of that place. The Scots ſuppoſe this 
ſaint to have been the ſame as the great S. Bri- 
gide, honoured Feb. 1. But the Iriſb make them 
two different ſaints. See Uſher p. 461. 


March 15. The feſtivity of S. Ariſtabulus di- 
ſciple of the apoſtles; who as ſome writers af- 
firm, was ſent by S. Barnabas to preach the 
faith of Chriſt in Britain. At Canterbury the 
commemoration of S. Salvius or Seluius biſhop, 
and of S. MWoolgam confeſſor, whoſe bodies were 
anciently enſhrined in the cathedral of that city : 
as alſo of the holy virgin Siburgis, who by rea- 
lon of the eminence of her ity, was depo- 
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ſited by S. Duſtan in the ſame church. See 
Dart's cathedral of Canterbury, ; 


March 16. In North Wales the commemora- 
tion fof 8. Derfer hermit, illuſtrious for ſanity, 
amongſt the ancient Britons. He was cotempo-— 
rary with S. Wenefride, and viſited by her. In 

Scotland the feſtivity of S. Kyrinus ſurnamed Bo- 
niſace biſhop of Roſs; who by his preaching and 
miracles propagated the kingdom of Chriſt in 
North Britain, in the ſeventh century. In Ire- 
land the feſtivity of S. Finian abbat, ſurnamed 
the Leper who by a long courſe of ſufferings, 
endured with an unwearied patience,, and a 
perfect conformity to the will of God, was pre- 
pared for the kingdom of heaven; which he 
went to take poſſeſſion of, anno 615. 


March 17. The feſtivity of S. Patrick biſhop, 
and apoſtle of the 1r:/þ nation; a great part of 
which he converted to the chriſtian faith, by his 
preaching; and by the ſanctity of his life; as 
well as by the great ſigns and wonders, which he 
wrought amongſt them. He went to our Lord 
towards the latter end of the fifth century. Alſo 
the commemoration of many holy prelates, part- 
ly Britons, and partly of other nations, aſſiſt- 
ants of S. Patrick in his apoſtolical labours; men 
full of the Spirit of God, and fathers and found- 
ers of the churches of Ireland. Theſe in an an- 
cient catalogue of the ſaints of that iſland pu- 
bliſhed in Uſhers Antiquities, p. 473. make up 
the fir? Claſs of Iriſh ſaints : and are ſaid to have 

n no fewer in number than three hundred 
and fifty, all men of extraordinary W

ſaints of the ſecond Claſs came after the death 
of S.:Patrick; and were alſo men of eminent 
holineſs ;- being about three hundred in number, 
ſome few of them biſhops, the reſt prieſts.

The feſtivity of S. Edward king 
and martyr, who being killed by the treachery 
of his ſtep- mother anno 979 was illuſtrated by 
many miracles. His day was appointed to be 
a8 kept holy throughout England, in a ſynod held 
at Wincheſter, in the reign of king Canutus. In 
Ireland the commemoration of S. Ladtin abbat, 
illuſtrious for ſanctity, who departed to our 
Lord anno 622. 


nen March 19. At Derby the feſtivity of S. Alch- 
mund martyr, fon of Alred king of the Northern 
an- Englih; who was drove into baniſhment by 
his ſubjects, anno 774. The young prince fol- 
lowing his father, on this occaſion, into the 
ave land of the Pi#s, made ſuch good uſe of his tem- 
poral afflictions, as to purchaſe an eternal crown. 
Returning afterwards into his native country, 


C 3 he 
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he was flain by orders of king Eardulf, about 
the year 800, Many miracles were wrought at 
his tomb; ſo that his body was taken up, and 
tranſlated to Derby where a magnificent church 
was built in his honour, called to this day the 
church of S. Alchmund; which was formerly 
much reſorted to by the people of the North ; and 
illuſtrious on account of the miracles wrought 
there, There is alſo a church, erected in his 
name in the town of Shrewſbury, 


March 20. At Durham the feſtivity of S. Cuth- 
bert biſhop of Lindisfarne, patron or tutelar 
ſaint of the biſhoprick of Durham. He was 
divinely called, to a ſaint-like life, from a child, 
by the voice of a child : and was afterwards de- 
termined to leave the world, and become a 
monk; by a viſion, in which he ſaw the ſoul of 
S. Aidan the firft biſhop of Lindrsfarne, at the 
time of his death, carried up to heaven by an- 
gels. His admirable virtues and ftupendous mi- 
racles are recorded by St. Bede, who has wrote 
his life both in proſe, and in verſe, 

March 21, In the iſle of Aran the —_ of 
S. Enda abbat, illuſtrious amongft the 75 
ſaints, and father, or maſter of many ſaints. He 
built divers churches and monaſteries in that 
iſland : the chief of which, is from him called 
Kill-Enda to this day : he flouriſhed in the be- 
pinning of the ſixth century. Alſo in the ſame 
land, the commemoration of many holy ſoli- 
taries, diſciples and followers of S. Enda ; who 

the eminence of their ſanctity, have given to 


that iſland the appellation of Aran of the ſaints. 
Inſo- 
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Inſomuch that in the church-yard of Teglath- 
Enda, in which is the ſepulchre of that holy ab- 
bat; no fewer than one hundred and twenty 
ſaints are ſaid to repoſe, in expectation of a 
happy reſurrection. In Jreland the commemo- 
ration of S. Fanchea a noble virgin abbeſs of 
Kill-aine at the foot of mount Bregh, in the 
confines of Meath, She was ſiſter to S. Enda, 
and by her pious exhortations, firſt reclaimed 
him from a worldly to a religious life. See the 
acts of S. Enda in the collections of F. Colgan. 


March 22. In the neighbourhood of Ca 
the commemoration of the man of God He- 
rebert prieſt, united in a moſt holy band of 
friendſhip with the great S. Cuthbert; and called 
on the ſame day with him, as the ſaint had fore- 
told, to a happy eternity. He led an eremitical 
life in a little iſland encompaſſed by the lake, 
from which the river Darwent flows : but fre- 
quently viſited 8. Cuthbert, to receive from him 
the leffons of eternal life and truth, by which he 
was more and more inflamed with divine love, 
and with a longing defire after a happy union 
with his ſovereign good: to which he was at 
length admitted (after his ſoul had been duly 
purged, and prepared for it, by the ſufferings of 
a long and painful illneſs) March 20 anno 687. 
8. Bede, I. 4. c. 29. On this day is alſo com- 
memorated in Wilſon's martyrology Hamund 
biſhop of Sherborn, ſlain by the Danes anno 


871, 


March 23. In the iſle of Farne, on the coaſt 
of Northumberland, the happy death of S. Edil- 
C 4 wald 
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wald prieſt and hermit : who after the death of 
the man. of God Cuthbert, ſucceeded him in the 
exerciſes of a ſolitary life, in his loneſome man- 
ſion in that deſert. To whoſe extraordinary 
ſanctity S. Bede gives ample teſtimony, I. 5. c. 1, 


March 24. At the monaſtery of Barking in 
Eſjex, the feſtivity of S. Hildelid virgin and 
abbeſs. She was one of the firſt Engliſb virgins, 
who going abroad before we had many nunne- 
ries here, conſecrated herfelf in France a ſpouſe 
to Chriſt : from whence ſhe was invited over 
by S. Earktonwald, to inſtruct and direct his 
ſiſter 8. Ethelburga (for whom he had founded 
the monaſtery of Barking) in the holy diſci- 
pline of a religious life. To whom the alſo 
ſueceeded in quality of abbeſs; and for many 
years had the ſuperintendency of that ſaint- like 
community. S. Bede I. 4. c. 10. Amongſt other 
ſaints whom ſhe trained up to religious perfec- 
tion, was 8. Cuthburga ſiſter to king Ina; who 
afterwards founded the famous monaſtery of 
WWinburn in Dorſetſhire ; and there eſtabliſhed 
that excellent diſcipline, which ſhe had learnt 
from ſo great a miſtreſs; and which from that 
family of ſaints, was afterwards propagated 
through Germany, by S. Lioba and her compa- 
nions. At Barking alſo the commemoration of 
many holy nuns ſlain by the Danes in the ninth 
century. At Canterbury the depoſition of the 
holy archbiſhop Lanfrank, eminent for his 
learning and piety. In Ireland the depoſition of 
S. Domangart biſhop, illuſtrious amongſt the 
ancient 1r:/þ ſaints. |

He retired young from the world into 


the ſolitude of the iſle of [ni/þ-Kealtair ; where 
there is ſtil] a church that bears his name, called 
Tempul Cammin. Here the fame of his ſanctity. 
brought him many diſciples ; for whom he built 
a famous monaſtery, which was held of old-in 
great veneration by the Iriſb, by reaſon of the 
eminent holineſs of its inhabitants. S. Cammin 
paſſed to a better life, about the year 653.

March 28. At Coventry the commemoration 
of S. Oſdurga virgin and abbeſs, patroneſs of 
that church : whoſe day by reaſon of her frequent 
miracles was ordered to be kept feſtival] there. 
See Dugdale's Warwickſhire. Alſo in Yorkfhire, 
the commemoration of S. Athilda, or Alkilda: 
in whoſe name the collegiate church of Mid- 
dleham, in that county, was formerly dedicated. 
See Dugdale's Monaſticon, vol. 3. In France the 
depoſition of S. Stephen Harding abbat of Ci- 
teaux, and principal author of the Ciſſercian in- 
ſtitute. Tis alſo the day of the tranſlation of 
8. Fremund martyr, much revered by our Saxon 
anceſtors, 


March 29. In South Wales the feſtivity of 8. 
Gundleus prince of that province, and father of 
S. Cadocus : who retiring from the world, crown- 
ed a life of admirable continency and ſanctity, 
with a moſt holy and happy death, towards the 
cloſe of the fifth century. In Scotland the com- 
memoration of the ancient Culdees, Modoc the 
elder, Ca/an, Ferran, Ambian and Carnoc, who 
are ſaid to have flouriſhed in North Britain, in 
the fourth century. Hector Boeth. 


March 30. At Rumſey in Hampſhire the com- 


memoration of S. Merwenna virgin, firſt nes” 
0 
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of the monaſtery founded there, by king Edgar, 
in honour of the bleſſed Virgin, and eminent for 
ſanity of life; in which alſo ſhe trained up 
many holy virgins; and among the reſt S. EU- 
fleda, At Werdt in Germany, the depoſition of 
S. Patto a Scot, biſhop of that ſee in the eighth 
century. He ſucceeded S. Swibert in that biſhop- 
rick; and for his ſanctity was highly eſteemed 
by Charlemagne. 


March 31. The tranſlation of S. A/delm abbat 
of Malmeſbury, and firſt biſhop of Sherborn, moſt 
illuſtrious for ſanctity and learning in the ſeventh 
century, Alſo the commemoration of many 
holy martyrs, who ſuffered under the Pagan 
Danes, about the year 870; when laying England 
waſte, they ſhewed a particular malice to all 
religious places and perſons. At which time 
they deſtroyed amongſt others the famous mo- 
naſteries of Bardney, Croiland, Peterborough and 
Ely, putting all the monks and nuns to the 
ſword.

T Rome the commemoration of 
holy Ina, king of the Veſt Saxons : 
who after a long and ſucceſsful reign, and many 
acts of religious munificence, quitting the world 
took a journey to Rome, and there put on a reli- 
gious habit, in which he made a holy end anno 
727. In Scotland the feſtivity of bleſſed Gilbert, 
who from archdeacon of Murray was made 
biſhop of Cathneſs : which ſee he adminiſtred, 


for twenty years, in ſo worthy and faint-like a 
manner,

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manner, as to be honoured after his death 
amongſt the ſaints; with whom he has a place 
on this day in the Aberdeen breviary. Obiit anno 
1240. 


April 2. At S. Ricguiers in Picarqh the com- 
memoration of the ſaints Caidoc and Adrian two 
boly prieſts, natives of Ireland who going over 
into the Belgict Gaul, in the reign of king Da- 
gobert, to advance by their preaching the king- 
dom of Chriſt, met with very bad treatment 
from the rude barbarous people of that country; 
*till they were reſcued out of their hands, by a 
noble A. called Kicharius, and were hoſ- 
pitably entertained by him. In recompence of 
which charity they preached to him and his, the 
word of life; by which, and by their faintly 
lives, they — perſuaded him to become 
a great penitent, and a great ſaint. They flou- 
riſhed in the ſeventh century, and lye buried in 
the abbey of S. Ricquier. In Hreland the feſtivity 
of S. Cuanus, or Mochua abbat. hs 


April 3. At Chicheſter in Suſſex, the depoſition 
of S. Richard biſhop of that ſee; a prelate of 
moſt admirable ſanQity ; and an unbounded cha- 
rity to the poor. He died to this world, to 
live for ever with his God, anno 1253; and by 
occaſion of his great miracles, was canonized 
by Pope Urban IV. nine years after his death. 
At Faremoutier in Brie, the feſtivity.of S. Fara 
virgin and abbeſs, foundreſs of that famous mo- 
naſtery (which takes its name from her) in 
which many holy virgins of the Engliſh nation, 
in the earlieſt times of our chriſtianity, were 


happily 
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happily eſpouſed to Chriſt; amongſt which the 
moſt illuſtrious were 8. Sethird, S. Edilburga 
and 8. Earcongota. 


April 4. At Worcęſter the —— of the 
holy prelate Q for, ſecond biſhop of that ſee, a 
man of ſingular merit and ſanctity. S. Bede l. 4. 
c. 23. He was ſometime diſciple of the ſaints 
Theodore and Adrian, and trained up by them in 
all good learning, in their excellent ſchool, in 
the company of Tobias, afterwards biſhop of 
Rocheſter, and many other holy and learned men. 
In Cornwall the commemoration of S. Guerir 
confeſſor; near to whoſe church, S. Neot ſom 
time led an eremitical lite, 3 


April 5. The feſtivity of S. Vincent Ferrerius, 
of the order of Friers preachers; who in the 
courſe of his apoſtolical progreſs through the 
greateſt part of Chriſtendom, illuſtrated alſo our 
Britiſh iſlands with his preaching and miracles, 
He flouriſhed in the fifteenth century. In Jre- 
land the depoſition of S. Trgernate, biſhop of 
Clogher, founder of the church of Clunes: who 
went to. our Lord anno 550. Alſo in Wales in 
the monaſtery of S. Davids, in the vale of Roſs, 
the memory of the holy abbat Monennius, 
whom S. Tigernake was trained up in religious 
diſcipline, In Scotland alſo is honoured on this 
day in the Aberdeen breviary, a holy Scottiſh 
biſhop of the name of Tigernake, ſaid to have 
entered into the joy of his Lord anno 823. 


April 6. At Reme the depoſition of 8. Ce- 


Mine ; who by the means of S. Germanus 
Guida 1 delivered 
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delivered Britain from the Pelagian hereſy, and 
ſent S. Palladius to the Scots, and S. Patrick to 
the Iriſp. In Ireland the feſtivity of S. Celſus, 
or Kellach, archbiſhop of Armagh, predeceſſor to 
S. Malachi ; and a ftrenuous labourer in bring- 
ing about a reformation of the diſcipline of the 
church, and of the morals of the people, in 
that iſland. Obiit anno 1129. 


April 7. In Wales the depoſition of S. Ber- 
nach an ancient Britiſh abbat, of admirable 
ſanctity. In Scotland the feſtivity of S. Bercham 
biſhop, honoured on this day in the Scottifh ca- 
lendars, where alſo his death is marked anno 
839. In Ireland the commemoration of 8. 
Congellus, abbat of Cambas; in the ſixth cen- 
tury. ber ex Adamnano. 


April 8. In the monaſtery of S. Colum- Rille in 
the iſle of Hy, the commemoration of the holy 
abbat Segenius, diſciple of that ſaint, who ſent 
the great S. Aidan anno 634 for the conver- 
ſion of the Northern Engliſh. Segenius was 
the fourth abbat of that famous monaitery; and 
one of thoſe ſaint-like men of whom S. Bede 
writes, I. 3. c. 4. ſpeaking of 8. Colum-kille 
that he left behind him ſucceſſors, renowned for 
much continency, or abſtinence, for the love of God, 
and for regular diſcipline : men, as he ſignifies 
c. 5. who taught no otherwiſe than they lived; 
and who neither loved nor cared for any thing of 
this world. In Cornwall, the commemoration 
of S. Achebran, patron of the church of Lana- 
chebran. See Tanner's Netitia Monaſtica, p. 66. 


April 
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April q. At Wincheſter the commemoration 
of S. Frith/lane biſhop, a man of extraordinary 
ſanctity. He voluntarily reſigned his biſhop- 
tick, a year before his death, to give himſelf 
up to divine contemplation in ſolitude ; and fo 
paſſed to a happy eternity anno 933. At Can- 
terbury the commemoration of the holy arch- 
biſhop A/frich, whoſe venerable remains were en- 


ſhrined 1n the cathedral of that city. See Dart, 


April 10. In Swedeland the paſſion of S. 
Eſkill biſhop and martyr. He was an Engliſh- 
man by birth, a kinſman and diſciple of S. Sige- 
frid the apoſtle of Swedeland; and a zealous 
preacher of the faith of Chriſt. He was ſtoned 
to death by the infidels on Good Friday, anno 
1016: and by the miracles wrought at his 
tomb, converted many more than he had done 
in his life time. He was much honoured of old 
by the Northern nations; where his feſtivity was 
wont to be kept on the 12th of June. At Pa- 
derborn in Germany the memory of the man of 
God Paternus, a Scot by nation; who ſhut him- 
ſelf up between four walls in that city, and led 
there a life of great abſtraction, and mortifca« 
tion, in the eleventh century. 


April 11. In the iſle of Creyland the feſtivity 
of 8. Guthlake prieſt and hermit, renowned for 
ſanctity and miracles. He firſt inhabited that 
deſert; where in his honour was afterwards 
founded a famous monaſtery anno 7 19, by Ethel- 
vald king of the Mercians; to whom he had 
foretold the kingdom. 8. Guthlake went to our 
Lord anno 714. Alſo in Creyland the comme-

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moration of divers other ſaints ; whoſe ſepul- 
chres were placed round the tomb of S. Guth. 
lake, in the church of that monaſtery, before 
the Damſh devaſtations : amongſt whom were 
S. Bettelm his diſciple, S. Ciſa prieſt and her- 
mit, S. Egbert prieſt, and S. Tatwin confeſſor. 
See Ingulphus, &c. | | 


April 12. The commemoration of S. Pega 
virgin, ſiſter of S. Guthlake, who by reaſon of 
her eminent virtues, was alſo after her death en- 
rolled amongſt the ſaints. In France the com- 
memoration of holy Mechthildis a Scottiſh vir- 
gin of royal blood, who privately withdrawing 
herſelf, at the age of twenty, from her father's 
houſe, together with her younger brother Alex- 
ander, went beyond the ſeas; where Alexander 
became a lay brother, amongſt the Ciſtercians in 
the dioceſe of Laon; whilſt his ſiſter made her- 
felf a little hut, in a village called Lopion, where 
ſhe led a life of moſt admirable ſanctity, main- 
taining herſelf by the labour of her hands; 
without aſking or receiving alms from any one; 
and praying night and day. She went to our 
Lord about the year 1200, and was illuftrious 
for miracles both alive and dead, See Thomas 
Cantipratenſis, of the miracles of his own time. 


April 13. In Pembrokeſhire the depoſition of 
the venerable ſervant of God Caradec prieſt 
and hermit, who died in the ſweet odour 
of ſanctity anno 1124, after a moſt faintly 
life, and was buried in the cathedral of 8. 
David: where his body was found many 
ears after his death entire and uncorrupt. In 


Scotland the feſtivity of S. Guinochus biſhop, who 
flouriſhed 
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flouriſhed in the ninth century; and is comme- 
morated on this day in the Aberdeen breviary. 
At Hereford the depoſition of the holy biſhop 
Robert de Betun ; whoſe life full of great ex- 
amples of all virtues, was written by his. co- 
temporary William prior of Lanthony ; abridged 


by Harpsfield, p. 379. Obiit anno 1148. 


April 14. At Glaſtenbury the commemora- 
tion of holy Ethelfleda, a lady of the blood 
royal, who chooſing for herſelf a dwelling-place 
in the neighbourhood of that church, there lived 
the life of a ſaint, under the conduct of S. Dun- 


ſtan; and there died the death of a faint, about 


the middle of the tenth century. On this day 
is alſo commemorated the holy king Ethelwolf, 
renowned for his godlineſs, and religious mu- 
nificence ; who repoſed in our Lord anno 857. 


April 15. In Wales the commemoration of 8. 
Paternus biſhop and confeſſor, who with the 
bright rays of his ſanctity illuſtrated both Britain 
and France in the ſixth century. The place of 
his biſhop's ſee in Cardiganſbire was from him 
called S. Patern's; in Welch, Llan-Padernvaur, 
or the church of the great Patarnus. In Scotland the 
feſtivity of 8. Mundus abbat in Argileſbire anno 
962. In Ireland the ſeſtivity of S. Rodan abbat of 
Lothra in the county of Tiperary, anno 584. 


April 16. The feſtivity of S. Magnus martyr, 
who ſuffered in the iſles of Orkney anno 1106. 
He was greatly honoured of old, both in Eng- 
land and Scotland, as appears from the Sarum, 
Vert and Aberdeen breviaries : and his feaſt was 


kept 
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kept with ſolemnity in the iſles of Or4ney, as of 
the patron or tutelar ſaint of thoſe iſlands. In 
Ireland the commemoration of S. Ercus firſt 
biſhop of Slane, who went to our Lord anno 


514. See Uſer p. 412. 


April 17. The feſtivity of S. Stephen Harding 
abbat, founder of the religious order of the Ci- 
flerctans ; who firſt received S. Bernard to the 
habit, flying from the contagion of the world, 
with thirty other young gentlemen ; and through 
him quickly became the father of innumerable 
ſaints. . This order within 150 years, by reaſon 
of the fervour and ſanctity of its profeſſors, (who 
obſerved during all that time much the ſame di- 
ſcipline as is now obſerved at the famous ab- 
bey of La Trappe) was ſo greatly multiplied 
through all Chriflendom, as to count no fewer 
than eighteen hundred monaſteries, In Scotland 
the feſtivity of 8. Donan abbat ; celebrated on 
this day in the Scottiſß calendars z where he is 
ſaid to have departed to our Lord anno 840. 


April 18. In the monaſtery of Cluain- Finchoil 
in Uſer the commemoration of S. Lugad abbat, 
brother to S. Fintan Munnu; a man of admir- 
able ſanity : who, as S. Adamnan relates in his 
life of S. Calum- kille, ſaw the ſoul of this ſaint, 
at the time of his departure (June 9 anno 597) 
carried up to heaven in _- glory; attended by 
innumerable angels, and a celeſtial melody, In 
the monaſtery of Leghlene in Lein/ter the depoſi- 
tion of S. Laiſrean biſhop, abbat over 1500 
monks, and eminent for his ſanctity. 


4 April 
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April 19. At Greenwich the martyrdom of S. 
Alphege, or Elphege, archbiſhop of Canterbury, il- 
juſtrious for his paſtoral zeal, and charity: who 
was put to death by the Danesanno 1012; and 
both in his life, and after his death was honour- 
ed with great miracles. His body was found en- 
tire and incorrupt, eleven years after his death 
and was tranſlated from S. Pauls, where he was 
firſt buried, to the cathedral of Canterbury, and 
there enſhrined near the high altar. 


April 20. At Erford in Franconia, the tran- 
ſlation of S. Adelbare, an Engliſb prieſt, and apo- 
ſtolick preacher; who was martyred, with 8. 
Boniface apoſtle of Germany, anno 754 ; his 
body on this day was tranſlated to Erford< 
where it is ſtill kept with great veneration. At 
Rome the depoſition. of king Gvra#wall the M- 
Saxon; who upon his converſion to the chri- 
ſtian faith, quitting all for Chriſt, was baptized 
at Rome, by pope Sergius; and died before he 
had put oft the white garments of his baptiſm, 
anno 689, | 


April 21. The feſtivity of S. Anſelm arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and doctor of the church; 
greatly renowned through the chriſtian world, 
for his ſanctity, learning and miracles. He died 
anno 1109, and lies buried in the cathedral of 
Canterbury, in a chapel bearing his name, near 
the altar of S. Peter. 


April 22. The commemoration of bleſſed 
Ethelred the firſt of that name, king of Eng- 
land, a moſt religious prince z who was flain 

in 
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in battle by the Pagan Danes, anno 872 ; and 
honoured as a martyr, at the place of his burial, 
which was at inborn in Dorſetſhire. 


April 23. The feſtivity of S. George, a moſt 
illuſtrious martyr of Chriſt, under Diacletian; 
who for his piety, fortitude, and conſtancy in 
his ſufferings, has been greatly revered by all the 
churches, both of the Eat and Weft: more eſ- 
pecially by our Engliſh anceſtors ; who choſe 
him for their tutelar ſaint, in their wars ; and 
have aſcribed great victories to his interceffion, 
In Ireland, the feaſt of S. Thar biſhop, cotem- 
porary with S. Patrick, and his fellow labourer 
in the converſion of that iſland. He went to 
Aur Lord about the year 500, and was interred 
in his monaſtery, in the iſle of Beckerin ; where 
he had opened .a famous ſchool both for divine 
and human learning. 


April 24. At Canterbury the depofitian of 8. 
Mellitus, diſciple of S. Gregory the Great, and 
ſent by him into England. to the affiſtance of 8. 
Auguſtine our apoſtle : he was ſoon after ordain- 
ed biſhop of London; where he converted king 
Sebert and his people to the faith of Chriſt : then 
upon the death of 8 Laurence, he was made 
archbiſhop of Canterbury : which ſee when he 
had governed, with great wiſdom and ſanctity, 
for the ſpace of five years, he happily repoſed in 
our Lord anno 624. S. Bede, |. 1. c. 29, 30. 
I. 2. c. 3. &c. Alſo the tranſlation of the body 
of 8. Wilfrid the elder from Rippon to Canter- 


bury anno 957 ; where it now repoſes, as it is

April 25. The commemoration of S. Egbert 


prieſt, a man of admirable ſanctity ; who ſent 
8. Willibrord and his companions, to preach the 


faith in Lower Germany; and brought over the 


monks of S. Columò in the iſle of Hy to the right 
obſervation of Eaſter ; amongſt whom he alſo 
laid down the load of his mortal fleſh in the 
goth year of his age, and with his ſpirit took his 
flight to our Lord, on Eaſter day, anno 739. S. 

Alſo the commemoration of holy Edil- 
hun companion of S. Egbert; of whoſe happy 
death, in the monaſtery of Rathmelfigi in Ire- 
land, at the time of the great mortality, anno 
664 ; ſee 8.

April 26. At S. Ives in Huntingtonſbire the 
commemoration of S. [vo biſhop and confeſſor: 
whoſe body was there difcovered, anno 1001 


(four hundred years after his death) being found 


whole and intire in his epiſcopal habit, as if he 


had been juſt then buried; his ſanctity alſo being 


atteſted by many miracles, His body was tran- 
ſlated to the abbey of Ramſey 3 where alſo the 
bodies of his companions Sithius and Inthius were 
at the ſame time depoſited, 


April 27. In the abbey of Yazor in the ter- 


ritory of Liege the commemoration of S. Fo- 
rannan, an Iriſh prelate of the tenth century, 


eminent for learning and virtue; who going 


over, with twelve companions, into the Ne- 
therlands, for the advancing the kingdom of 
Chriſt, was received by count Eillert founder 


of

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of the abbey of Waxor, and deſired to take up- 
on him the charge of that monaſtery ; of which 
he was the third abbat, after S. Maccallan, and 
S. Cadroe, This office he adminiſtred till his 
dying day, anno 982, with ſo much prudence, 
piety and ſanctity, as to be judged worthy to be 
enrolled, after his death, amongſt the ſaints ; 
God allo atteſting his merit by evident miracles, 


April 28. At Roſcree in the county of Tipe- 
rary in Ireland, the feſtivity of S. Cronan abbat ; 
honoured of old as patron of that church. He 
founded a famous monaſtery there, which he 
quickly ſtock'd with moſt religious monks; many 
reſorting to him, attracted by the odour of his 
ſanity; and defiring to learn of him to be 
ſaints. He repoſed in our Lord anno 640. Uſher 
p. 502. In Germany the feſtivity of S. Cortill 
a Scot, biſhop of Werdt in the ninth century. 


April 29. At York the depoſition of S. Mil. 
frid the younger, diſciple of S. John of Beverley, 
and his ſucceſſor in the ſee of Vo; a man of 
ſingular merit and ſandtity [ Bede] bountiful to 
the poor, a great lover of the beauty of the 
houſe of God; and greatly addicted to divine 
contemplation. Obiit anno 735. 


April 30. At London the depoſition of S. Er- 
hanwald, fourth biſhop of that ſee; and for the 
eminence of his ſanctity, honoured as patron of 
the dioceſe; two feſtivals being kept yearly in 
his memory, viz. this day, and the 14th of No- 
dember, which was the day of his tranſlation.

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was biſhop, the famous abbeys of Chertſey, and 


Barking : and was illuſtrious for miracles both 
alive and dead. V. Bede, I. 4. c. 6. In Little 
Britain the feſtivity of S. Briocus biſhop, a diſci- 
ple of 8. Germanus, and a zealous preacher of 
the word of life : who flying the fury of the 
Saxons, paſſed the ſeas, and founded a monaſte 
on the coaſt of Aremorica, where now and, 
the epiſcopal city of S. Brieu, which takes its 
name from him : where he lived and died a 
reat pattern of ſanity z in the beginning of the 
ixth century.

May 1. A T Llan Eluy in North Wales, the 
feſtivity of S. Aſaph biſhop and 
confeſſor : he was the favourite diſciple of S. 
Kentigern, and his ſucceſſor, both in his mona- 
ſtery of 995 religious brethren, over whom he 
was abbat; and in the biſhoprick of Lian Ekovy;; 
which now from his name is called S. Aſaph's. 
He flouriſhed in great ſanctity in the latter part 
of the ſixth century, and has a place on this day 
in the Roman Martyrology. In which alſo on 
this ſame day is commemorated the royal vitgin 
and abbeſs 8. Walburga; whoſe principal feſti- 
vity is kept in Bavaria on the firſt of May. In 
lreland the feſtivity of S. Kellach biſhop, who 
Houriſhed about the year 600. 


May 2. In the monaſtery of Foſſes in the 
territory of Liege, the commemoration of bleſ- 
ſed Ultan abbat; brother of the great S. Furſey : 


who after having illuftrated with the rays * 
is 
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his ſanQity the province of the Ea/? Angles, go- 
ing over into the Belgic Gaul, there founded, 
with the help of S. Gertrude of Nivelle, that 
famous abbey ; where alſo he happily repoſed in 
our Lord anno 680. At Lindisfarne the com- 
memoration of another great ſervant of God, 
of the name of Ultan, who was a monk of the 
monaſtery there, and noted for his learning and 
holineſs of life. In the Netherlands the feſtivity 
of S. Germanus a Britiſh prelate, who preach- 
ed the faith of Chriſt in thoſe parts; and was 
there crowned with martyrdom. Rofwweidus, in 
faſtis Sanctorum. 


May 3. In Lincolnſbire the commemoration of 
S. Ethekwin biſhop of Lindſey, and of S. Aldi- 
win abbat of Peartney : both of them illuftri- 
ous for ſanctity, in our primitive Engliſb church. 
S. Bede, I. 3. c. 11. In Scotland the commemora- 
tion of S. Marnoc the black ; whoſe ſanctity is 
celebrated by the Scottiſh hiſtorians, 


May 4. In Wales the commemoration of 8. 
Docus prieſt and abbat, one of the moſt illu- 
ſtrious for ſanctity and learning amongſt the 
doors of the ancient Britiſh church; who 
Jointly with S. David and S. G:ldas greatly pro- 
moted chriſtian piety, and religious diſcipline 
both in Britain and Ireland. See the ancient 

catalogue of ſaints, in Uſher's Antiquities. In the 
monaſtery of S. Hilda at Hakeneſs in Yorkſhire, 
the commemoration of holy Begu virgin, t0 
whom God was pleaſed to ſhew, in a viſion,

May 5. At Bardney in Lincolnſhire, the com- 
memoration of 8. Ethelred, king of the Mer- 
cians, who after a glorious reign of thirty years, 
reſigning his earthly kingdom, for the gaining of 
a heavenly one, became a monk in the mona- 
ſtery of Bardney ; and there made a holy end, 
anno 710. S. Bede, I. 5. c. 20. His ſucceſſor 
king Coenred, after five years reign followed his 
example; and in like manner exchanged his 
crown and ſcepter for the habit and life of a 
monk, ano 709. In Scotland the commemora- 
tion of holy Scandalius, diſciple of S. Celum-Aille, 
and one of thoſe twelve apoſtolical men, that 
came over with him from Ireland, to preach the 
faith of Chriſt to the nation of the Ps. 


May 6. At Lindisfarne, now Holy Iſland, on 
the coaſt of Northumberland, the depoſition of 
8. Eadbert biſhop, renowned for his learning 
and ſanctity. He was ſucceſſor to S. Cuthbert in 
that ſee, and diligently walked in his bleſſed foot- 
ſteps; and as his body was laid with him in the 
ſame ſepulchre here on earth, fo was his ſoul af- 
ſociated with him on this day in glory anno 697. 
S. Bede, 1. 4. c 29, 30. At Landaff the tranſla- 
tion of the body of S. Dubritius, the, firſt biſhop 
of that fee, from his ſepulchre in the iſle of 
Enhly or Bardſcy to the cathedral of Landaff.

S. John ſome time biſhop of York, eminent for

May 8. In the monaſtery of S. Odilia nent 
Ruremond, the depoſition of 8. Hiro biſhop; 
who going out of Britain preached the faith of 
Chriſt in the Low Countries, about the begin- 
ning of the eighth century; and after reaping 
great fruits of his labours, there happily repoſed 
in our Lord. In. Scotland the feftivity of $t. 
_ Gibrian, confeſſor, marked on this day in the 
Scots Calendar; where he is ſaid to have gone to 
our Lord, anno 532. 


May 9. In Switzerland the feſtivity of S. Br 
atus confeſſor, ſaid to have been a Briton by 
birth, and the firſt that preached the word 
life to the Stwitzers, Amongſt the ancient Bri 
tons, the commemoration of S. Nennio, a holy 
prelate, who held his ſee in a place called th 
great monaſtery; and was ſpiritual father to the 
famous S. J/innin, He flouriſhed in the fat) 
century, See the Acts of S. J/inmn, 


May 10. At Bencbor in Ireland the feſtivity o 

S. Comgall or Congellus abbat, who gave a rule t 
the great monaſtery there, the moſt renowne 
for religious diſcipline of any in Ireland: d 
which, and of its holy founder, thus writes th 
great S. Bernard, in his life of S. Malack. 
This monaſtery of Benchor, ſays he, had 1 

_ 
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moſt famous before, under its firſt father Con- 
gellus, bringing forth many thouſands of religi- 
ous; and being the head of many monaſteries. 
A place truly holy, and fruitful in ſaints. 
inſomuch that one of the ſons of that holy con- 
gregation, by name Luanus, is reported alone 
to have been the founder of a hundred monaſte- 
ries, &c. In ſhort its offspring filled in ſuch man- 
ner Ireland and Scotland, that thoſe verſes of 
Pſalm 64 ſeem to have foretold theſe days: Thou 
baft viſited the earth, and thou haſt plentiſully was 
tered it: thou. haſt multiplied. the enriching of it. 
The river of God hath been filled with water : thou 
baſt prepared their food, &c. Fill up plentifully 
the fireams thereof; multiply its fruits; it ſhall 
ſpring up and rejoice in its. ſhowers, &c. Neither 
did thoſe ſwarms of ſaints only . ſpread themſelves 
through the aforeſaid countries; but alſo, like 
overflowing waters, they poured themſelves out 
into foreign lands. Of which number S. Columbanus 
coming through our parts of France, built the 
monaſtery of Luxeuil; and grew up there into a 
— nation: ſo great, as it is ſaid, that the ſo- 

mnity of the divine office was there continued 

by choirs ſucceeding one another, fo that not a 
moment of the day, or night, paſſed without the 
praiſes of God.“ So far S. Bernard. S. Comgall 
came alſo over into Britain, to viſit the ſaints 
who then flouriſhed amongſt the Britons : and 
founded here a monaſtery in a territory then

ſeveral admonitions, in his dream, waſhing in 8.

May 18. In Scotland, the feſtivity of S. Con- 
vallus, ſaid by the Scottiſh breviary to have been 
a diſciple of S. Kentigern, and to have greatly 
promoted, by word and work, the kingdom of 
Chriſt in that part of Britain. His happy death 
is marked anno 612. At Shaftſbury the feſtivity 
of 8. Alzyve queen, mother to king Edgar, a 
lady moſt eminent for her piety and charity.

pline; and a reſtorer of chriſtian piety and pu- 
rity. He was allo illuſtrious for the gift of pro- 
phecy and of miracles: and was called to the 
reward of his labours, anno 988. At Tours in 
France the depolition of venerable Alcuin, diſ- 
ciple of holy Egbert archbiſhop of York, and 
his ſucceſſor in the charge of the famous ſchool, 
which that prelate had opened in that city, 
From whence he was invited over to France by 
the emperor Charlemagne, who honoured him 
with the tie of his Maſter; and by his aſſiſt- 
ance and advice founded the univerſity of Paris. 
He was the moſt learned man of his age, as his 
works teſtify. In the latter part of his life he 
withdrew from court, to the abbey of S. Mar- 
tin's at Tours; where he died in the odour of 
ſanity, anno 804. | 


May 20. At Hereford, the feſtivity of S. E- 
thelbert king of the Faſt Angles, a moſt religious 
2nd godly prince ; who going to the court of 
Offa king of the Mercians, to demand his daugh- 
ter Aifreda in marriage, was treacherouſly mur- 
thered at Sutton Wallis; and privately buried at 
Marden. But a pillar of light, which was ſeen 
in the night over his ſepulchre, occaſioned his 
body to be taken up, and tranſlated to Hereford, 


where it was illuſtrated by many great 9 
inſo- 
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inſomuch that the cathedral of Hereford was af- 
terwards dedicated to God in his name. 


May 21. At Fynchalin the biſhoprick of Dur- 
ham, the depoſition of S. Godrick hermite, re- 
nowned for ſanctity and miracles. Obiit anno 
1170. At Lucca in Itah, the feaſt of S. Silaus an 
Iriſh prelate, eminent for holineſs of life, who 
died there in his return from Rome, anno 1094. 


May 22. At Beverley in Yorkſhire, the com- 
memoration of S. Berethun abbat, diſciple of 8. 
John of Beverley, and appointed by him the firſt 
ſuperior of his monaſtery in Deirwod; who 
living and dying with ſuch holineſs as became 
the diſciple ot ſo great a maſter, went to jain his 
company in glory anno 733. Allo the comme- 
moration of S. Winewald, ſucceſſor to S. Bere- 
thun, and imitator of his virtues; who went to 
our Lord anno 751. On this day alſo is marked 
in the Sarum calendar, and in the Englih Mar- 
tyrology, the deceaſe of holy king Henry VI. whoſe 
life was ſo eminently godly, and his death, 
though violent, ſo precious in the fight of our 
Lord, that he was pleaſed to illuſtrate him with 
many miracles; to which, ſays Dr. Harpsfield, 
in his hiſtory, all England was witneſs. Obiit 
anno 147 1. 


May 23. At Knareſborough in Yorkfhire, the 
commemoration” of S. Robert hermit. At Ro- 
che/ler the depoſition of S. William of Perth, a 
holy pilgrim murthered in that neighbourhood, 
by a youth, whom he had brought up out of 
charity: whoſe body being buried in the cathe- 
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dral of that city, was honoured with divers mi- 
racles, Capgrave. 
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May 24. At Barking in Eſſex, the commemo. 
ration of holy Ethelburga queen, wife to king 
{ 131 Tna; who after inducing her huſband to quit the 
1400 woyrld, retired to the monaftery of Barking ; 
(1% and there made a holy end about the year 740. 
17 There is a church in London dedicated in her 
FN name. On this day alſo is commemorated in 
1 ſome martyrologies the great king Edgar; who 
1 after repairing, by ſeven years penance, enjoined 

V1 448 him by S. Dunſtan, the ſcandal given by the fins 

"of of his youth ; and like another David, promot- 
ing with all his power, the beauty of the houſe 
of God, and the general good of religion, went 
to receive his reward, anno 975. He was bu- 
ried at Glaſtenbury; where his body was found 
incorrupt fourſcore years after his death; and 
being enſhrined, was placed over the hi 
altar of the abbey church,

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May 26. At Canterbury the feſtivity of S. Au- 
»/tin the monk, firſt archbiſhop of that ſee, and 
apoſtle of the Eng:i/h; who being ſent into Eng- 
land, by the holy pope S. Gregory the Great, and 
upheld by God by the working of miracles, 
joined with an extraordinary ſanctity of life, 
brought over king Ethelbert and his people, from 
the worſhip of idols to the faith 4nd law of 
Chriſt, Obiit anno 608. At Rome the depoſition 
of S. Eleutherius pope; who ſent over into Bri- 
tain the ſaints Fugacius and Damianus, for the 
inſtruction of king Lucius and his Britons ; in 
the ſecond century, 


May 27. In the monaſtery of Farrow, in 
the biſhoprick of Durham, the depoſition of ve- 
nerable Bede prieſt, and doctor of the church; 
who at the age of ſeven years being happily and 
holily offered and dedicated to God under the 
care of S. Bennet Biſcep' ſpent his whole life in 
the exerciſes of religion, in ſinging the divine 
praiſes, and in meditating on God's holy word; 
in ſuch manner as to make it his greateſt de- 
light to employ all the leifure time he could 
have from other neceſſary duties, in either 
learning, or teaching, or writing ſomething for 
the greater glory of his God, And as he lived, 
ſo he happily died in theſe holy exerciſes, on 
Aſcenſion Eve anno 735. His was after- 
wards tranſlated to Durbam. 


May 28. In the famous monaſtery of Fare- 
moutier in Brie, the commemoration of S. Se- 
thryd a noble Engliſh virgin, who, for her ſin- 
gular virtue and Endity, after the death - S. 
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Fara was choſen, though a ſtranger, abbeſs of 
that com:munity of ſaints, and there died the 
death of the ſaints, S. Bede, I. 3. c. 6. At 
Fieſeli in Tuſcany, the commemoration of S. 
Prizide a Scottiſh or Iriſh virgin, who for the 
love of Chriſt, leaving her worldly friends and 
country, and going into /zaly, led a moſt faintly 
lite in a wood near that town, and dying in the 
ſweet odour of ſanCtity, ſome time in the ninth 
century, is honoured there to this day among the 
ſaints, 


Tay 29. In Cormuall the commemoration of 
S. Buriene, a moſt holy virgin: the place of 
whole earthly dwelling retains her name to this 
day. The great opinion our anceſtors had of 
the eminent ſanity of this illuſtrious virgin, 
appears from king Athelſtan's granting to her 
church the privilege of a ſanctuary, anno 936. 
On this day alſo is marked in the Scots calen- 
dar the happy death of David king of Scets, a 
moſt religious and munificent prince, and ſon 
to the bleſſed queen 8. Margaret, He died at 
Carliſle May 29, in great ſentiments of piety, 
anno 1153. 


May 30. At Baber near Norwich, the com- 
memoration of S. Walſtan confeſſor, whoſe vene- 
ration is very ancient in that neighbourhood. 
His acts are recorded in Capgrave's collection of 
the lives of Briti/h ſaints. 


May 31. At S. Edmunds Bury in Suffolk, the 
commemoration of S. Jurmin confeſſor, ſon to 
the holy king Anna; and brother to the faints 


Auary, 
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Audry, Sexburge, Edilburge, and Walburge. His 
body was tranſlated, from his firſt burying place, 
to the church of S. Edmund, and there kept with 
great honour, in the time of William of Malmeſ- 
Jury, who wrote not long after the conqueſt. 
In the ſame place, the commemoration allo of 
S. Batulph biſhop, whoſe body, as the ſame au- 
thor relates, repoſed in the ſame church. In the 
Iſle of an, the commemoration of the holy 
prelate Patricianus, who flying from the ſwords of 
the Saxons, and retiring into that iſland, made 
there a holy end.

June 1. T the abbey of Eveſham, the fe- 
ſtivity of S. Miſtan king of the 
Jercians, martyred anno 849. Of whom it is 
recorded, that in token of his ſanctity, the place 
where he ſuffered was for thirty nights illuſtrated _ 
with a heavenly light, where afterwards a cha- 
pe] was built in his honour : his body was bu- 
ried in the royal abbey of Rependon, the burying 
place of the MAercian kings; from whence it 
was tranſlated to the famous monaſtery of Eve- 
ſham. In Scotland the commemoration of holy 
king Malcolm III. a devout and religious prince, 
who was huſband to the bleſſed queen S. Mar- 
garet, an imitator of her virtues, and a partner 
in her charities, He was interred at the abbey 
of Dumfermlin, in the ſame church with his 
holy conſort, anno 1093: from hence, upon 
the change of religion, their relicks were car- 
ried abroad, and given to Philip II. of Spain; 
who depoſited them in the new church of his 
palace 
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palace of the Eſcurial; with this inſcription on the 
ſhrine, S. Malcolm king, and 8. Margaret queen, 


June 2. In a little iſland upon the coaſt of 
South Wales, the commemoration of S. Pire 
abbat, illuſtrious for ſanQity in the fifth century: 
to whole monaſtery 8 Samſon retired from the 
continent; and for ſome time directed the reli- 
gious there. In the North of England, the com- 
memoration of Herefrid the man of Ged : whoſe 
happy death is marked in the appendix to 8. 
Bede's chronological table, anno 747. 


2 3. In the abbey of Milton, or Middleton, 
in Dor/et/hire the commemoration of S. Branwa- 
lador biſhop, patron of that church and monaſte- 

At Gleandelich in 
Frland, the depoſition of 8. Coemgen alias Keivin 
abbat, illuſtrious for ſanity and miracles, who 
went to our Lord anno 615. Alſo in Jreland, 
the commemoration of S. Cronan a holy prieſt, 
who flouriſhed in the fifth century, by whom 8. 
Coemgen was baptized: as alſo of another 8. 
Coemgen abbat of Gleanuſſen in the ſixth century, 


June 4. At Padſtoto (olim Petrocks-/tow) in 


| Cormual!l, the feſtivity of S. Petrock an abbat, 


eminent for ſanctity; who founded a college or 
monaſtery there in the ſixth century, in which 
amongſt others, he had three moſt holy men for 
his diſciples, Credan, Medan, and Dachan. His 
tomb and ſhrine, inLeland's time, was in the eaſt 
part of the church of Pad/iaw. Alſo at Bodmin 
in Cornwall the feſtivity of another S, Petrock 
biſhop of Cornwall, in the ninth century ; 12 
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body repoſed in a church dedicated to God in 


his name in Bodmun : the ancient name of which 
was Boſmana, that is the manſion of Monks, ſo 
called from S. Petrock's monaſtery. Dugdale. 
Alſo in Cornwall the commemoration of S. Gu 
ronus hermit, who led a ſolitary life in great 
ſanity, in a ſmall cottage, which he gave up 
to S. Petrock, when he came into that neigh- 
bourhood, 


June 5. In the famous abbey of Fulda in 
Germany, the feſtivity of 8. Vinfrid, alias Bo- 
niface, archbiſhop of Mentz, and apoſtle of 
Germany ; who finiſhed the courſe of his apo» 
ſtolical life, and labours, by a glorious martyr- 
dom at Dackum in Eaft Friſeland anno 755. His 
body was tranſlated to his monaſtery of Fulda, 
where it has been illuſtrated with innumerable 
miracles. Alſo the commemoration of the ſaints 
Eoban biſhop, Wintrung, Walter and Adelhere 
prirſts ; Hamund, Strichald and Boſa deacons ; 
Maccar, Gunderbar, Williter and Hadulph monks; 
with others of the laity to the number of about 
hfty in all; a great part of them of the Englib 
nation, who were martyred at "the ſame time 
with S. Boniface by the barbarous infidels, At 
the abbey of S. Vanarelleis in Normandy the fe- 
ſtivity of 8 Bagna or Baga an Engliſh monk of 
that monaſtery, Obiit anno 720. 


June 6. In Scotland the feſtivity of S. Colm or 
Colmoc biſhop, apoſtle of the iſles of Orkney. He 
flouriſhed in learning and ſanctity about the year 
1000, in the days of king Kenneth III; and has 
a place on this day in the Aberdeen n. 
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In Germany the commemoration of holy Agatha 
virgin and abbeſs ; who was one of thoſe Engli/h 
nuns, whom 8. Boniface invited over ſrom the 
monaſtery of //inborn in Dorſetſhire, for the 
eſtabliſhing religious diſcipline amongſt his Ger- 
man converts. She went to our Lord ſome time 
after the-middle of the eighth century. 


June 7. In the monaſtery of Newminfter, of 
the Ciſtercian order, near Morpeth in Northum- 
berland, the depoſition of S. Robert abbat, re- 
nowned for ſanctity and miracles. He went to 
our Lord June 7, anno 1159: at which time 
S. Gearich, who was then praying in his hermi- 
tage at Finchal, ſaw his ſoul, in the ſhape of a 
globe of fire, carried up by angels into the 
heavenly paradiſe, in ſpite of a troop of in- 
fernal ſpirits, who ſought to obſtruct his way. He 
alſo ſaw, at the ſame time, the ſoul of a holy 
woman of Haſtings in Suſſex, whoſe name was 
Editha, take the ſame happy road. At Worceſter 
the tranſlation of the body of S. J/ol/tan biſhop 
of that ſee; which being taken up above an 
hundred years after his death, was. found, in all 
his pontifical attire, as whole and incorrupt, as 
when it was firſt laid in the grave. In Ireland 
the feſtivity of S. Colmoc firſt biſhop of Dromore, 
celebrated for ſanctity, 


June 8. At York, the feſtivity of S. Villian 


archbiſhop, honoured of old as one of the prin- 


cipal patrons of that church, He died anno 
1154, and was illuſtrious for many great mira- 
cles. On the ſame day is honoured in the Scots 


calendar, S, Syra or Cyra virgin, lifter to the 
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great ſaint Fiaker, in whoſe name divers 
churches have been anciently dedicated to God. 


June 9. In the famous monaſtery of the iſle 
of Hy (now called Tcombhille) the depoſition of 
8. Columb abbat ; who from the number of the 
cells, or monaſteries by him eſtabliſhed, and to 
which he gave a peculiar rule, is commonly cal- 
led S. Columkille, He was born in Ireland of the 
noble race of Neil, anno 521 ; and was brought 
up in the company of many great ſaints, in the 
ſchool of S. Finian of Clonard. From his youth 
he devoted himſelf, with his whole ſoul, to the 
love and ſervice of his God; continually beg- 
ing three kinds of graces, of his Divine Majeſty 
which were . all plentifully beſtowed upon him, 
viz, Purity of ſoul and body; the * 
light of true wiſdom, for his direction in all 
things; and a diſengagement of his heart, from 
all earthly affections, that it might freely fly up 
to God. Being ordained prielf, after having 
made many hot foundations in Ireland, follows 
ing a divine call, he paſſed over into the North 
of Britain, with twelve apoſtolical men, out of 
the number of his diſciples, and there he preach- 
ed the faith to the Northern Pits; whom he 
converted to Chriſt, together with their power- 
ful king Bridius, by his doctrine and miracles : 
from whom alſo he received the iſle of Hy, 
for the place of his reſidence ; and eſtabliſhed 
there that congregation of ſaints; to whom un- 
der God not only the churches of the Pi#s and 


Scots, but thoſe of the Northern Engliſh alſo are 


greatly indebted for their inſtruction and ſanctifi- 
cation. S. Calumb happily repoſed in our Lord 


anno 
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anno 597. His life and miracles are recorded in 
three books by S. Adamnan abbat of Hy, in the 
following century. On this day is alſo cele- 
brated in the Sarum calendar, the tranſlation of 
8. Edmund archbiſhop of Canterbury, illuſtrious 
for innumerable miracles: whoſe body being 
taken up on this day, ſeven years after his death, 
was found entire and uncorrupt, with all the 
Joints as flexible as when the ſaint was alive; 
and was ſolemnly tranſlated to a more honour- 
able ſepulchre, in preſence of S. Lewis king of 
France, and a great number of prelates and no- 
blemen. 


June 10. The feſtivity of S. Margaret queen 
of Scots : whoſe lite written by her Confeſſa- 
rius Theodorick, a monk of Durham, is full of 
admirable leflons and great examples of all chri- 
ſtian virtues ; bnt more eſpecially of an extraor- 
dinary picty, ſelf-denial, humility and charity. 
She died the death of the ſaints, anno 1093. 
At Roche the depoſition of S. Ithamar biſhop, 
celebrated for the ſanctity of his life, and his eru- 
dition, S. Bede, l. 3. c. 14. Obiit anno 671. 


June 11. In the monaſtery of S. Columb in the 
iſle of Hy, the commemoration of S. Baitben 
abbat ; trained up from his youth in the diſct- 
pline of that great ſaint, a cloſe imitator of all 
his virtues, and his immediate ſucceſſor in the 


charge of that monaſtery, and of the many 


others both in Britain, and Ireland, which de- 
pended on it, He followed his holy father to 
heaven, anno 601. In the monaſtery of Bob- 
bio in Lembardy, the commemoration of S. Cu- 

mian 
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mam an Iriſb prelate; who following an extra- 
ordinary call, left his biſhoprick and native 


country; and going into Italy embraced a ſtrict 


monaſtick liſe, at the age of ſeventy- five, in the 
monaſtery of S. Columbanus at Bobbio; and there, 
for twenty years, lived, in the cloſe obſervance 
of regular diſcipline, a perfect model of all vir- 


tues, to his dying, day; which was ſome time in 


the eighth century. 


June 12. In Scotland the feſtivity of S. Ter- 
nan biſhop, who has a place on this day in the 
Aberdeen breviary. He is ſaid to have been a 
diſciple of S. Palladius, and by him to have 
been ordained biſhop of the Picts, anno 481. At; 
Peblis in the ſame kingdom the memory of 8. 
Nicolaus biſhop and martyr ; who is ſuppoſed to 
have ſuffered under Dieclefian. His relicks were 
diſcovered in that neighbourhood anno 1261. See 
Uſer's Antiquities, p. 334. 


June 13. In North Wales, the commemoration; 
of 8. Elerius abbat, trained up in piety and; 
learning, in the monaſtery of S. Afaph; from 
whence he retired into the wilderneſs; and there 
led an eremitical life; till preferring the bene- 
fit of many before his own private ſatisfaction 
which he took in ſolitude, he founded a mona- 
ſtery of religious men in the vale of Cluyd of 
which he was abbat: and another for ſacred vir- 
gins; in which he received S. Venefride; whom 
alſo he continued to direct in the ways of the 
moſt ſublime perfection till her happy death.

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June 14. In South Wales the feſtivity of 8. 
Dogmael abbat, who flouriſhed in the ſixth cen- 
tury. There was an ancient church dedicated in 
his name in the land of Kemes in Pembrokeſhire, 
which was given after the conqueſt to a prio 
of monks, which ſubſiſted under the name of 8. 
Dogmael till the days of king Henry VIII. At 
Oxford the commemoration of S. Aldate, of

June 15. At Wincheſter, the feſtivity of 8. 
Edburge virgin, daughter to king Edtuard the 
Elder, who from a child deſpiſed the world, and 
all its empty toys; and when ſhe was grown 
up, devoted herſelf to be a ſpouſe of Chriſt, in 
the nunnery of Vincheſter: Her ſanity, ſays our 
great hiſtorian William of Malmeſbury, grew with 
her age, * and her humility ripened with her 


_— » + + + . becauſe all her works were begun 


y charity ; and finiſhed by humility. In ſhort 
the devotion of her breaſt, and the virginal pu- 
rity of her body, were both in her life, and after 
her death, demonſtrated by very many miracles.” 
I. 2. de Regibus. Obiit anno 960, In Little Bri- 
tain the ſeſtivity of S. Venga or Vio, an Irifþ 
prelate, in the ſixth century, who paſſing over 
the ſeas, became an hermit, and lived and died 
in ſo great reputation of ſanctity, as to have di- 
vers churches dedicated to God in his name. 


June 16. In Little Britain the commemora- 
tion of S. Main, a Britiſh prelate of extraordi- 
nary ſanity, ſome time diſciple of the great 8. 


Brendan ; honoured to this day in that pro- 
vince, 
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vince, by an abbey and church bearing his name. 
At Chicheſter the tranſlation of S. Richard biſhop 
of that ſee, renowned for many miracles. A- 
mongſt the religious of our Lady of Mercy (inſti- 
tuted for the redemption of captives) the com- 
memoration of S. Serapion an Engliſhman, diſci- 
ple of S. Peter Nolaſco ; who was martyred in 
Africa by the Moors anno 1240. 


June 17. The feſtivity of S. Botulph abbat, 
honoured on this day in the Yor+ calendar; 
whoſe name has been very illuſtrious, on ac- 
count of his extraordinary ſanctity, throughout 
all England; at leaſt from the ninth century and 
downwards. In Jreland the depoſition of 8. 
Maling, alias Dairchilla biſhop of Fernes ; great- 
ly renowned amongſt the 1rifþ ſaints. He died 
in a good old age, anno 687. 


June 18. In the Netherlands the commemo- 
ration of 8. Adulph biſhop, brother of S. Bo- 
tulph; who going over from England, when 
young, into the Bagel Gaul, embraced a mo- 
naſtick life, and became ſo great a proficient in 
all virtue, as to be advanced, though a ſtranger, 


to the biſhoprick of Trajedtum, which he ad- 


miniſtered in ſo ſaint-like a manner, as to be 
honoured after his death amongſt the ſaints. In 
Scotland, the commemoration of holy Malcolm IV. 
king of the Scots, ſurnamed the Maiden, grand- 
lon to the bleſſed king David, and great grand- 
fon to S. Margaret: whoſe admirable virtues, 
and unblemiſhed purity, are highly extolled by 
our hiſtorians. William of Newbridge. 
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June 19. At Hexham in Northumberland, the 
commemoration of S. Alchmund, conſecrated. bi- 


ſhop of that ſee, anno 767, a prelate exceed. 


ingly religious, and renowned for. his holineſ 
of life. Hoveden. At Eh, the commemoration 
of the holy biſhop John, who being firſt, ; 


monk, and afterwards +. abbat of Fountains in 
Yorkſhire, of the Ciſtercian order, then flou- 


riſhing in its primitive fervour; was made bi. 
ſhop of Ely: in which dignity his extraordinary 


humility, charity and ſanctity, recommended him 


to the higheſt eſteem and veneration of all true 


lovers of virtue and religion. He went to our 


Lord anno 1225. 


— 20. At Rome the commemoration of the 
holy prieſts Timotheus and Novatus, ſons of 8. 


 Pudens ; and ſuppoſed to have had ſome particu- 


lar connections with the Britiſb nation; and the 
former of them to have for ſome time preached 
in Britain. See Uſber's: Antiquities, p. 17. At 
Shaftſbury the tranſlation of the body of S. £4 
ward King and martyr, which being taken up 
three years after his death was found as freſh and 
entire as if it had been buried the ſame day. At 


J inocſbergen in Flanders, the tranſlation of the 


relicks of S. Oſwald king and martyr. 
June 21. At Harlem in Holland, the feſtivity 


of S. Engelmund abbat, who went over from 
England to the aſſiſtance of S. Willibrord, in his 
apoſtolick labours, in the converſion of the M. 
therlands; where after bringing many ſouls to God 
by his preaching, he went to receive the reward 


of his labours, ſome time in the eighth 2 
A 
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On this day alſo S. Leufred abbat is honoured 
in the ancient Miſſal of the church of York. 


June 22. At Verulam the paſſion of S. Alban, 
the moſt illuſtrious amongſt our Britiſb martyrs, 
who after ſuffering cruel torments for the faith of 
Chriſt, was beheaded anno 286, under the em- 
peror Dioclęſian. With him. alſo ſuffered the ſol- 
dier, who was to have been his executioner ; 
but being converted upon the ſpot, by the fight 
of the wonderful works of God, and confeſſing 
Chriſt, became the companion of his martyr- 
dom, being baptized in his own blood. It is alſo 
the day of the paſſion of that eminent ſervant of 
God, John Fiſher, cardinal and biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter, beheaded on Tower Hill by orders of 
K. Henry VIII. for denying his eccleſiaſtical ſu- 


premacy, anno 1535. 


June 23. At Eh the feſtivity of S. Ethelreds

At Guitherin in Denbighſhire, the de- 
poſition of S. Venefride virgin and martyr, illu- 
ſtrious for ſanctity and miracles. * At Mechlin 
in Brabant the paſſion of S. Rumwold biſhop 
and martyr, principal patron of that church, who 
going out from Britain, laboured in propagating 
the kingdom of Chriſt in thoſe countries; 
where at length he met with the crown of mar- 
tyrdom, anno 775. In the iſle of Farne the

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happy death of holy Bartholomew hermit, who 
ſerved our Lord in that ſolitude, above two and 
' forty years, with extraordinary ſanctity, about 
the middle of the twelfth century. Capgrave, 


June 24. At Egmond in Holland the feſtivity 
of S. Adelbert confeſſor, of the blood royal of 
the Northumbrian kings; a diſciple and comps- 
nion of S. Willibrord, who converted many thou 
ſands to the faith of Chr't : he flouriſhed in the 
eighth century; and wa: aonoured after death in 
a great church and monaſtery dedicated to God 
in his name, at the town of Egmond. In Scat 
land the feſtivity of S. Molonach biſhop, diſciple 
of S. Brendan. Obiit anno 629. Aberdeen bre- 
viary. In Treland, the feſtivity S. Nefſan des- 
con of S. Patrick, honoured as patron in the 
monaſtery of Mungarret. i 


June 26. At Redburn in Hertfordſhire, the 
martyrdom of the holy clergyman, the ſpiritual 
father of 8. Alban, commonly known by the 
name of S. Amphibalus. His relicks were found 
in the church of Redburn (which is dedicated in 
bis name) and ſolemnly tranſlated to the abbey 
8. Albans; not without many illuſtrious mire 
cles, anno 1178. 


June 27. At Caien in the dioceſe of Tours in 
France, the depoſition of S. Jobn a Britiſ 
prieſt of admirable ſanctity. Of. whom write 
S. Gregory of Tours, I. de Gloria Confeſſorun, 
c. 23. At S. Omers the commemoration of 8 
Ortrude virgin, whoſe body at the time of the 


Daniſh devaſtations, was tranſlated from 11 
an 
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land to the church of the abbey of S. Bertin's, 
and is there kept with great veneration. 


June 28. In North Wales, the commemora- 
tion of the ſaints Chebeus and Senan illuſtrious 
confeſſors of Chriſt : whoſe bodies were found in 
the church of Guitherin, near the ſepulchre of 8. 
Menefride, at the time of her tranſlation. At 
Pontoiſe in France, the commemoration of ho! 
William an Engliſh prieſt, who died there in the 
odour of ſanCtity, anno 1192: whoſe tomb was 
iiluſtrated with many miracles, S. Antoninus, Ti- 
tuls xvii. 


June 29. The feaſt of the glorious apoſtles 8. 
Peter and Paul; to whoſe preaching and labours 
(either by themſelves, or by their ſucceſſors) all 
the churches of the Vet, and eſpecially thoſe of 
Great Britain, ſtand indebted for their faith in 
Chriſt, In Ireland, the commemoration of divers 
holy biſhops, abbats, and other religious men of 
the name of Colman, to the number, ſays Uſer, 
P. 501, of two hundred and thirty; all ho- - 
noured of old amongſt the ſaints, in that nd 


June 30. At Canterbury, the depoſition of S. 
Deusdedit or God's gift, the ſixth archbiſhop of 
that ſee, and not inferior in merit to the five il- 
luſtrious ſaints, who went before him. Obiit 
anno 664. In Britain, S. Leonorius biſhop, com- 
memorated in ſome ancient martyrologies, on 
the firſt of the following month. In the iſle of 

the commemoration of holy Diermit, di- 
(ciple and individual companion of the great 8. 

E Columba, 
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Columba, who alſo at his death ſaw the place, 
where that ſaint lay, encompaſſed with heavenly 
light, S. Adamnan.

Juby 1. T the city of the Legion (Caerlion) 

formerly the metropolis of Br. 
tannia Secunda, the feſtivity of the ſaints Julius 
and Aaron, who by a glorious martyrdom, in 


the perſecution of Diocleſian, anno 280, waſhed 


their robes in the blood of the Lamb ; and are 
now before the throne of God, in the happy ſo- 
ciety of all the faithful witneſſes of his truth, 
who are led by the Lamb to the living fountains 
of the waters of Paradiſe. Apoc. vii. They had 
formerly each of them a church in the city of 
Caerlion. At Mechlin the tranſlation of S. Rum- 
weld, or Rumoldus biſhop and martyr. Amongſt 
the Northern Britons, the feſtivity of S. Serua- 
nus biſhop, illuſtrious for ſanctity; who baptized 
S. Kentigern; and educated him from a child in 
that ſaint- like diſcipline, which made him after- 
wards ſo eminent in the houſe of God. In Littl 
Britain, the feſtivity of S. Golven third biſhop of 
Leon, renowned for ſanctity. 


July 2. At incheſter, the depoſition of 8. 
Swithin biſhop; who after a life of extraordinary 
ſanctity, entered into the joy of his Lord, uh 
2, anno 862. At Landaff, the feſtivity of 8. 
Ouaoceus biſhop and confeſſor; who ſucceeded 8. 
Weliau, in that ſee; and no ways degenerated 
from the virtues of that excellent prelate ; whoſe 

memory 
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memory will always be in benediction amongſt 
the ancient Britons of South Wales. 


July 3. In the iſle of Man, the feſtivity of 8. 
Germanus, a Briton; a wile and holy man diſci- 
ple of S. Patrick, and firſt biſhop of that iſland, 
(Uſer p. 335.) Alſo the commemoration of the 
ſaints Romulus and Conindrius, diſciples of the 
ſame ſaint, who after the death of S. Ger- 
manus, were by him conſecrated, and ſent to 
be biſhops of Man and the iſlands. Theſe two 
holy prelates concluding a faintly life with a 
faintly death, had for their ſucceſſor 8. Maguil 
or Macaldus, a prelate eminent for ſanctity and 
miracles; and honoured with many churches 
after his death. Theſe four ſaints were the fa- 
thers and founders of the church of Man. In 
the ſame iſland, the commemoration alſo of the 
ſaints Conan, Contentus, Bladus and Malchus, 
who were all ſucceſſively biſhops of Man and 
the iſlands z and were all found worthy to be 
ranked, after death, among the ſaints. On the 
ſame day, at Ooftkerk near Bruges in Flanders, 
the feſtivity of S. Guthagon confeſſor, patron of 
the church there, ſaid to have been of royal Scot- 
1% blood; who deſpiſing this world and its 
cheating vanities, went over into Flanders, and 
led a ſolitary life at Os/tkerk, in great ſanctity; 
inſomuch that his burying-place was much fre- 
quented after his death, on occaſion of the great 
miracles, wrought by his interceſſion. He is 
believed to have flouriſhed in the eighth century. 


uly 4. At Canterbury, the depoſition of 8. 
e archbiſhop of that ſce, ſurnamed the good; 
E 3 h a pre- 
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a prelate of extraordinary ſanctity. He went to 
our Lord anno 958. At Battle in Suſſex the com- 
memoration of another eminent ſervant of God, 
whoſe name alſo was Odo who flouriſhed in the 
eleventh century; and was firſt a monk of Can- 
rerbury, and afterwards abbat of Battle: whoſe 
life and death was fo remarkably holy, that he 
was alſo honoured by our anceſtors amongſt the 
ſaints, | 


Judy 5. At Burton upon Trent, the feſtivity of 
S. Maodiuenna virgin and abbeſs, who firſt found- 
ed the famous nunnery of Polleſworth in War- 
wickſhire, where ſhe trained up S. Editha, 8. 
Ofitha and other ſaints ; and eſtabliſhed a holy 
diſcipline, which was kept up in that commu- 
nity, till the days of Henry VIII. Then after 
other religious foundations,* ſhe retired into a 
little iſland, in the river Trent, where ſhe em- 
ployed the latter part of her life in a more cloſe 
and uninterrupted application to God, and pre- 
paration for eternity. She was illuſtrious 
for miracles both alive and dead. At Canter- 
bury, the tranſlation of S. Anſelm archbiſhop of 
that ſee, and doctor of the catholic church. At 


. Durham the feſtivity of S. Boi/il prieſt, ſpiritual 


father and maſter of the great S. Cuthbert : to 
whom S. Bede gives this character, that he was 
a man of wonderful ſanctity, of ſublime virtues, 
and of a prophetick ſpirit, to whoſe direction Cuth- 
bert humbly ſubjecting himſelf, received from him, 
ſays he, both the knowledge of the holy ſcriptures, 
and the examples of all good works, He departed 
to our Lord in the time of the great peſtilence 
(anno 664) which he had foretold three years 
before ; 
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before ; and was interred in his monaſtery of 
Mailraſs ; his body was tranſlated to Durham 
anno 1030; and. depoſited near that of his diſ- 
ciple S. Cuthbert, 


600 6. In Scotland the feſtivity of S. Palladius 
biſhop, apoſtle of the Scots, to whom he was 
ſent by the holy pope S. Cele/tine about the year 
430. He is called by the Scots S. Padie; and 
his feſtiyal is marked on this day in the Aber- 
deen calendar. At Ely, the depoſition of S. Sex- 
burge queen and abbels, who ſucceeded her ſiſter 
8. Audry, in the government of that holy com- 
munity; and was ſucceeded by her daughter 8. 
Ermenilda, who had alſo been a queen: ſo that 
the three firſt abbeſſes of Ely were all queens. For 
ſuch was the faith and fervour of that golden 
age of the Engliſh Saxon church; that the 
greateſt princeſſes in thoſe days thought them- 
ſelves happy, when they could exchange the 
toys of worldly honours, riches, and pleaſures 
for the ſweet yoke of religion and devotion, and 
the ſecuring to their ſouls a happy eternity. On 
this day al that great and good man Sir Thomas 
More, ſometime Lord High Chancellor of Eng- 
land, ſuffered death for the catholick religion, 


anno 1535. 


July 7. At Canterbury, the tranſlation of the 
body of S. Thomas archbiſhop and martyr, whoſe 
ſhrine was illuſtrated with innumerable mira- 
cles, At Vincheſter the depoſition of S. Hedda 
biſhop, renowned for his wiſdom and holineſs of 
life. He tranſlated the ſee of the biſhoprick of 
the Ne Saxons from 1 to Vinabeſter;

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and after moſt worthily adminiſtring his epiſco- 
pal office for thirty years, repoſed in our Lord 
anno 705 ; his ſanctity being evidenced alſo after 
his death by many miracles. S. Bede, l. 5, c. 19. 
In Ireland, the feſtivity of 8. Medran and 8. 
Odbrain brothers, illuſtrious for ſanctity in the 
ſixth cenury. 


July 8. At Eyſtadt in Germany, the depoſition 
of S. Willebald biſhop, ſon to the holy prince 8. 
Richard; kinſman of S. Boniface apoſtle of the 
Germans; and his aſſiſtant in his apoſtolick la- 
bours. He went to reſt anno 786. At Vurtæburg, 
the feſtivity of S. Kilian a Scottiſh or Iriſh biſhop, 
apoſtle of Franconia, and of his companions, $, 
Colman and S. Totman, who after bringing over 
many thouſands to the faith of Chrift, were 
martyred in that neighbourhood, anno 689. At 
Wincheſter the feſtivity of S. Grimbald abbat, 
principal aſſiſtant of king Alfred the Great, in 
the reformation of his kingdom. Obiit anno 


904. 
July g. At York the feſtivity of S. Everildi 


a noble virgin, who with two other ſaint-like 
companions, ſerved our Lord with great per- 
fetion, at a place afterwards called from her 
Everildeſham; and by reaſon of her eminent 
ſanctity, was highly honoured after her death: 
eſpecially in the church of Yor4; in the breviary 
of which ſhe has an office of nine leſſons. 
Alſo the commemoration of holy Agar her- 
mit, whole life is quoted in Uſer's Antiquities, 


P. 275.

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July 10. In the famous abbey of Lieſſ in 
Hainauit the feſtivity of S. Etto an Iriſh pre- 
ate, who with fix other companions, went 
over into the Low Countries ſome time in the 
ſeventh century, to carry the light of Chriſt 
to them that as yet ſat in darkneſs and in 
the ſhadow of death: where at length in a 
cod old age, illuſtrious for ſanQity and mira- 
cles, he departed to our Lord at the monaſtery 
of Feſcau: from which his body was tranſlated 
to that of Lieſſi, where it is now kept with great 
veneration. This monaſtery of Lrefſy was re- 
formed by the venerable abbat Lewis Blaſius, 
about the middle of the ſixteenth century. 


July 11. In divers parts of the Netherlands, 
the commemoration of many apoſtolical men, 
who being ſtrongly moved with a zeal for the 
glory of God and the ſalvation of ſouls, about 
the ſame time with S. Etto, going out of our 
Britiſh iſlands, dedicated their Iabours and their 
lives to the propagating both the faith and the 
life of the goſpel amongſt infidels and ſinners. 
Amongſt theſe, ſome of the moſt eminent were 
S8. Bertuin biſhop, whoſe, body waits for a happy 
reſurrection at the abbey of Maloigne upon 
the Sambre. 8. Eloquius, who repoſes in the 
monaſtery of Vazor. S. Adalgiſus, who reſts 
in the monaſtery of S. Michael in Tierarche. S8. 
Meombul abbat, employed by S. Eligius, in 
preaching through his whole dioceſe of Tournay 
and Noion, &c. &c. Miræus in Faſtis Belgicis, 
Tuly 10, | 


E 4 July 
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July 12. In the monaſtery of S. Fara, in the 
foreſt of Brie, the commemoration of S. Edel. 
burge virgin, daughter to king Anna, and third 
abbeſs after S. Fara, and S. Sethrid, of that il. 
luſtrious congregation. She. was renowned for 
her extraordinary ſanctity, and moſt perfect pu- 
rity both of ſoul and body ; .evidenced by the in- 
corruption of her body after death. S. Bede, l. 3. 
c. 6. She is honoured in the Roman Martyrology 
on the ſeventh of 7uly; which was the day on 
which ſhe died; or rather on which ſhe began to 
live in that region where ſhe ſhall never die: 
anno 660, 


July 13. At Canterbury, the tranſlation of the 
body of S. Mildred virgin and abbeſs, from 
Men/irey in the iſle of Thanet, to the abbey of 
S. Auſtin, anno 1033. Alſo a commemoration 
of thoſe holy ſpouſes of Chriſt, who were flain 
by the Danes, when they burnt the church and 
monaſtery of Menſtrey, anno 1011; and laid 
the whole iſland waſte with fire and ſword. 


July 14. At Daventer, in the province of 
Overyſſel, the feſtivity of S. Marcbelm an Englib 
prieſt, and apoſtolical preacher, in the eighth 
century. He was a diſciple of S. Willibrord, and 
ſent by him, in the company of S. Lebwin, to 
preach the faith of Chriſt in Overyſſel; where 
they converted many thouſands; and have been 
honoured ever ſince as apoſtles and tutelar ſaints 
of the city and dioceſe of Daventer. 8. Mar- 
chelm is commemorated on this day in the Roman 


Martyrology, under the name of Marcellinus.

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July 15. At Mincheſter the tranſlation of 8. 


Swithin biſhop, ſo renowned amongſt our an- 
ceſtors for his ſanctity and miracles, that the ca- 
thedral of that city for ſore time bore his name. 
In Swedeland, the feſtivity of S. David abbat, 
an Engliſhman by birth, eminent tor ſanctity, in 
the eleventh century ; and honoured with a pro- 
per office in the Swediſh breviary, On the ſame 
day, the depoſition of 8. Editha queen, daughter 
to Edward the elder, and married to Si:hricte the 
. Daniſh king of Northumberland; who after the 
death of her huſband, entered into a monaſtery, 
which ſhe had begun at Tamworth; and there 
died in the odour of ſanctity, anno 926. In Scot- 
land, the commemoration of S. Donevald, and 
his nine virgin daughters, honoured on this day 


in the Scottiſh calendars. See Uſber, p. 372. 


uly 16. At Saliſbury, the tranſlation of S. 
O/mund biſhop of that ſee, in the time of the 
Conqueror, the firſt compiler of the Sarum office. 
His body ſtill lies in the cathedral of that city, 
where it has been honoured with many miracles. 
Obiit anno 1089. At Wilton, the commemora- 
tion of S. Toy biſhop; whoſe relicks formerly 
repoſed in that church. Saxon Manuſcript. 


uly 17. At the abbey of Einchelcomb in 
Cllucherfhere, the feſtivity of S. Kenelm king of 
the Mercians, Rwandan" murdered anno 819, 
and honoured with great miracles after his death, 
He has a place this day in the Sarum calendar, 
In the Netherlands, the feaſt of S. Fredegand an 


apoſtolical preacher, and companion of S. Foil- 
5 lan:

lan : whoſe relicks are now kept in the collegiate 
church of S. Peter at Monſtier upon the Sambre, 
In the territory of Ruremond, the commemora- 
tion of S. Odilia, a Britiſb virgin and martyr, 


July 18. At Ail;ury in Buckinghamſhire, the 

feitivity of S. Eadgithe, or Editha, virgin and 
abbeſs, daughter of Frithwald a Mercian lord, 
by Wiltiburge daughter to king Penda ; who re- 
jecting the marriage of Sigher king of the EAI 
Saxons, conſecrated her whole ſoul and body to 
God; and became an eminent faint. Alſo the 
commemoration of her ſiſter S. Eadbarge or 
Eaburge, who made the like conſecration of 
herſelf to God; accompanied her ſiſter in her re- 
tirement, and all her religious exerciſes, and at 
length was aſſociated with her in glory. Theſe 
faints flouriſhed in the ſeventh century. See Ma. 
hew's Trophea. At Glaſgow, the feſtivity of 8. 
Thenaw a Britiſh matron, mother of S. Kenti- 
gern; and honoured on this day in the Scottiſh 
calendars, 


July 19. At Derham in Norfolk, the comme- 
moration of S. H/ithburge virgin, daughter to 
king Auna, and the youngeſt of four ſiſters all 
eminent ſaints. She was very young, when after 
the death of her father, ſlain by king Penda, ſhe 
conſecrated herſelf wholly to divine love ; and 
chooſing for herſelf the ſolitude of Derbam, 
there continued to ſerve God with wonderful de- 
votion, till her dying day anno 743. Her body 
was tranflated to Ely; and in the year 1106, de- 
poſited near her ſiſter 8. Ardry : at which time 


(which was above three hundred and ſixty years 
after 


— 
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after her death) ſhe was found not only entire 
and uncorrupt ; but with her limbs as flexible 
as if ſhe were living, her cheeks beautifully red, 
and her very garments entire and freſh, Cardi- 
nal Baronius in his church annals, on the year 
725, commemorates alſo another noble Engliſh 
lady of the name of H/7thburge, who for the love 
of God, ſhut herſ-If up for life in a ſmall cell, in 
S. Peter's church at Rome; where ſhe wholly 
devoted herſelf to divine contemplation. 


July 20. In the dioceſe of Ruremond, the com- 
memoration of S. Plechelm a Britifh prelate of 
admirable ſanctity z who preached the faith of 
Chriſt with great fruit in Guelderland, and the 
neighbouring provinces, in the eighth century : 
and is honoured to this day with a proper office 
in the dioceſe of Ruremond. ; 


July 21. At Straſburgh in Germany, the depo- 
ſition of S. Arbogaſt a Scot, or Iriſhman by birth, 
who leading a hermit's life in A{ſatia, was by 
reaſon of his great ſanity, drawn out of his ſo- 
litude, and made biſhop of Srraſburgh. He de- 
parted to our Lord anno 658, illuſtrious for mi- 
racles; amongſt which *tis recorded, that he 
recalled to life, by his prayers, prince Sigebert 
fon to king Dagobert, who in hunting had been

lain by a wild boar. | 

July 22. In Ireland, the commemoration of 
S. Luman biſhop, nephew and coadjutor to S. 
Patrick, and founder of the church of Trim : 


' allo the commemoration of the holy biſhops 


Brochadius, Brochanus and Mogenachus brothers 
of 
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of S. Luman, all Britons by birth, nephews of $, 
Patrick by his ſiſter Tigridia, and employed by 
their uncle in propagating the kingdom of Chriſt 
in Treland. See Uſber, p. B24. Alſo the com- 
memoration of S. Darerca ſiſter to 8. Patrick, 
and no ways unworthy of ſuch a brother. 


July 23. In the territory of Nandeſi in the 
county of Water ford, the feſtivity of S. Declan 
biſhop, one of the firſt preachers of the faith of 
Chriſt in Ireland. He founded the church of 
Ardmore ; and opened a ſchool for piety and 
learning, in which he had many illuſtrious dif- 
Ciples. Seven of theſe are honoured amongſt 
the ſaints, viz. Mochelloc, Bean, Colman, Lach- 
nin, Mobius, Findlug and Caminan; who built 
the ſeven famous cells, in the plain called the field 
ef the ſhield, near Liſmore, Theſe ſaints flou- 
riſhed in the fifth century. 


July 24. At Stone, in Staffordſhire, the feſti- 
vity of the ſaints Ulfhad and Ruffin martyrs ; 
who having been privately inſtructed in the faith 
of Chriſt, and baptized by S. Chad, were upon 


that account ſlain by their pagan father, in the 


neighbourhood of Stone; where a church was 
not long after built in their honour, 


Ju) 25. At Berg S. Winoc in Flanders, the 
tranſlation of S. Lewine a Britiſh virgin and 
martyr, from a monaſtery at Seaford near Lewes 
in Suſſex, to the abbey of Berg anno 1058. God 
was pleaſed to honour this tranſlation with many 
evident miracles, recorded by a cotemporary hiſ- 
torian, an eye-witneſs, and acknowledged — 
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the century writers of Magdeburg, in theſe 
words: n the body of Lewine the virgin 
was carried. anno 1058, through the villages and 
towns on the ſea coaſt of Flanders, the kn 4g 
the deaf, the lame, and ſuch as were other- 
wiſe diſeaſed, were ſuddenly cured.” Centur, xi. 
fol. 274. In the fame abbey of Berg, the com- 


memoration of S. Idaberga virgin, whoſe relicks 


were tranſlated at the ſame time. 


Juh 26. At Dender mond in Flanders the feſti- 
vity of S. Chriſtiana an Engliſh virgin, honoured 
as patroneſs, or tutelar ſaint of that town: where 
her relicks are kept in the collegiate church; to 
which they were tranſlated, in the ninth century, 
from her burying place at Di#ezlven a village upon 
the Scheld, where ſhe had crowned a faintly life 
with a happy death in the foregoing century, 


July 27. At Glaſtenbury, the feſtivity of 8. 
45 of Arimathea, the noble counſellor who 
uried our Lord : who, according to the tradi- 
tion of that place, agreeable to fome ancient re- 
cords, came over into Britain with eleven other 
companions, and ſettled himſelf in the iſle of 
Avallonia (now Glaſtenbury) where he built the 
hr{t chriſtian church, in honour of the bleſſed 
Virgin; and after a moſt ſaintly life, repoſed in 
our Lord, leaving behind him a ſucceſſion of 
ſaints in that holy ſolitude. At Lincoln, the paſ- 
ſion of S. Hugh a child of ten years, crucified by 
the Jets, in hatred of Chriſt, anno 1255, 


July 28. At Dole in Little Brittany, the feaſt 
of S. Samſon biſhop ; honoured on this day in 
the 
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the Sarum, York and Paris breviaries ; who with 
the bright rays of his extraordinary ſanctity, 
very much illuſtrated both Britain and France. 
Obiit anno 565. Mabillon. In Swedeland, the 
feſtivity of S. Botuid martyr, who being baptized 
by a holy prieſt in England. and taught to be a 
ſaint, returning into Swedeland, by his doctrine 
and miracles converted great numbers to Chriſt, 
in the twelfth century. 


Ju 29. At Troyes in France, the feſtivity of 
S. Lupus biſhop, a man of moſt ſublime virtues 
and apoſtolick ſpirit, who coming over into Bri- 
tain with S. Germanus of Auxerre, by his ſanc- 
tity and miracles greatly contributed to the ex- 
tirpation of the Pelagian hereſy; which had 
taken deep root amongſt the Britons. Obiit anno 
472. In Norway, the feſtivity of S. Olave king 
and martyr, who having learnt the faith of 
Chriſt in England, or by the miniſtry of the 
Engl: ; embraced it with all the affections of 
his foul; and zealouſly labouring to propagate it 
through his dominions, was at length ſlain by the 
enemies of it; and fo received the crown of 
martyrdom anno 1030.

July 31. At Auxerre in Burgundy, the feſti- 
vity of S. Germanus biſhop of that ſee, one of 
the greateſt prelates that ever illuſtrated the Gal- 
lian church. He twice came over into Britain 


to oppoſe the Pelagian hereſy, and enlightened the 


whole iſland with the rays of his ſanctity; work- 
ing alſo wonderful miracles amongſt us, S. Bede, 
J. 1. c. 17, &c. He died at Ravenna anno 448. 
Many churches in Br:tain have been dedicated in 
his name. In Cornwall, the depofition of S. Neot 
prieſt ; renowned for ſanctity in the days of king 
Alfred. Obiit anno 890. 


Auguſt 1. T Wincheſter, the feaſt of 8. 
| Ethelwald biſhop, cotemporary 
with 8. Dun/lan; a zealous reformer both of 
the clergy and religious, and an ardent lover and 
promoter of the beauty of the houſe of God : 
whom he went to enjoy, anno 948. In South 
ales, the feaſt of S. Kined or Kinedvar hermit, 
cotemporary with and an intimate friend of S. 
David of Menevia ; whoſe name was very illuſtri- 
ous of old amongſt the Britons of South Wales. 


Auzuft 2. In Brechnackſhire, the feſtivity of 
8. Almedha virgin and martyr, daughter to Bra- 
gan, who gave name to that county,. and fiſter 
to the ſaints Canocus and Neyna. At Canterbury, 
the depoſition of the holy archbiſhop a 
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He was called from his hermitage, to the paſto- 
ral charge; and made archbiſhop of Canterbury 
in the days of king Alfred; and was highly in- 
ftrumental in the reſtoration of learning and 
piety under that reign ; after the confuſion and 
profanation of all that was holy, which had been 
occaſioned by the Danes in which he was alſo 
aſſiſted by Werefvid, the holy biſhop of Worceſter. 
Obiit anno 923. 


Auguſt 3. In the abbey of Mailreſs in the 
Marches of Scotland, the teſtivity of S. Yalthef 
.abbat, of the Ciſtercian or Bernardin inſtitute; 
who deſpiſing his high birth (being allied both 
to the kings of England, and of Scotland) and 
all that this world could give or promiſe him ; 
embraced the ſtrict diſcipline, poverty and ab- 
ſtraction of that holy order: in which he lived, and 
died a moſt perfect pattern of all chriſtian and re- 
ligious perfection. Obiit anno 1160. 


Auguſt 4. In Ireland, the feſtivity of 8. Luan 
or Molua abbat, diſciple of S. Comgall of Bencher, 
and founder of a hundred monaſteries; to whom 
he gave a particular rule, ſaid to have been 
highly applauded by S. Gregory the Great. He is 
numbered amongſt the chiefeſt fathers of the 
churches of Ireland, by abbat Cummian in his 
epiſtle to Segenius abbat of Hy. He departed to 
our Lord anno 622. He is alſo called Lugidus, 
or Lugeus. 


Auguſt 5. The feſtivity of S. Ofwald king and 


martyr, a moſt zealous and religious prince, ſlain 


by the Pagan Penda anno 642, and glorified * 
| is 
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his death by many miracles. S. Bede, l. 3. e. 
6, 9, 10, 11. He is honoured on this day, both 
in the Sarum and York miſlals ; as well as in the 
Reman Martyrology. At Bardney in Lincolnſhire, 
the burying place of S. O/trytha queen of the 
Mercians, ſiſter to S. Ofwald. Saxon MS. 


Auguſt 6. At Dover, the paſſion of Thomas a 
holy monk; ſlain by the French, when they 
plundered that town, anno 1295, becauſe he 
would not diſcover to them the ſacred veſſels, 
&c. and honoured by miracles after his death, 
Capgrave, In the monaſtery of Bredan in Lei- 


ceſterſhire, the commemoration of S. Hardulf 


confeſſor, honoured as patron or tutelar ſaint of 
that abbey. See Dugdale's Monaſticon. 


Auguſt 7. At Weſtminſter Abbey, the memory 
of hol ide — — of England, 
a moſt religious princeſs, wife to king Henry I. 
daughter to S. Margaret of Scotland; and a cloſe 
ſollower of all her virtues ; eſpecially of her ex- 
traordinary charity and humility. She repoſed in 
our Lord anno 1118. In Dean Foreft, the me- 
mory of S. Briavel confeſſor, of whoſe hermit- 
age there, ſee Dugdale's Abridgment, p. 107. 


Auguſt 8. The commemoration of S. Col- 
man, who from a monk of S. Columb's mona- 
ſtery in the iſle of Hy, was made third biſhop 
of Lindisfarne. He was a prelate of a moſt 
amiable character in regard to his perfect diſin- 
tereſtedneſs, his moderation and humility ; as 
well as his fervour in the ſervice of God, and 
his zeal for the ſalvation of ſouls. S. Bede, l. 3

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c. 26. He reſigned his biſhoprick anno 664, and 


retired into [re/and; where he founded the mo- 
naſtery of 1nys-bo-finde for the Scots; and that of 
Mayo for the Engliſh; which was ſo renowned 
of old for piety and religion, as to count at 
once no fewer than one hundred ſaints; all l- 
ing in great continency and ſimplicity by the labour if 
their hands, under a rule and canonical abbat, by 
the example of the venerable fathers. S. Bede, ibi- 
dem.

and is honoured in the Aberdeen calendar, on the 
18th of February, 


Auguſt 9, In the iſle of Croyland, in Lincoln. 
ſhire, the commemoration of holy A!freaa alias 
Etheldritha virgin, daughter to Offa king of the 
Mercians ; who after the baſe murder of S. Ethel- 
bert king of the Eaſt Angles; who came to her 
father's court, to ſeck her in marriage; deteſt- 
ing the world, and its wicked ways, withdrew 
herſelf into the ſolitude of Croyland, and there 
lived a recluſe, and moſt holy lite, for about forty 
years, in a cell, in the ſouth part of the church, 
Obiit anno 934. Y 


Auguſt 10. At Dumblain in Scotland, the fe- 
ſtivity of S. Blaine biſhop. He was renowned for 
faith and ſanctity in the tenth century; and had 
for his biſhop's ſee a college or convent of the 
Culdees, or ancient Scottiſh canons, in the place 
where Dumblain now ſtands ; the cathedral of 
which is dedicated to God in his name. He i 
honoured on this day in the Aberdeen breviary.

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Auguſt 11. At Canterbury, the depoſition of 
the holy archbiſhop Janbercht, or Lambert, who 
went to our Lord anno 701. At Chicheſter, the 
commemoration of holy Gilbert de S. Lifard 
biſhop of that ſee; whoſe ſanctity is highly ex- 
tolled by our hiſtorians; who alſo record divers 
miracles to have been wrought at his ſepulchre. 
Obiit anno 1305. Matthew Paris, &c. 


Auguſt 12. At Winborn in Dorſetſhire, the 
cominemoration of holy Tetta, abbeſs of a double 
community there; renowned for her own ſanc- 
tity; and a mother to many great ſaints. She 
was cotemporary with 8. Bonface, apoſtle of 
Germany; and at his requeſt, - ſent over divers of 
her children to his aſſiſtance; by whom the work 
of God was carried on, with great benediction, 
in thoſe countries. She flouriſhed in the eighth 
century, 


Auguſt 13. In Germany, the feſtivity of S. 
Vigbert prieſt and abbat, one of the chiefeſt of 
thoſe apoſtolical men, who went over from 
England to the aſſiſtance of S. Boniface, in the 
work of the goſpel. He was made by that ſaint, 
abbot of Fritzlar, and afterwards of Ortaorff; 
and after labouring with great fruit for many 
years, for the glory of God, and the ſanctifica- 
tion of ſouls, he was called to the reward of his 
labours, anno 747; and has a place on this day 
in the Roman Martyrology. In Normanay, the 
feltivity of S. Walter an Engliſhman, abbat of 
Fontanelle, who departed to our Lord anno 
1150. ;

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Auguſt 14. In Holland, the depoſition of $, 
Merenfrid, an apoſtolical prieſt and miflionary 
of the Engliſb nation; and one of thoſe to whom 
the Hollanders, under God, ſtand principally in- 
debted for their chriſtianity, He converted the 
ifle of- Batavia, and divers other territories to 
Chriſt, and went in a good old age to receive 
the reward of his labours, ſome time in the 
eighth century. His mortal remains were interred 
amongſt his converts at the town of E; where 
a collegiate church was erected over them ; and 
dedicated to God in his name. | 


3. 15. At Clogher in Ireland, the feſtivity 
of S. Kertennus or Maccarthen, diſciple and inſe- 
parable companion of S. Patrick; and made by 
him the firſt biſhop of Clogher : where his me- 
mory is in great veneration to this day, He 
went to our Lord anno 506.

Auguſt 16. In the monaſtery of Cateby in Mr. 
thamptonſbire, the commemoration of the holy 
ſpouſes of Chriſt Margaret, and Alice, ſiſters to 
S. Edmund, archbiſhop of Canterbury, and ſuc- 
cebſſively prioreſſes of the aforeſaid community: 
in which they lived and died in the ſweet odour 
of ſanctity, (in the thirteenth century,) as be- 
came the ſiſters of ſuch a brother. 


Augu/t 17. At Heriferd, the depoſition of the 
venerable ſervant of God Thomas the archdeacon, 
diſciple of S. Edmund, archbiſhop of Canterbury; 
celebrated by our hiſtorians for the eminent ho- 
lineſs of his life, and for the many miracles, 


wrought by his interceſſion after his death. Obit 
anno 
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anno 1253. Matt. Weſt. & Paris. anno 1253. 
In Holland: the 22 8. Feron, a bo 
Great Britain, and apoſtolick preacher in that 
province, where he was martyred by the Danes 
in the ninth century. 


Auguſt 18. At Rome, the depoſition of S. He- 
ln the empreſs, mother of Con/tantine the Great, 
illuſtrious for her royal munificence, and un- 
bounded charities z as well as for her ſingular 
piety, and humility. At Irvine in Scotland, the 
feſtivity of 8. Evan or [nan confeſſor, renowned 
for ſanctity. Obiit anno 839. In Ireland, the 
depoſition of 8. Dega, ſurnamed Mac Caryll, 
biſhop and confeſſor, who repoſed in our Lord 
anno 586. | 


Auguſt 19. In South Wales, the commemora- 
tion of S. Clitanc, king of that province; a 
prince moſt amiable for his great virtue, and his 
admirable endowments both of body and mind, 
joined with a ſingular love of purity : who be- 
ing ſlain by a wicked courtier in hunting, was 
for the innocence of his life, and the prodigies 
that accompanied his death, honoured amongſt 
the ſaints and martyrs, a church being erected 
over his grave, by the biſhop of Landaff, and de- 
dicated in his name. Dugdale's Monaſticon, vol. 
3. In Scotland, the memory of that ſaint-like 
prelate John Scot, an Engliſhman, biſhop of Dun- 
ted: who after a moſt worthy adminiſtration 
of that ſee, retired to the Ciftercian abbey of 
Nerobottle, and there died the death of the ſaints 
anno 1203, See Fordun, 1.4. c. 35, 36, &c.

Ofwin king of the Deiri, a prince of exceeding 
great piety and religion, ſays S. Bede, I. 3. c. 14, 
beloved by all men, for the royal dignity of his mind, 
of his perſon, and of his merits —— but among 
the other glories of his virtue, and his extraqr- 
dinary benedictions, his humility was moſt parti- 
cularly remarkable. He was baſely murdered, 
after ſeven years reign, by his rival king Ofwin 
the Bernician ; and after his death was illuſtrated 
by many miracles : inſomuch that the church 
and priory of Tinmouth, to which his body was 
tranſlated, was dedicated to God, in his name, 


Auguſt 21. At Andria, in the kingdom of 
Naples, the commemoration of S. Richard, an 
Engliſhman, biſhop of that ſee, in the twelfth 
century; a zealous preacher of all holineſs, both 
by word and work. He departed to our Lord, 
about the cloſe of that century; and was ſo- 
lemnly canonized by pope Boniface VIII. after a 
juridical examination and proof of no fewer than 
one hundred miracles, wrought by his interceſ- 
ſton, See the Bollandiſis. 


Auguſt 22. At Louth in Ireland, the comme- 
moration of S. Mochteus a Briton ; the firſt 
biſhop of that ſee, in the days of S. Patrick; 
with whom he was united in the bands of a 
moſt holy friendſhip. He was renowned for 
ſanctity; and for the ſpirit of prophecy ; and 
opened a great ſchool of chriſtian piety; in 
which he is ſaid to have trained up no fewer 
than one hundred biſhops, and three hundred 


prieſts : who afterwards wonderfully propagate

At 8. ** in London, the feſti- 
vity of S. Sebbi king and confeſſor : a man much 
devoted to God, and greatly addicted to religious ex- 
erciſe: : who after a moſt chriſtian reign of thirty 
years, happily ended his days in the habit of re- 
ligion, towards the cloſe of the ſeventh century. 

At the abbey of Cerne in 
Derſet/hire, the tranſlation of S. Edwold brother 
to 8. Edmund king and martyr; who retiring in- 
to the province of the Ve Saxons, led there an 
eremitical life, in prayer and contemplation

Auguſt 30. In the dioceſe of Meaux in Fran, 
the feſtivity of S. Fiaker, ſaid to have been bom 
of royal Scottiſh blood : who leaving his native 
country, and worldly friends, and all things that 
he ſeemed to poſſeſs, in order to ſecure to his 
ſoul the hidden treaſure of the kingdom cf 
heaven; going into France, addreſſed himſelf to 
S. Faron biſhop of Meaux, for his direction; 
who appointed him a ſolitary place in his 
dioceſe, for an hermitage, in which he continu- 
ed to his dying day a life of great auſterity, and 
admirable ſanity. He was alſo moſt illuftri 
ous for miracles : inſomuch, that to this day 
there is ſcarce any faint held in greater veneration 
by the people of France; or for whom they have 
more devotion, than S. Fiaker, He went to ou 


Lord about the year 670. 


Auguſt 31. At Lindisfarne, the depoſition a 
S. Aidan fuſt biſhop of that ſee, and apoſtle d 
the Northern Engliſh. He was ſent at the requel 
of the holy king -S. Oftwald, from the famous 
monaſtery of the iſle of Hy, for the inſtru 
of the Engliſh, in the faith of Chrift ; for which 
God gave him very great graces; and in which 
he bſeſſed his labours with admirable fruits! 
Whoſe doctrine, ſays S. Bede, l. 3. c. 5. nothing 
ſo much recommended to all men, as his tcact- 
ing no otherwiſe than he and his lived. Ft 
nothing of this world did he either ſeek or lo: 
Whatſoever was given him by the rich, he pit 


ſently gave to the firſt poor he met.“ He t 
3 velled 
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yelled over his vaſt dioceſe, (which was ex- 
tended from the Humber to the Frith) generally 
on foot, employed all the way in prayer and 
meditation; or in ſpiritual conferences, with 
thoſe that accompanied him, or in recit- 
ing the pſalms. He was ever ready to run to 
the aſſiſtance of ſouls; not only in the towns and 
villages, and even in the pooreſt cottages; but alſo 
in the highways, and the very fields: for where- 
ſoever he ſaw any perſons, he went up to them; 
that if he found they were infidels, he might in- 
vite them to thefaith of Chriſt ; or if they already 
believed, he might confirm them in their faith, 
and exhort them to a life worthy of their faith, 
In theſe apoſtolical labours, and in the exerciſes 
of all the evangelical virtues, in their greateſt 
perfection, as well as in the eftabliſhing of many 
churches, ſchools and monaſteries, and in train- 
ing up many ſaints, he employed ſeventeen years. 
At the end of which he was called to eternal reſt, 
anno 651. S. Cuthbert, then a ſhepherd in the 
mountains, ſaw his departing foul, in exceeding 
great glory, carried up by angels to her ever- 
laſting home; which viſion determined him to 
quit the world, and to become a monk. S. Bede

In the iſland of Hy, the com- 
memoration of bleſſed Adamnan, abbat of the 
monaſtery of S. Columba; whoſe wonderful ach 
and miracles he publiſhed in three books. He 
was a w/e and holy man, who by conferring with 
S. Ceolfrid abbat of Meremouth, being himſelf 
convinced of the canonical time of celebrating 
Eaſter, brought over a great part of the Scots and 
1riſh to the obſervance of the ſame.

At Durham, the tranflation of 
the body of S. Cuthbert biſhop of - Lindisfarne, 
the great Thaumaturgus, or wonder worker of 
England : whoſe body, after divers removals oc- 
caſioned by the Daniſh devaſtations, was at 
length (together with the biſhoprick) tranſlated 
to Durham : where alſo it was found whole and 
incorrupt, above 800 years after his death, 
when his ſhrine was demoliſhed by the viſiters 
under K. Henry VIII.

Sept. 5. At Burton upon Trent, the comme- 
moration of S. Athy virgin, Companion of S. 
Midwenna, who flouriſhed in ſanctity in the 
ninth century. In Jreland, the commemoration 
of S. Petranus biſhop of Luſte; whoſe name 
ſtands the firſt in the third claſs of 1ri/þ ſaints, in 
the ancient manuſcript catalogue. Alſo in {re- 
land, the commemoration of the holy abbats Ai- 
redan and Faillan, illuſtrious for ſanctity. 


Sept. 6. In Cumberland, the commemoration 
of S. Bega, vulgo S. Bee virgin and abbeſs, 
F 3 whoſe 
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whoſe relicks were anciently kept, with great ve- 
neration, in a church called from her S. Bees, in 
the territory of Coupland, near 3 In Corn- 
wall, the commemoration of S. Etha, alias 8. 
Teath, or Theha, in whoſe name there ſtands a 
church dedicated to God in that province. See 
Tanner's Notitia monaſtica, in Cornwall, 

September 7. At Canterbury, the tranſlation of 
S. Dunſtan, archbiſhop and confeſſor, who for 
the eminence of his ſanctity has been greatly ho- 
noured by our anceſtors; as appears from the 
many churches dedicated to God, in his name, 
At York, the commemoration of S. Exurcius, bi- 
ſhop, celebrated on this day in the York Miſſal. 
At Winborn in Dorſetſhire, the commemoration 
of S. Cuthburga, virgin and abbeſs, ſiſter to the 
glorious king Ina; who, being eſpouſed to All. 
fred, king of the Northumbrians, preferred the 
title of the humble hand-maid of Jeſus Chriſt be- 
fore that of a queen; and having obtained the 
conſent of king Alafred, to preſerve her virginity, 
and enter into religion, ſhe betook herſelf to the 
famous monaſtery of Barking in Eſſex ; where, 
under the holy abbeſs S. Hildelide, ſhe learnt to 
be a faint; and going thence, ſhe founded, with 
the help of her filter Quenburga, the double mo- 
naſtery of men and women at Winborn in Dor- 
ſelſbire, dedicated to the Queen of virgins, where 
ſhe taught many others to be ſaints. She went 
to our Lord in the 8th century, and is comme- 
morated in the Sarum calendar, on the 31ſt of 
Auguſt, * 


Seß- 
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September 8. At Diſenburg, in the dioceſe of 
Mentz, the feſtivity of 5. Diſen or Diſibode, bi- 
ſhop, by nation an Iriſb Scot, a zealous preacher 
of the goſpel, both at home and abroad; and 
founder of that famous monaſtery, which takes 
its name from him. He repoſed in our Lord, 
being very illuſtrious for ſanctity and miracles, 
about the year 700. His life was written by S. 
Hildegardes. At the monaſtery of Menftrey in the 
iſle of Thanet, the commemoration of S. Ead- 
burge, virgin and abbeſs, who ſucceeded 8. Mil- 
dred in the charge of ſuperior of that holy com- 
munity 3 whoſe body alſo ſhe tranſlated to the 
new church which ſhe built in honour of S. Pe- 
ter and S. Paul. She was of the blood royal of 
Kent, but more renowned for the holineſs of her 
life, than for the nobility of her extraction. Obiit 
anno 751, Her relicks were tranſlated to Canter- 
bury, anno 1055, and depoſited in the church of 
9. Gregory. 


September 9. At Cluain- micnois, in the coun- 
* Weftmeath, the feſtivity of S. Queranus, ot 

ieran the younger, abbot, and firſt biſhop of 
Clunes, He was diſciple of S. Finian of Clnard; 
and in the acts of this ſaint has the firſt place 
amongſt the twelve, who for their extraordinary 
ſanctity were called the twelve apoſtles of Jre- 
land, and were all trained up in the ſame ſchool. 
He was the author of a monaſtick rule; and 
opened, 'in his monaſtery of Clyain-micnois, a 
ſchool, which for divers ages was renowned for 
ſacred letters, He went to our Lord anno 5493 
| F 4 and 


— 
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and was honoured of old as patron, or tutelar 
ſaint, of the whole province of Connaught. 


September 10. At Kill-winnin in Cuningham of 
Scotland, the feſtivity of S. Finian biſhop ; whom 
the Britons call S. Vinnin. He was of noble Trif 
blood, and trained up in piety and learning firſt 
at home, by a holy biſhop called Colman ; after- 
wards in Britain, by S. Nennio, a Britiſb prelate, 
in his Great Monaſtery. He illuſtrated both Bri- 
tain and Ireland with the rays of his extraordina- 
ry ſai Etity, and the glory of his miracles ; for he 
even raiſed four perſons from death to life, as his 
acts atteſt. He departed to our Lord ſome time 
in the ſixth century, and has the firſt place in the 
ſecond claſs of Iriſb ſaints in the ancient cata- 
logue. He was honoured of old as tutelar faint 
of the whole province of Ulfer, | 


September 11. In the dioceſe of Ruremond, the 
commemoration of S. Otger, a . deacon of 
the Engliſb nation; who aſſociated himſelf with 
the ſaints Viro and Plechelm, in preaching the 
faith of Chriſt in the Netherlands ; where he is 
honoured to this day in the dioceſes of Ruremond 
and Groningen as one of their apoſtles. In Jre- 
land the commemoration of S. Coelan, abbat of 
Noendrum, who flouriſhed in ſanRity in the ſixth 
century, 


September 12. In Ireland the feſtivity of 8. 
Ai'bers, firſt biſhop of Emely, apoſtle, and ſpe- 
cial patron of the province of Munſter. He was 
inſtructed from a child and baptized by a Britiſh 
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prieſt, whom divine providence conducted into 
Ireland for that purpoſe, before S. Patrick came 
thither : and going abroad, as far as Rome, after 
having made a great progreſs there in the ſtudy 
of the holy ſcriptures, and in all virtue and ſanc- 
tity, he was ordained biſhop, and ſent by the 
pope to preach the goſpel in his own country : 
which he did with great fruit, eſpecially in his 
native province of Munſter ; confirming his doc- 
trine with many miracles, and continuing his 
apoſtolick labours till his happy death, anno 527. 
See his acts in Uſer's Antiquities. He is named 
by the holy abbat Cummian, in his epiſtle to Se- 
genius, fourth abbat of Hy, about the obſervance 
of Eaſter, the firſt amongſt the moſt eminent fa- 
thers of the churches of the ſouth of Ireland; in 
Uſher”s Sylloge Epiſt. Hibernic. p. 33. and was the 
founder of a religious congregation, for which 
he compoſed a monaſtick rule, ſtill extant, 


September 13. In the famous monaſtery of 
Daimbh- Inys, in the lake of Erne, in Ireland, the 
ſeſtivity of S. Laiſrean the elder, commonly called 
S. Molaiſſius, abbat; who going out of the ſchool 
of S. Finian of Clonard, being one of the twelve 
called the apoſtles of Ireland; by his doctrine 
and ſanity ſhone forth as a bright lamp, en- 
lightening the whole kingdom, and directing in- 
numerable fouls in the ways of truth and life. 
Obüt anno 570. - 


September 14. At Polk/ton, in Kent, the com- 
memoration of S. Eanſiuide, virgin and abbeſs, 
daughter to Eadbald king of Kent, who from her 

F 5 infancy 
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infancy deſpiſed all worldly toys, and conſecrate{ 
her whole heart and foul te the love of God. 
Her father built for her a monaſtery by the ſea- 
ſhore near Follſton, where ſhe preſided over a 
congregation of holy virgins; and after a moſt 
innocent and faint-like life gave up her ſoul to 
reſt, ſome time in the ſeventh century, Her bo- 
dy was buried in her own monaſtery ; where it 
remained till, by the ſea's encroaching and de- 
ftroying the buildings, the inhabitants were 
_ obliged to tranſlate her relicks to the church of 
Foliſton, which had been dedicated by king Fad. 
bald in honour of S. Peter; but, by the devotion 
of the people to S. Eanſwide, was afterwards 
called by her name. 


September 15, In Scotland the commemora- 
tion of many ſaints, honoured of old by the Scat 
tiſb nation; whoſe names are ſtill retained by 
the places where their cells, or monaſteries and 
churches anciently fto::d : ſuch as S. Cumin, ho- 
noured at Nil himen in Inverneſs ; S. Linchin, ho- 
noured at Xillinchan in Argile; S. Barchan, ho- 
noured at Killbarchan in t enfrew; S. Ruvin, 
honoured at Kill ru in the iſle of %a; and many 
others; as may be ſeen in the table of the pa- 
riſnes in Scotland publiſhed by Mr. Roben 
Keith, anno 1755: where allo is mention of the 
churches, of S. Boſwa!l in Roxburgh ; of S. Bo- 
than's in Merſe, and E. Lothian; of S. Madn 
in Perth; of S. Monan's in Fife ; of S. Kibuts in 
Kile; and of other ſaints, whoſe acts are written 
in the book of life, though very little known at 


reſent upon earth, 
F : Sept. 
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Sept. 16. At Withern in Galloway, the feſti- 
vity of S. Ninian (whom the Scots call S. & ingen) 
biſhop, and apoſtle of the ſouthern Pics. He 
was 4 moſt holy man of the Britiſh nation, regular- 
ly inſlrutted at R me in the faith, and in the myſſe- 
ries of tbe truth, ſays 8 Bede, I. 3. c. 4. The 
ſeat of his biſhoprick (where his body with thoſe of 
many other ſaints repoſeth) was called Candida cata 
er the white houſe, becauſe the ſaint built there a 
church of white ſlone, which was at that time an 
unuſual thing among the Britons. He repoſed in 
our Lord anno 432: and his ſepulcher was illu- 
ſtrated with miracles. Alſo the commemoration 
of S. Plebeias, brother of S. Ninian and imitator 
of his virtues ; as likewite of thoſe many other 
ſaints, who, according to our venerable hiſt:rjan, 
repoſed of old in S. Martin's church at Withern. 
At Milton in Wilthire, the depoſition of S. E4:- 
tha, daughter to king Edgar, who being from 
her tender years dedicated to God in the mona- 
ſtery there, may be ſaid rather never to have 
known the world, than to have forſaken it. Obiit 
anno 984, At Pollefworth in Warwickſhire, the 
commemoration ot another S. Editha, virgin, 
ſiſter of king Edgar, who conſecrated her virgi- 
nity to God in the nunnerv of Pollefworth ; ſhe 
is d fferent from the S. Editha diſciple of S. Med- 
wenna, and firſt abbeſs of that community. 


September 17. The feſtivity of the g)-rious 
martyrs S. Socrates and S. Stephen, who ſuffered 
under the perſecution of Diocletian. Alſo in di- 
vers places of Great Britain, the memory of ma- 
ny other holy martyrs, who about the ſame time 
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flood in the field if battle, with invincible courage, 

ſays S. Gildas, and after having been tortured with 
unheard of cruelty, fixed their glorious trophies on 
the gates of the heavenly Jeruſalem. 


September 18. In the iſle of Thorney in Cam- 
bridgeſhire, the commemoration of the two ho! 
anchorets S. Thancred and S, Torthred, the firſt in- 
habitants of that ſolitude; one of whom died 2 
martyr, the other a confeſſor as alſo of bleſſed 
Toua their ſiſter, famed for the ſanctity of her 
life. See king Edgar's charter, in Dugdale's Mo- 
naſticon ; and the Saxen MSS, of the burial places 
of the Engliſb ſaints, 


September 19. At Canterbury the depoſition of 
S. Theodore, the ſeventh archbiſhop of that ſee, 2 
man of profound erudition and irreproachable life, 
and who, as S. Bede informs us, brought ſuch 
bright days amongſt us, as never ſhone before in 
England; as well by opening ſchools of divine let- 
ters, and gathering together a numerous congrega- 
tion of diſciples, to whom he plentifully impart- 
ed the waters of ſaving knowledge ; as by dili- 
gently teaching all men the right way of living, 
in order to live for ever; and by ſetting over all 
our churches excellent biſhops, and moſt emi- 
nent ſaints: inſomuch that the time of his ad- 
miniſtration might be juſtly ſtiled the golden age 
of the Engliſh church. He departed to our Lord 
anno 690, being 88 years old. S. Bede, |. 4. 
c. 1, 2, &c. & J. 5, c. 8. where he applies to him, 
and to the ſix archbiſhops that went before him,

are buried in peace, and their names ſhall live for 
all generations. | 


September 20. In Lincolnſhire, the commemo- 
ration of S. Hyghald, abbat, a mo/? holy and moſt 
mortified man; S. Bede, I. 4. c. 3. At Hulm in 
Nerfolt, the commemoration. of holy Suneman,, 
hermit, who led a moſt _y life, in a marſhy 
place in that neighbourhood, for above fifty 
years; where alſo ſome diſciples reſorting to him, 
who were defirous to lead a penitential life under 
his direction, formed themſelves into a kind of 
religious community : but when the Danes under 
Inguar and Hubba Jaid waſte the province of the 
Eaſt Angles, they put them all to the ſword. See 
Dugdale's account of the abbey of Hulin, which 
was afterwards founded upon the ſame ſpot.. 


September 21. In the monaſtery of Chelles in 


France, the commemoration of bleſſed Herefwidt 
queen, ſiſter to S. Hilda, and widow to the holy 
king Anna; who after the death of her huſband, 
going abroad, conſecrated her widowhood to di- 
vine love; chooſing for her place of abode, dur- 
ing the remainder of her tranſitory life, that holy 


monaſtery, in which ſhe lived a great pattern of 


ſanctity till ſhe was called from this temporal 
baniſhment to an eternal crown. S. Bede, I. 4.

September 22. In Scotland, the feſtivity of &. 
Lolan, biſhop of J/hitern, honoured an this day: - 
in the Scots calendar; where he is ſaid to have 
departed to our Lord, anno 1034.

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. Monaſtery, in the iſle of Hy, the commemor- 
tion of holy Cobthack or Cybthake, kinſman and 
- diſciple of S. Columb ; and holding the firſt place 
after his brother S. Baithen, in the liſt of. the 
twelve ſaints who were aſſociated with 8. Columj 
in preaching the faith of Chriſt to the Picis. 


September 23. In Scotland, the feſtivity of 8 
Thennan abbat, honoured on this day in the 
Aberdeen breviary. His happy death is marked 
in the Scots calendar, anno 684. In the iſle of 
Inys Cathaigh, in Ireland, the commemoration of 
holy Kynnera virgin, who led a ſolitary life in great 
ſanctity, in the Puch of Ireland; till underſtand- 
Ing, by divine revelation, with how great per- 
fection our Lord was ſerved by S. Senan and his 
diſciples in the monaſtery of Inys-Cathaigh, ſhe 
went thither, defiring to live and die in their 
neighbourhood. But as S. Senan's rule would rot 
allow any woman to come near his monaſtery; 
ſhe requeſted of him, that ſhe might once at leaſt 
receive the bleſſed Sacrament at his hands, and 
that if then ſhe died, ſhe might be buried there. 
The faint granted her petition, and ſhe, after te- 
ceiving the heavenly viaticum, preſently fell a- 
fleep in the Lord, and was buried in the iſland.

and welfare of his people, and the maintaining 
of the laws, with an extraordinary piety —

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zeal for religion; he was at length ſlain in bat- 
tle by Penda the Pagan, who had rebelled againſt 
him, anno 633. S. Bede, |. 2. c. 9, 10, &c. At 
Rome, the memory of holy Coenred or Kenred 
king of the Mercians, who for the love of Chriſt 


exchanged his earthly kingdom for the ſervice of 
God in religious ſolitude, 


October 5. At Coldingham in the kingdom of 
the Northumbrians, the commemoration of S. 
Ebba the younger, virgin and abbeſs ; and of all 
her ſiſters, the nuns of the monaſtery of that 
town; who when the Pagan Danes waſted the 
Northern provinces, under Inguar and Hubba 
(anno 868, or 870) fearing their brutal Juſt, 
more than their ſavage cruelty ; disfigured them- 
ſelves, by cutting off their own noſes, and upper 
lips; that they might be no occaſion of tempta- 
dan to the infidels : who ſeeing them thus em- 
brued in their blood, ſet fire to their monaſtery, 
and conſuried them all, Matthew Weſiminſter, 
ad annum 870. | 


October 6. In Ireland, the commemoration of 
B. Wigbert, an Engliſh prieſt, eminent for the 
holineſs of his life, who for the promoting the 
greater glory of God, and the ſalvation of ſouls, 
went over into the Lower Germany, and there 
preached the faith of Chriſt, for the ſpace of two 
years: but not meeung with a correſpondence 
Yrom the part of the infidels; he went back to Fre- 
land, to his beloved ſolitude 3 and there happily 
ended his days, towards the latter end of the 
leventh century.

len, the feſtivity of S. Elphius who ſuffered mar- 
tyrdom under Jaller the apoſtate: and who ac- 
cording to his acts, was ſon to a king of the 
Scots. Alſo the commemoration ef 8 Eucbariu 
biſhop and martyr, - brother to S. Eliphius ; and 
of his virgin ſiſters, S. Menna, S. Libaria, and 
8. Suſanna. 


October 7. At Chich (now S. Ofiths) near Cul 
cheſter in Eſſex, the feſtivity of S. Ofithe virgin 
and martyr : who was trained up to all ſanctity, 
with other holy virgins, by S. Modwenna, at 
Pollefworth, near the foreſt of Arden in Mar- 
wickſhire; and afterwards, with the help of her 
parents, built herſelf a nunnery at Chich, where 
ſerving her divine ſpouſe in all purity and reli- 
gious perfection, ſhe was at length martyred by 
the Danes, when they waſted England in the 
ninth century. A fountain is ſaid to have broke 
out, in the place where ſhe was beheaded, and 
divers miracles to have been wrought at her ſe- 
pulchre ; over which was built in her honour a 
famous church and monaſtery of canon regulars, 
which continued till the diſſolution of abbeys un- 
der Henry VIII.

Brecknock, who for her admirable piety and 
ſanctity is called, by the ancient Britons, Keyn- 
dare, or Keyna' the virgin. She led a ſolitary 
life for many years, in a wood, on the banks of 
the river Avon, (where now ſtands the town of 
Cainſbam) where alſo ſhe is ſaid to have chan 

by her prayers the ſwarms of ſnakes, which in- 


felted that place, into ſtones; many of which 


were to be ſeen there for divers ages, perfectly 
repreſenting ſerpents. The other wonders of her 
life and death may be ſeen in her acts, publiſhed 
by John of Tinmouth, and Capgrave. In Scot- 
land, the feſtivity of S. Triduana, virgin; aſſign- 
ed to this day in the Scottifh calendar; who de- 
parted to our Lord anno 532. 


OHober 9. In Cornwall, the commemoration 
of S. Vendrodve, confeſſor, in whoſe name there 
{till ſtands a church, dedicated to God, in that 
province. At Polleſworth, in Warwickſhire, the 
commemoration of S. Line, virgin, brought up 
there under S. Modwenna, (in the company of 


S. Editha, and S. Ofitha) in all purity and ſancti- 


ly. At Lincoln, the depoſition of Robert ſur- 
named Groſste/?, biſhop of that ſee, a prelate of 
great learning, zeal and piety. 


October 10. At Rocheſter, the depoſition of 
S. Paulinus, diſciple of S. Gregory the Great, 
who was the firſt that preached the faith of 
Chriſt to the Engliſh beyond the Humber, and to 
thoſe of Lincolnſhire and Nottinghamſhire ; con- 
verting many thouſands ; and, amongſt the reſt, 
king Edwin, with his nobles : but this good 


king 
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King being flain, he was obliged to retun 
into Kent, where he had care of the church d 
Rocheſter, till he was called to the reward of hi 
labours in a happy eternity, anno 644. S. Be, 
1.2. c. 9, 12, &. At Burlington in Yorkſhirg, 
the feſtivity of S, John, prior of the canon regu- 
lars of that town; renowned for his ſanity and 
miracles, Obiit anno 1379. | 


October 11. At Barking in Eſſex, the feſtivi. 
ty of S. Eadilburge, virgin, ſiſter to the greats, 
Earconwald, fourth biſhop of London, and mate 
by him the firſt abbeſs of Barking ; to whoſe ad 
mirable ſanctity, as well as to that of her religi- 
ous ſiſters, and the wonders of God wrought in 
that holy community, S. Bede gives ample teſti 
mony, I. 4. c. 6, 7, &, At Kilkenny, in In. 
land, the feſtivity of S. Canicus, abbat and pa- 
tron of that church: he was firſt a diſciple of the 
holy abbat Docus, in Wales, and afterwards wa 
trained up under the diſcipline of S. Finian of Cl 
nard; being one of the twelve, who, coming 
out of his ſchool, were for their extraordinary 
ſanctity called the twelve apoſtles of Ireland. He 
founded the famous monaſtery of Achad-bvy, 
formerly the ſeat of the biſhops of Offery ; and 
there repoſed in our Lord, anno 599. 


October 12. In the monaſtery of Undale, the 
depoſition of S. Wilfrid the elder, biſhop of York, 
one of the brighteſt lights of the ancient Engli/ 
church ; who after innumerable labours for the 
glory of God, and the ſalvation of ſouls, ac. 


companied with many grievous afflictions " 
perſe· 
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derſecutions, paſſing through fire and water, 
went to everlaſting reſt, anno 709. Heddi, S. 
Bede, &c. In Ireland, the feſtivity of S. Mo- 
byus, ſurnamed Clairineach, an abbat, illuſtrious 
for ſanctity. Obiit anno 544. | 


October 13. At Weſtminſter, the tranſlation of 
S. Edward the confeſſor, whoſe body was taken 
up on this day, anno 1163, and ſolemnly tranſ- 
lated by S. Thomas Becket, archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, in preſence of Henry II. and many biſhops, 
abbats, and other perſons of diſtinction, who 
were all eye-witnefles of its being entire and 
without the leaſt blemiſh of corruption ; and his 
very garments freſh and ſound, though it was 
now near one hundred years ſince his death. In 
Auſtria, the feſtivity of S. Colman, a holy pil- 
grim of the Scottiſh nation, who returning from 
the Holy Land was taken up upon ſuſpicion of 
being a ſpy, and put. to moſt cruel torments, 
which he bore with invincible patience and cou- 
rage, ſtill maintaining his innocence, and offer- 
ing up all his ſufferings to God. He was at laſt 
hanged between two thieves, October 13, anno 
1012 : God bearing teſtimony to his innocence 
and ſanctity, by many miracles ; by occaſion of 
which his body was, not long after, tranſlated to 
the town of Merch, where it is kept with great 
veneration to this day. In Scotland, the feſtivity 
of S. Contwallan, abbat, who flouriſhed in the 
lixth century: Alſo of S. Cogan, abbat, in the 
eighth century,

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October 14. At Waurtzbourg in Jranconia, the 
feſtivity of 8. Burchard, an Engr /hman; diſcigk 
of S. Boniface of Mentz, and conſecrated by hin 
firſt biſhop of Yurizbourg, He was eminent in 
all paſtoral virtues, and paſſed to a better lik 
anno 752. In Scotland, the feſtivity of S. Hirn. 
na, and 8. Findocha, illuſtrious virgins, ancient 
Honoured in the Scats calendar. |

October 15. At IVorce/ler, the tranſlation d 
S. Ofwald, biſhop and confeſſor. In the abby 
of Kitzingen, in Germany, the feſtivity of 8. J. 
cla, virgin and abbeſs; who was one of the 
chiefeſt of thoſe ſpouſes of Chriſt, who were in- 
vited out of England, by S. Boniface, apoſtle d 
Germany, in order to propagate Chriſt's king 
dom amongſt thoſe of their own ſex ; by training 


. them up in religious diſcipline. She went to the 
embraces of her heavenly ſpouſe, about the mii 
dle of the eighth century. 


Oatvber 16. At Mentz in Germany, the feſt» 
vity of S. Lullus, archbiſhop of that ſee, a wo- 
thy diſciple and ſucceſſor of S. Boniface ; in who 
ſteps he conſtantly walked, by an imitation of al 
his virtues. In his old age he retired to his mo- 
naſtery which he had founded at Heresfeld, u 
prepare himſelf for eternity; where he alſo hap 
pily repoſed in our Lord, anno 787; and when 
bis tomb was illuſtrated with innumerable min- 
cles. At S. Gall, in the dioceſe of Conſfanct, the 
feſtivity of S. Gallus, abbat, apoſtle of the Suin-

At Cullen in Germany, the feſti- 
vity of S. Urſula a noble Britiſb virgin, with her 
companions (whom their acts make to amount 
to the number of eleven thouſand) who going a- 
broad, either as ſome authors affirm, to join 
their countrymen in Little Britany, or as others 
ſuppoſe, to fly from the rage of the pagan Saxons, 
were drove upon the coaſts of the Lower Germa- 
ny ; from whence going up the country, they fell 
in with an army of Hunns, who at that very 
time waſted thoſe parts, and were all ſlain by 
them, in hatred of their faith and purity ; and 
on this account have been ever ſince honoured as 
glorious martyrs, by the Catholick church. In 
Ireland, the feſtivity of S. Fintan, ſurnamed 
Munnu, abbat, much renowned by reaſon of his 
ſanctity and miracles, through all the churches 
of the Scots and Iriſh.

October 22. At Rouen, the depoſition of S. Mz. 
lanius or Mellon, ſaid to have been a noble Bi.

of which church he is accounted the firſt biſhop, 
At Cullen, the feſtivity of S. Cordula virgin and 
martyr, one of the companions of S. Urſula : of 
whom it is related in the Roman martyrology, 
that being terrified with the ſlaughter of the other 
virgins, ſhe hid herſelf; but repenting of her co- 
wardice, ſhe came forth the next day, and re- 
ceived, the laſt of them all, the crown of mar- 
tyrdom. At Fieſoli in Tuſcany, the feſtivity of 
8 Donatus, a Scot, biſhop of that city in the 9th 
century; and honoured there to this day, as a 
principal patron. | 


October 23. At Tavęſtoct in Devonſhire, the 
commemoration of S. Rumon biſhop ; whoſe bo- 
dy in former times repoſed in the church of the 
abbey there, where he was honoured as patron. 
W. Malmeſbury. In Cornwall, the commemora- 
tion of S. Columb, virgin and martyr : of whole 
acts, ſee Gibſon's Cambden, in Cornwall. In 
Northumberland, the commemoration of S. Yay, 
deacon and diſciple of S. Cuthbert. Herebert Roſ- 
word, Faſt. 88. 


October 24. In the Je of Ferſiy the depoſi- 
tion of 8. Magloir biſhop, ſucceſſor to S. Samſon 
in the ſee of Dole; which he afterwards ex- 


changed for the ſolitude of Jerſey, where, many 
reſorting 
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reſorting to him, to put themſelves under his diſ- 
cipline, he built a monaſtery for them; and led 
with them a moſt heavenly life, till he was called 
to a better world, anno 575. His body was 
tranſlated to Paris, in the time of the invaſions 
of the Normans ; where it ſtill waits for a happy 
reſurrection, in a church dedicated to God in his

OHober 25. At Beverley in Yorkſhire, the com- 
memoration of S. Fohn biſhop of York, common- 
ly known by the name of S. John of Beverley, a 
prelate of no ordinary erudition ; and of extraordi 
nary ſanctity, ſays Mr. Wharton. ¶ Anglia ſacra, 
vol. . p. 694.] Hs is ſolemnly commemorated 
on this day both in the York and Sarum miſſals. 
In Scotland, the feſlivity of S. Marnocł biſhop, 
patron of Xillmarnoct, honoured on this day in 
the Scots calendar. At Ceprano in the kingdom 
of Naples, the commemoration of S. Ardiuyne an 
Engliſh prieſt, whoſe ſepulchre there has been 
glorified with miracles. | 


Oftober 26. At Hexham in Northumberland, 
the depoſition of S. Zata, who was made biſhop 
of that ſee, upon his reſigning the ſee of Lindi/- 
farne to his diſciple S. Cuthbert, He was trained 
up from a boy under the diſcipline of the * 
S. Aidan; and was afterwards abbat, firſt of 


Mailroſs, and then alſo of Lindisfarne. His cha- 
racter in S. Bede (1. 4. c. 27.) is, that he excelled 
all men living in meekneſs, and in chriſtian ſimplicity, 
or candour and uprightneſs. He departed to our 
Lord, anno 685. In the monaſtery of Hereſ- 
feld in Germany, the depoſition of S. Witta, alias

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Albuinus, an Engliſhman, a diſciple and fellow.

ed by him firſt biſhop of Buraburg, which ſes is 
ſince tranſlated to Paderborn. He died in great 
ſanity, anno 786, or 787. 


Oclober 27. In Ireland, the feſtivity of S. 4}. 
zan abbat, founder of divers churches and mo- 
naſteries; and one of the chiefeſt propagators of 
monaſtick diſcipline in that iſland. At S. Ives in 
Cornwall, the commemoration of S. [ta or Ivia, 
2 woman of ſingular ſanity, honoured there of 
old as virgin — martyr. 


Odober 28. The feaſt of S. Simon the Apoſtle, 
ſurnamed Cananeus or Zelotes; whom ſome writ- 
ers affirm to have preached the faith of Chriſt in 
Britain. At Hincheſter, the happy death of the 
great and good king AZIfred, who went to our 
Lord anno g01. In Scotland, the commemora- 
tion of bleſſed Matifer or Mocufer, one of the 
twelve apoſtolical men, who joined their Jabours 
with the great S. Columb, in the converſion of 
the Pics. ; 


October 29. The day aſſigned for the feſtivity 
of Venerable Bede, prieſt, monk, and doctor of 
the church of God; who for his ſanctity and 
learning is juſtly accounted the ſingular glory of 
England. At Lindisfarne, or the Holy Iſland, the 
commemoration of S. Cæolulph, ſome time king of 
the Northumbrians, a learned and religious prince, 
to whom S. Bede dedicated his hiſtory ; who for

In Cornwall, the commemoration 
of the ſaints Arvan and 1/logan, confeſſors, who 
have left their names to the places which they 
formerly illuſtrated with their ſanity, In Scot- 
land, the feſtivity of S. Tarkin, biſhop ; honour- 
ed in the Aberdeen breviary on this day: who 
went to our Lord anno 889. At Canterbury, 
the depoſition of the holy archbiſhop Egelnotb, 
anno 1038. 


Ober 31. In Hainault, the feſtivity of 8. 
Foillan, biſhop and martyr. He was brother to 
the ſaints Furſey and'Ultan ; and for fome time 
abbat of the famous monaſtery of Burghcaſile in 
Suffolk + afterwards going > has he was con- 
fecrated biſhop by S. — pope, and commiſ- 
ſioned by him to preach the faith of Chriſt in 
the Netherlands ; where at length he met with 
the crown of martyrdom, anno 660. |

the depoſitaries of them, In Norway, the com- 
memoration of the holy biſhop Gotebald, an Eng- 
liſhman, an apoſtolick preacher in Norway and 
Stocden, in the eleventh century. 


November 2. In the monaſtery of Clarevali, 
the depoſition of 8. Malachi, archbiſhop of A. 
magh : whoſe extraordinary ſanity, and won- 
derful miracles, are atteſted by the great S. Ber. 
nard, his intimate acquaintance, in the book he 
has written of his life. Obiit anno 1148, In 
Ireland, the memory of the man of God marinus, 
v ho Jed a recluſe and moſt mortified life in a 
rell, near the great church of Armagh ; where 
te frſt received 8. Malachi under his diſcipline, 
and taught him to be a ſaint. At York, the me- 
mory of the holy prieſt Sycar, to whoſe ſanctity and 
prophetick ſpirit (of which S. Malachi had many 
proofs) S. Bernard alſo gives teſtimony, At 
Lens in the dioceſe of Arras, the feſtivity of S. 
Pulganius confeſſor, in whoſe name the colle- 
giate church of that town is dedicated: their 
records bearing teſtimony that he was of the mf 
chriftian nation of the Engliſh. Mireus, Belgick ca- 
lendar, p. 647. In Scotland the feſtivity of S. Maura 
virgin, honoured on this day in the Aberdeen bre- 
viary ; whoſe happy death is there aſſigned to 
the year 899: her name is ſtill retained in the 
town called from her K:llmaure, | 


November 3. At Holiwell in Flintſhire, the 
ſeſtivity of 8. VWenefride virgin and martyr, bo- 
f nou 
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noured on this day with an office of nine leſſons 
in the Sarum breviary. At Guitherin in Denbigh- 
Hire, the commemoration of the holy abbeſs 
Theonia (to whom S. Wenefride was recommended 
by S. Elerius) and of divers other ſaints, whoſe 
bodies anciently repoſed in the church of Gui- 
therin, Alſo the commemoration of the holy 
hermit Saturninus, who ſerved God in a ſolitary. 
cell at Henthlant. In Scotland, the feſtivity of 
S. Englate biſhop, who went to our Lord anno 
966. See the Calendar of Scots ſaints, publiſhed 
by Mr. Robert Keith. 


November 4. At S. Clair, in the territory of 
Rouen in Normandy, the martyrdom of S. Clarus, 
a Britiſh prieſt, eminent for ſanctity: who re- 
tiring into a wilderneſs, to avoid the ſollicita- 
tions of an unhappy woman, who was inflamed 
with an impure love for his perſon, was mur- 
dered by two ruffians, at her ſuggeſtion; and ſo 
fell a _— of purity, At Wincheſter, the de- 
poſition of S. Birn/ian biſhop, a diſciple of 8. 
Grimbald, and eminent in all virtues ; but more 
eſpecially excelling in chaſtity, and humility. 
Obiit anno 932. 


November 5, In Glamorganſhire, the comme- 
moration of S. Docunus abbat, otherwiſe called 
Cungarus ; who firſt led an eremitical life in So- 
merſet/hire, then built an oratory in honour of the 
blelied Trinity, at a place from him called Cun- 
greſbury; and there appointed twelve regular ca- 
nons, to attend always on the divine ſervice: af- 
ter Which going into Glamorganſbire, he founded 
there a monaſtery, not far from the ſea coaſt, 

G 5 where 
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where he lived and died in great ſanQity, Ot 
this monaſtery of S. Docunus, and its abbats, 
there is frequent mention in the ancient Synods 


of Landaff; publiſhed by Sir H. Spelman. 


November 6. The feſtivity of S. Leonard, 
confeſſor, who, though no native of Britain, was 
in a particular manner honoured by our fore- 
fathers, as appears by the many churches and 
monaſteries dedicated in his name, in all parts of 
England. Amongſt the reſt there was at Wrox 
hall in Warwickſhire, an ancient church erected 
in his honour; where Hugh Lord of Wrorbul 
afterwards founded a nunnery; who having ſuf- 
fered much by ſeven years captivity amongſt the 
infidels, imploring in his diſtreſs the prayers and 
interceſſion. of S. Leonard, was miraculouſly 
brought away in his chains, in the night, and 
found the next morning in a wood near his own 
houſe, See Dugdale. At Dole in Little Britany, 
the depoſition of S. Nut, firſt abbat of the ſa- 
mous monaſtery and ſchool of Llan Itut in Gle- 
morganſhire, and maſter of many eminent Bri. 
t;/þ ſaints, He flouriſhed in the fixth century, 
The commemoration alſo of his — diſciple 
— whom he appointed his ſucceſſor in his 
chool and monaſtery of Llan 1/tut, when in the 
latter part of his life he retired into a loneſome 
cave, to attend wholly to divine c-..templation, 
At S. Vinocs- Bergen in Flanders, the feſtivity of 
8. Winoc abbat, illuſtrious for ſanctity and mira- 
cles; who with his brother S. Judocus is by ma- 
ny reckoned amongſt our Britiſb ſaints, as being 
at the leaſt of Britiſp extraction. In Jreland, 
the commemoration of another 8. J/inac, a er U

diſhop of eminent ſanctity, in the fifth century, 
coadjutor of S. Patrick in his apoſtolical labours 
in that iſland, As alſo at Tours, the memory of 
a third Minoc, a Briton, mentioned with great 
bonour by S. Gregory of Tours, I. 5.

c. 21. 


November 7. At the monaſtery of Epternac in 
the dutchy of Luxembourg, the depoſition of S. 
Willibrord archbiſhop of Utrecht, and apoſtle of 
the Netherlands; who being ſent, with eleven 
companions, all of them Enxgliſb Saxons, to 
preach the faith of Chriſt to the Friſons, and 
other infidel nations of the Lower Germany, after 
fifty years labours, and the converſion of innu- 
merable ſouls, by his preaching and his miracles, 
was called to eternal reſt anno 739. Alſo the 
commemoration of the other eleven eminent ſer- 
vants of God, who were affociated with S. Hil- 
librord in the work of the Lord.

November 8. At Bremen the feſtivity of 8. Vil- 
khad an Engliſhman, firſt biſhop of Bremen, and 
apoſtle of the Saxons, in the time of Charlemagne; 
who laboured in that rough field, in the midſt of 
difficulties and perſecutions, with great diligence, 
till he had the happineſs to ſee duke Mititind 
embrace the faith; whoſe converſion was fol- 
lowed by that of his people; after which S. il. 
{bad met joyfully with that death, which was to 
open to him the gates of everlaſting life, anno 
790. At Caerguby in the Ile of Hog ey the 
: feltivity 
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feſtivity of S. Kebius, diſciple of the great S. Hi. 
lary, and firſt biſhop and apoſtle of ie 
where there remained in Leland's time a college 
of canons, ſuppoſed to have been formerly the 
monaſtery of this ſaint. In Scotland, the feſtivity 
of the ſaints Gervad biſhop, and Moro confeſſor, 
who flouriſhed in the beginning of the ninth cen- 
096 and have a place on this day in the Scots ca- 

endar. 


November 9. At Glaſtenbury, the feſtivity of 
S. Benignus or Benen, diſciple of S. Patrick, and 
for ſome time archbiſhop of Armagh ; who, ac- 
cording to the records of Gle/tenbury, coming 
over into Britain, embraced an eremitical life in 
that neighbourhood, at a place called Ferremere, 
where illuſtrious for ſanctity and miracles he fin- 
ally repoſed in our Lord. His relicks were tranſ- 
lated to the abbey of Glaſtenbury, anno 1091, 
where innumerable miraculous cures were 
wrought at his tomb. William of Malmeſbury, 
Antiquit, Glaſt, At Glaſtenbury alſo, the con- 
memoration of S. Patrick the younger, nephew of 
the great S. Patrick; whoſe body was found 
there in the old church, on the right ſide of the 
altar, anno 1184. 


November 10, At Canterbury, the depoſition 
of S. Juſtus, diſciple of S. Gregory the Great, 
firſt biſhop of Racheſter; and tranſlated from 
thence, after the death of S. Mellitus, to be the 
fourth archbiſhop of Canterbury : which ſee when 
he had adminiſtered in a moſt ſaintlike manner for 
ſome years, he was, as S. Bede expreſſes it, talen 
1p to the beavenly kingdoms (anno 627.) At 

Mecklen- 
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-chlenbourg in Germany, the feſtivity of 8. John 
= and —_ „an Jriſbman by birth, => 
preached the faith of Chriſt in the north of Ger- 
many; and was there put to a cruel death, by 
the infidels, anno 1066. In Ireland, the feſti- 
vity of S. Ædus biſhop in Meath, who has a place 
amongſt the moſt celebrated ſaints of the ri 
nation, in the ancient catalogue publiſhed by 
Uſher, p. 498. Obiit anno 589. Alſo a com- 
memoration of S. Iland abbat, under whoſe dif- . 
cipline S. Adus was from his youth trained up, 
and taught to be a ſaint, Uher, ibidem. 


November 11. In Helderneſs of Yorkſhire, the 
commemoration of S. Wilgis confeſſor, father to 
8. Willibrord; who after leading, with his whole 
family, a very religious life in the world, be- 
came a monk, and at length an hermit, paſſing 
the remainder of the days of his mortality in ve- 
ry great ſanctity, in a little oratory which he had 
made for himſelf, in a neck of land, running out 
between the Ocean and the Humber. Alcuin, in 
vita Willibrordi. In Ireland, the feſtivity of 8. 
Sinellus abbat, who founded the monaſtery of 
Cluain- Inys, in the lake of Fermanagh ; where 
he received S. Columban, when very young ; and 
trained up S. Munnu, whoſe name, in ſucceedin 
times, was fo famous amongſt all the churches 
of the Scots and 1rifh. 


Nov. 12. At Daventer in the Netherlands, the 
ſeſtivity of S. Lebwin, an Engliſb prieſt, and a- 
poſtolical preacher in the Lower Germany, who 
flouriſhed in the eighth century ; whoſe body re- 
poles in a church dedicated in his name, which 


* 
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is now the cathedral of Daventer. At Ghent in 
Flanders, the feltivity of S. Livinus biſhop and 
martyr, a Scot or 1riſhman by birth; who going 
over to the Low Countries to preach the faith of 
Chriſt, was there martyred by the unbelievers, at 
a place called Ache, between Ghent and Bruſſti. 
les, anno 633. He is held in great veneration in 
all that country; and this day is kept holy, on 
his account, in the city of Ghent. In Scotland 
the feſtivity of S. Machan biſhop of Moray, 


anno 887. 


November 13. In the dioceſe of Arras, the 
feſtivity of S. Kilian or Killen, confeſſor and 
apoſtolical preacher in Artois, to which he was 
ſent by S. Faro biſhop of Meaux. He was a near 
relation of S. Fiacre, and a cloſe imitator of his 
virtues; and after many labours repoſed in our 
Lord, in the ſeventh century, at Aubigny, where 
there is a church and monaſtery of canon regu- 
lars, which bears his name. In Scotland, the 
depoſition of S. Devinike, biſhop in the ninth 
century. : 


November 14. At London, the tranſlation of 
the body of S. Erkonwald, biſhop and tutelar 
ſaint of that city and dioceſe; whoſe relicks were 
tranſlated on this day to a more honourable place 
in the church of S. Paul, and being laid in 2 
coffin of great price, were buried in the eaſt part 
of the church, above the high altar, where they 
remained till the change of religion. Of this 
ſaint, Dugdale writes, That neither the courſe of

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when faith was quite extinguiſhed, could ever efface 
the n_ of — In the ifle of Eully or 
Bardſey, the depoſition of S. Dubricius archbiſhop 
of Caerlion, one of the moſt celebrated of the 
Britif ſaĩnts; and the father and maſter of ma- 
ny ſaints. In his old age he refi his arch- 
biſhoprick to 8. David, and retired to the iſland 
above named ; where he happily repoſed in our 
Lord, ſome time in the ninth century. At Eu 
in Normandy, the depoſition of 8. Laurent 
O Tuathail, archbiſhop of Dublin; who with his 
admirable ſanctity illuſtrated, not only our Bri- 
tiþ iſlands, but alſo the whole church of God. 
Obiit anno 1181. In Scotland, the feſtivity of & 
Medan or Middam, biſhop in the ſixth century. 


November 15. In Little Britain, the feſtivity 
of St. Machutus or Maclyvius, vul S. Malo, 
biſhop of Aleth; nearly related to 8. Samſon and 
to 8. Magloir; and trained up from his infancy 
under the diſcipline of S. Brendan, in the mona- 
ſtery of Llancarvan in Glamorganſmre. He was a 
ſaint from his childhood, carefully avoiding every 
thing in which he apprehended fin ; and conti- 
nually thirſting after true wiſdom, and the foun- 
tain of it, which is God himſelf : Him he loved 
with his whole ſoul, when as yet a boy; and was 
even then fo ſtrong in faith, as to be already fa- 
voured with miracles. As he advanced in age, 
he advanced in ſanctity; and much more after 
he was made prieſt, and then biſhop ; ſtill going 
on from virtue to virtue, in the midſt of labours 
and perſecutions, till he was happily called from 
his earthly baniſhment, to ſee the God of gods in 


his heavenly Sion, anno 630. He has a _ 
is 
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this day in the Sarum, York, and Aberdeen calen- 
dars, as well as in the Roman Martyrology. 


November 16. At Pontigny in France, the de. 
poſition of S. Edmund, archbiſhop of Canterbury; 
renowned through all Chriſtendom, for the pu- 
rity of his heart, and ſanctity of his life. He 
departed to our Lord, anno 1240; and by reaſon 
of the many evident miracles wrought at his 
tomb, was ſolemnly canonized within ſeven years 
after his death. | 


November 17. At Lincoln, the depoſition of 
S. Hugh, who from a Carthuſian monk, and 
prior of their firſt eſtabliſhment at Mitham, in 
Seltuood foreſt, was made biſhop of Lincoln; which 
ſee he adminiſtered, for many years, with that 
faith, zeal and ſanctity, which might have been 
admired, even in a prelate of the apoſtolick age; 
till he happily exchanged this dying life below, 
for the true and everlaſting life above; anno 
1200. In Scotland, the feſtivity of S. Fergus, bi- 
ſhop, and of S. Midana, virgin; who have 2 
place on this day in the Scots breviaries. 


November 18. In the monaſtery of Streanſbal, 
now H/hitbyin Yorkſhire, the depoſition of 8. Hil- 
da virgin and abbeſs; ſhe was trained up to all 
ſanctity by S. Aidan, and other ſervants of God; 
and founded, or directed, divers religious houſes, 
in which ſhe became the ſpiritual mother and 
miſtreſs of many great ſaints. S. Bede, 1. 4. e. 
- She paſſed from death to life eternal, anno 
680; and her departing ſoul was ſeen aſcending, 
with an immenſe light, to the manſions of ever- 
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laſting light, by bleſſed Begu virgin, in the mo- 
— of xtra which was 13 miles diſtant 
from that of Whitby. At Lucca in Tuſcany, the 
feſtivity of S. Frigdianus biſhop, illuſtrious for 
ſanctity and miracles ; who, as his acts affirm, 
was a native of our Britiſb iſlands. At Santo 
Padre in the kingdom of Naples, the commemo- 
ration of S. Fulk an Engliſh _ ; whoſe body 
| repoſes in the church of that place, and has been 
illuſtrated with many miracles, 


November 19. In Kent, the feſtivity of S. Er- 
memburge queen, (whom ſome have called Domp- 
ned wife to Merowald fon of king Penda, and 
mother to the ſaints Mildred, Milburge, &c. who 
with the conſent of her huſband, retiring from 
this ſtormy ſea of the world into the quiet haven 
of religion, there lived in a moſt ſaint- like man- 
ner, and died happily ſome time in the ſeventh 
century, At Glaſlenbury, the commemoration of 
8. Wenta virgin; whoſe relicks were formerly 
kept in the abbey of Glaftenbury. See Dugdale's 
Monaſticon, vol, 1. fol. 4. 


November 20. At S. Edmunds-Bury in Suffolk, 
the feſtivity of S. Edmund king of the Eaft Angles, 
martyred by the Danes, anno 870. His body 
was found without the leaſt blemiſh of corruption 
57 years after his death, and tranſlated to Bury, 
where a noble church and monaſtery was after- 
wards built in his honour. On the ſame day, 
the Dre of S. Humbert biſhop of Helmham, 
who ſuffered with S. Edmund. See Matthew of 
W:/tminfler. [anno 870, and 855.] At London, 
the commemoration of the holy biſhop 2 
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ſurnamed the good, who tranſlated the body of $, 
Edmund, and built over it the great church of 
Jury, anno 927. 9 


November 21. In Lombardy, the depoſition of 
S. Calumbanus abbat; who all his life long wa 
moſt renowned for ſanity, and miracles. He 
was diſciple of S. Comgall, in his monaſtery of 
Benchor ; from whence he paſſed over, with 
twelve other companions, (amongſt whom were 
the ſaints Gallus and Deicola) into Britain, and 
from thence into France: where he founded the 
famous monaſtery of Luxewl, &c. to which he 
gave an excellent rule, followed by many ſaints, 
At length going inte Itah, he founded the mona- 
ſtery of Bobbio, upon mount Apennine ; from 
whence he paſſed to the mountain of an happy 
eternity, anno 615. In the territory of Arras, 
the memory of S. Obodius hermit, an JIriſbmar 

birth ; honoured as patron in the village 

ancourt. 


November 22. At Pont S. Maxence in Franc, 
the commemoration of S. Maxencia a Scattih 
virgin and martyr, honoured as tutelar faint of 
that town, to which ſhe gives the name. She 
was, according to her acts, daughter to a king of 
the Scots; and for the preſervation of her virgin 
ty, privately retired beyond the ſeas, chooſing 
for her abode a ſolitude, where now ſtands the 
town of Pont. To this place her lover followed 
her, and not being able to prevail upon her to 
conſent to his luſt, flew her upon the ſpot. Thu 
ſhe fell a martyr to purity ; and is honoured on 
the 20th of November with a proper office, Fo 
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the dioceſe of Braudais in France, and in the Scots 
breviary. 


November 23. At Bangor in Caernarvonſhire, 
the feſtivity of S. Daniel the firſt biſhop of that 


ſee about the year 516 ; he was conſecrated by 8. 


Dubricius, and was ſo renowned amongſt the an- 
cient Britons, for his ſanctity, that the cathedral 


| of Bangor was dedicated in his name. Obit 


anno 545. 


November 24. At Liſmore in Ireland, the com- 
memoration of S. Malchus, ſome time maſter to 
the great 8. Malachi; who from a monk of Vin- 
cheſter was made biſhop of Liſmore, and by rea- 
ſon of his ſanctity was reſorted to, as an oracle, 
from all parts both of Ireland, and Scotland. He 
was co-temporary with S. Bernard, who (in his 


life of S. Malachi) bears teſtimony both to his 


lanctity, and to his miracles, 


November 25. At York, the commemoration 
of the holy archbiſhop Egbert, illuſtrious for his 
birth, being brother to a king; but more illu- 
ſtrious for his piety, and wiſdom. He enriched 
his church with a famous library, wrote himſelf 


ſeveral learned and godly tracts; and opened a 


ſchool at York for learning, in which amongſt 
others he had for his diſciple the great Alcum, 
preceptor to the emperor Charlemagne. This ho- 
ly prelate departed to our Lord, anno 766. Al- 
lo the memory of holy Eadbricht, brother to 
archbiſhop Egbert, to whom his kinſman S. Ceo- 
lulph reſigned the kingdom of the Northumbrians, 
anno 738; which after a glorious reign of twen- 


ty 
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years, he commas for a religious ſolitude, in 
the ſervice of the King of kings; to whom he 
went, anno 768, 5

of S. Margaret, queen; or to ſpeak more proper-

gin, of royal blood; who having miraculouſly 
recovered her fight, by making a pilgrimage to 
the tomb of S. Lambert, at Liege, took a reſolu- 
tion, upon the ſpot, to conſecrate her virginity 
by vow to God: and inftead of returning home, 
embraced and followed, a moſt religious life, in 3 
ſolitude of Taxandria (now called Brabant) and 
there finally repoſed in our Lord anno 713. Her 
relicks are kept in the collegiate church of Ko, 
which is dedicated to God in her name; and ſhe 
has a place on this day in the Scots calendar. 


November 28. At Cerne in Das re, the 

commemoration of S. Edweld confeſſor, brother 

to S. Edmund king and martyr ; who — - 
ange 
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dangers of the world, choſe for himſelf a lone- 
ſome cell, in the neighbourhood of Shaftſbury , 
where, bearing in mind the eternal years, he paſſed 
the days of his mortality in ſuch wonderful ſanc- 
tity, as to deferve to be enrolled amongſt the 
faints, and to be enſhrined in the church of the 


abbey of Cerne. See William of Malmeſbury, p. 
250, 251, 


November 29. At Athelingay in Somerſet/hire, 
the commemoration of S. Egelwin confeſlor, ho- 
noured of old as patron of the abbey of Athelin- 
gay, and illuſtrious for many miracles. He was 
brother to Kennewalch, king of the Veſt Saxons ; 
but more ennobled by his virtue than by his 
blood. He was continually afflicted with ſick- 
neſſes ; but theſe hindered him not from a fervent 
application of his ſoul to the love and ſervice of 
his God. He concluded a holy life by a happy 
death; and now ſhews himſelf ever ready to ſuc- 
cour (by his prayers) ſuch as call for his aſſiſtance, 
lays William of Malmeſbury, p. 255. 


November 30. The feſtivity of S. Andrew the 
apoſtle, tutelar ſaint of the kingdom of Scotland ; 
and not much leſs honoured by the ancient Eng- 
%; as appears from the divers cathedrals, and 
other churches dedicated to God in his name : 
which devotion ſeems to have been originally de- 
rived from our firſt preachers, who came from 
the monaſtery of S. Andrew in Rome ; and were 
diſciples of 8. Gregory the Great, the founder of 
that monaſtery, who was particularly devoted to 
8. Andrew. In Ireland, the feſtivity of S. Bren- 
dan abbot of Birra, moſt illuſtrious for his — 

om 


dom and ſanctity, in the ninth century. He waz 


joined in the band of a moſt ſtrict friendſhip with 


the great S. Columkille; who alſo, as we learn 
from S. Adamnan, 1. 3. c. 15. at the time of 8. 
Brendan's death, ſaw heaven open, and a multi- 
tude of angels going forth to meet his ſoul, with 


ſo great light, and ſuch incomparable brightneßz, 
as to illuminate the whole earth. 8

At Coire or Chur in the land of Gri/ons, the feſti- 
vity of S. Luctus, ſaid to have been a Britiſh 
prince; who through the zeal of the glory of 
God, and of the converſion and ſalvation of 
ſouls, going abroad, preached the faith of Chriſt 
among the Switzers and Griſons; where he was 
made biſhop of Coire; and at length ended his 
days by martyrdom. His feaſt is ſolemnly kept, 
with an octave, in the dioceſe of Caire : where 
there is, not far from the city, an ancient mo- 
naſtery, which bears his name. 


December 4. At Saliſbury, the feſtivity of S. 
Oſmund biſhop of that ſee, ſoon after the con- 
queſt ; illuſtrious for his wiſdom and ſanctity. 
He built the cathedral there ; and compiled the 
Sarum office, adopted afterwards = moſt of the 
chu ches in England and Wales. He departed to 
our Lord anno 1099. At Corre, the feſtivity of 
8. Emerita virgin and martyr, ſiſter to 8 Lucius. 
In heland, the feaſt of S. Berchan, an abbat of 
eminent ſanctity in the ſixth century; who having 
loſt the ſight of his bodily eyes, was wonderfully 
favoured with prophetick light in his ſoul, ; 


December 5. At Solenhoff in Germany, the 
commemoration of S. Sola, an Engliſbman, diſ- 
ciple of 8 Boniface, archbiſhop and martyr ; who 
was firſt an apoſtolick preacher, and afterwards 
an hermit at a place in the dioceſe of Eych/tadt, 
which now from him is called Solenhoff ; where 
be lived and died in great ſanity, about the 
year 768. In Ireland, the commemoration of the 


holy abbat Cummian, author of an excellent letter, 
(publiſhed 
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(publiſhed by Uſer) in which he endeavoured to 
bring over the monks of S. Columba to the catho- 
lick obſervance of Eaſter. He flouriſhed in the 
ſeventh century; 


December b. At Leominſter in Herefordfir, 


nemorated in the ancient Saxon manuſcript of 
he ſepulchres of the Engliſb ſaints. In Scotland, 
the commemoration of Conſtantine III, king of 
the Scots, who leaving all for the love of Chriſ, 
made a happy end among the Culdees, or 
clerks of 8. Andrews, anno 943. In Trad te 
feſtivity of S. Næſſan, abbat; named among the 
molt illuſtrious ſaints of that iſland, as well as in 
the ancient catalogue, publiſhed in Uſher's Ami- 
quities, as in the epiſtle of abbat Cummian to ab- 
bat Segenius. Alſo in Ireland, the commemon-

tion of another S. Neſſan, biſhop, famed for 


ſanctity, in the ſixth or ſeventh century. 


December 7. In the territory of Carlile in Cun- 
berland, the commemoration of bleſſed Arid, 
alias Godwin, who led for many years a molt 
faintly life in a loneſome cave in that neighbour- 
hood. He was viſited two years before his hap- 
py death by S. Gedrick, who put himſelf under 
his diſcipline ; and ſaw his departing ſoul, in the 
ſhape of a moſt beautiful ſphere, as it were, of 
reſplendent cryſtal, taking her journey towards 


the heavenly manſions. At Charlebury in On- 
fordſhire, the burying place of S. Dionia, com- 


memorated in the Saxon manuſcript of the ſepul- 
chres of the Engliſb ſaints, 


- December 
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December 8. The Conception of the bleſſed Vir- © 
gin, a feaſt which ſome ſay, firſt began to be ce- 
ſebrated in the kingdom of England, in the days 
of 8. Anſelm. At London, the commemoration of 
the holy biſhop Yodinus z flain by Hengi/t the 
Saxon; becanſe he had reprehended king Vorti- 
gern, for putting away his lawful wife, and mar- 
rying the daughter of Hengiſt. Alſo a commemo- 
ration of many other Britons of all degrees, who- 
ſuffered martyrdom for the faith of Chriſt, under 
the Pagan Saxons. 


December 9. In the kingdom of the Eaft- 
Angles, the commemoration of holy king Anna, 
an excellent and moſt religious man, ſays S. Bede, 
and happy in a moſt holy and ſaint-like offspring. 
He was flain by the Pagan Penda anno 654. At 
Barking in Eſſex, the feſtivity of S. WPulfhilde 
abbeſs, greatly renowned for her ſanctity and 
miracles. She departed to our Lord anno 985. 
Her body was taken up thirty years after her 
death; andwas found whole and ſound, as if it had 
been but juſt then buried. In Cormuall, the com- 
memoration of the ſaints Mo/cea and Veepe, ho- 
noured of old amongſt the Corniſb ſaints, 


December 10 At Clonard in W:/tmeath, the 
commemoration of S. Finian biſhop ; who after 
be had for thirty years illuſtrated Great Britain 
with the rays of his ſanctity, returning into Jre- . 
land, his native country, in order to raiſe up re- 
ligion there, which had ſuffered ſome decay after 
the death of S. Patrick; opened for this purpoſe 
his famous ſchool of Clonard ; out of which, in- 
numerable great men came forth, moſt eminent 


both

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both for their learning and piety ; and amorigf 
the reſt, the twelve, who for their extraordinar 
ſanctity were called the twelve apoſtles of He. 
land. S. Finian flouriſhed in the ſixth century; 
and was the father of no fewer than 3000 monks, 
In Ireland alſo the commemoration of S. Fore. 
chern biſhop, and S. Cayman abbat, under whoſe 
diſcipline S. Finian received his firſt education 
in chriſtian piety. | | 


December 11. At Streanſhall, now Whitby, in 
Yorkſhire, the commemoration of the holy virgin 
Elfieda, or Elfreda, daughter. to king Ofw: ; and 
by him conſecrated to God from her infancy, 
under the diſcipline of S. Hilda; to whom ſhe 
afterwards ſucceeded in the government of that 
illuſtrious congregation.
